General  Work  of  the  Board 


ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  REPORT. 


The  following  report  is  divided  for  convenience  into  three 
parts. 

Part  I.  deals  with  the  general  work  of  the  Board,  its  duties, 
both  supervisory  and  administrative.  This  part  is  the  main 
text  of  the  report,  and  is  published  only  with  the  full  report. 

Part  II.  is  devoted  entirely  to  the  Board's  duties  with  refer- 
ence to  private  charitable  enterprises.  It  is  published  as  a 
separate  pamphlet  and  serves  as  a  handbook  of  the  incorporated 
charities  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  contains  an  introductory 
analysis  of  the  year's  investigations  of  petitions  for  the  incor- 
poration of  charitable  enterprises  under  Acts  of  1910,  chapter 
181;  also  an  account  of  the  inspection  of  charitable  corpora- 
tions, under  Acts  of  1909,  chapter  379.  The  main  body  of  this 
part  of  the  report  is  given  up  to  abstracts  of  the  annual  returns 
made  to  the  Board  by  private  charitable  corporations  under 
the  requirements  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  84,  section  14,  as 
amended  by  Acts  of  1913,  chapter  82. 

Part  III.  contains  an  introductory  analysis  of  the  year's 
inspections  of  almshouses,  together  with  an  abstract  of  condi- 
tions found  at  each  institution.  At  the  end  of  this  part  is  a 
chapter  on  poor  relief,  which  contains  text  and  tabulated  anal- 
ysis of  the  returns  of  poor  persons  relieved,  made  by  the  re- 
spective cities  and  towns  imder  the  provisions  of  Revised  Laws, 
chapter  81,  section  40.  Part  III.  is  published  as  a  separate 
pamphlet,  and  serves  as  a  handbook  for  almshouse  wardens 
and  other  local  public  relief  oflScials. 

As  provided  by  statute,  2,000  copies  of  the  full  report  are 
printed.  There  are  issued  in  addition  1,000  copies  of  Part  II. 
and  500  copies  of  Part  III. 

For  convenience  in  publishing,  the  index  to  each  part  is  to 
be  found  at  the  end  of  its  own  text  instead  of  at  the  end  of 
the  book.

In  addition  to  its  executive  officers  the  Board  employs  a 
r^ular  paid  force  of  51  men  and  112  women,  and  receives  the 
gratuitous  services  of  87  auxiliary  almshouse  visitors,  all 
women,  and  33  parole  visitors,  all  men. 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  may  be  divided  into  two  main  groups, 
namely,  supervisory  and  administrative.  As  a  consequence  of 
these  obligations  the  Board  is  also  required  to  report  and  pub- 
lish the  results  of  its  work,  with  tabulated  statements  regarding 
the  number  of  poor  persons  relieved  in  the  Conmionwealth  at 
public  expense,  together  with  the  cost  thereof.  Finally,  it  is 
empowered,  in  like  manner  with  other  boards  and  commissions, 
to  recommend  to  the  Legislature  such  changes  in  existing  laws 
and  the  enactment  of  .such  new  measures  as  it  deems  advisable. 

In  more  specific  form  the  supervisory  duties  comprise:  — 

The  visitation  and  inspection  of  the  State  Infirmary  at 
Tewksbury;  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater;  the  Norfolk 
State  Hospital  for  Inebriates  at  Norfolk;  the  Lyman  School  for 
Boys  at  Westborough;  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys  at 
Shirley;  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls  at  Lancaster; 
the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  at  Canton;  the  State 
Sanatoria  at  Rutland,  North  Reading,  Lakeville,  and  Westfield; 
the  city  and  town  almshouses;  the  county  training  schools; 
the  children  in  the  custody  of  the  Lyman  and  Industrial 
Schools  cared  for  in  families;  the  children  supported  by  cities 
and  towns  and  adults  supported  in  families,  other  than  their 
own,  by  cities  and  towns;  such  charitable  corporations  report- 
ing to  the  Board  as  ask  for,  or  consent  to,  such  visitation  and 
inspection;  investigation,  with  public  hearing,  and  report  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  in  all  cases  of  applications 
for  the  incorporation  of  charitable  organizations;  supervision 
of  the  work  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  relief  of  mothers  with 
dependent  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age;  supervision  of 
wayfarers'  lodges  and  public  lodging  houses,  as  provided  in 
chapter  606  of  the  Acts  of  1914. 

The  administrative  duties  are  as  follows:  — 

(a)  The  discharge  of  sane  inmates  of  the  State  Infirmary 
and  the  State  Farm;  the  execution  of  laws  relative  to  the  re- 
lease on  parole  of  prisoners  from  the  State  Farm;  the  investi- 
gation as  to  legal  settlement  of  persons,  possibly  State  cases, 
who  have  been  supported,  relieved  or  buried  by  cities  and 
towns,  and  of  sane  inmates  of  State  institutions;   the  directing 
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of  aid  of  unsettled  persons  by  cities  and  towns;  the  transfer 
of  sane  paupers  from  one  institution  to  another;  the  sending  of 
paupers  to  the  places  within  and  without  the  State  where  they 
belong;  and  the  administration  of  the  leper  hospital  at  Penikese 
Island. 

(6)  The  care  and  maintenance  of  delinquent,  neglected  and 
dependent  children  coming  into  the  custody  of  the  Board 
through  court  commitment  or  otherwise;  the  execution  of  the 
laws  concerning  abandoned  infants  and  infant  boarding  houses; 
and  the  licensing  of  lying-in  hospitals. 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

1.  The  Board  shall  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  June  in  each 
year  elect  by  ballot  a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman,  and  one 
member  of  the  executive  committee,  who  shall  each  hold  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  chosen.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  or  Executive 
Committeeman,  during  the  year  for  which  he  may  be  elected, 
shall  be  filled  by  ballot.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the 
Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman,  a  chairman  pro  tempore  may  be 
chosen  as  the  Board  may  determine. 

2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
and  third  Fridays  of  each  month,  at  the  State  House,  at  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  or  at  such  other  place  and  hour  as  the 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Chairman,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-Chair- 
man, at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  most  convenient  for  the 
members;  and  in  notifying  such  meetings  the  Executive  Director 
and  Secretary  shall  specify  the  subjects  to  be  considered.  Four 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

3.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be:  (1)  a 
Committee  on  State  Adult  Poor,  to  consist  of  five  members; 
(2)  a  Committee  on  State  Minor  Wards,  to  consist  of  five 
members;  (3)  a  Committee  on  Supervision,  to  consist  of  five 
members;  (4)  a  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Finance,  to  con- 
sist of  three  members:  —  all  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman; 
and  (5)  an  Executive  Committee,  to  be  composed  of  the  Chair- 
man, Vice-Chairman  and  a  third  member  to  be  elected  in  ao- 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  first  by-law.  The  Chairman 
shall  be,  ez  officio,  an  additional  member  of  each  of  the  Standing 
Committees.  The  duties  of  the  Standing  Committees  other  than 
the   Executive   Committee  shall   be  supervisory   and   advisory. 
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They  may  appoint  subcommittees  of  their  own  members  for 
particular  duties  falling  within  their  province.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  for  the  Board  in  the 
intervals  between  meetings  whenever  immediate  action  is 
demanded.  Such  action  shall  be  reported  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  and  if  no  objection  is  made,  shall  be 
regarded  as  the  will  of  the  Board. 

4.  There  shall  be  a  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Board  to  be 
known  as  the  "Executive  Director  and  Secretary,"  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board.  He  shall  be  the  chief  administrative 
officer  of  the  Board,  its  clerk,  its  secretary  and  auditor  and  its 
disbursing  officer.  Subject  to  its  oversight  and  direction,  he 
shall  execute  all  the  provisions  of  the  laws  touching  the  Board's 
duties,  and  shall  carry  out  the  policies  and  regulations  established 
by  the  Board  thereunder.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  civil  service,  he  shall  nominate  all  employees  of  the  depart- 
ment for  appointment  by  the  Board;. and,  in  the  absence  of  any 
rule  or  regulation  of  the  Board,  shall  assign  their  duties.  He 
shall  study  and  report  to  the  Board  on  methods  of  public  aid 
in  this  country  and  abroad.  He  shall  make  monthly  report  to 
the  Board  of  his  audits  and  of  other  matters  of  concern  to  his 
office,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
him. 

5.  There  shall  be  two  divisions  in  the  Board,  to  wit,  the 
Division  of  State  Adult  Poor  and  the  Division  of  State  Minor 
Wards. 

The  Division  of  State  Adult  Poor  shall  discharge  all  duties 
relating  to  the  checking  and  verification  of  bills  rendered  by  cities 
and  towns,  the  verification  of  settlement  of  recipients  of  public 
aid,  the  admission  and  discharge  of  inmates  of  the  State  In- 
firmary and  the  release  on  parole  of  inmates  of  the  State  Farm, 
the  administration  of  Penikese  Hospital  and  such  other  ad- 
ministrative duties  as  the  Board  may  assign.  There  shall  be  a 
superintendent  of  the  Division  of  State  Adult  Poor,  to  be  known 
as  the  Director  of  the  said  division,  who  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  thereof,  and  who  shall,  subject  to  the  general  supervision 
and  oversight  of  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary,  execute 
all  the  functions  of  the  Board  relating  to  his  division.  He  shall 
make  reports  to  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary  monthly 
or  oftener,  as  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary  may  direct, 
and  be  responsible  to  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary  for 
the  effectiveness  of  the  work  of  his  division. 

The  Division  of  State  Minor  Wards  shall  discharge  all  duties 
relating  to  the  reception,  care,  treatment,  custody,  maintenance 
and  discharge  of  State  minor  wards,  and  such  other  administra- 
tive duties  as  the  Board  may  assign.    There  shall  be  a  superin- 
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tendent  of  the  Division  of  State  Minor  Wards,  to  be  known  as 
the  Director  of  the  said  division,  who  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  thereof,  and  who  shall,  subject  to  the  general  supervision 
and  oversight  of  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary,  execute 
all  the  functions  of  the  Board  relating  to  his  division.  He  shall 
make  reports  to  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary  monthly 
or  oftener,  as  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary  may  direct, 
and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary 
for  the  e£Fectiveness  of  the  work  of  his  division. 

6.  These  by-laws  may  be  suspended  at  any  meeting  duly 
called  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  whole  Bo/trd,  and  may  be 
amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  full  Board  at  any 
regular  meeting,  after  previous  notice  of  the  change  that  is 
desired  in  the  same  by  any  member  shall  have  been  mailed  to 
each  member  by  the  Executive  Director  and  Secretary,  three 
days,  at  least,  before  any  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  to 
make  the  proposed  change. 


STAFF  ORGANIZATION  FOR  CARRYING  OUT  FUNCTIONS. 

The  staff  service  is  arranged  under  the  foregoing  by-laws  in 
a  central  corps  for  supervisory  and  secretarial  functions,  with 
two  main  divisions  for  administrative  functions.  In  this 
manner  supervision  of  State  charitable  institutions,  the  visita- 
tion and  inspection  of  city  and  town  almshouses  and  of  public 
lodging  houses,  and  the  visitation  of  county  training  schools  are 
carried  out  by  the  Executive  Director  through  the  central 
office.  The  supervision  of  relief  to  mothers  with  dependent 
children,  because  of  the  extensive  administrative  field  work 
entailed,  is  executed  through  a  supervisor  and  staff  of  visitors 
located  in  the  Division  of  State  Adult  Poor.  A  staff  of  super- 
visors of  private  incorporated  charities  is  directed  from  the 
central  office,  and  is  charged  with  the  field  visitation  and 
inspection  of  all  incorporated  charities,  and  with  the  investiga- 
tion of  petitions  for  new  incorporations  of  charities. 

The  work  of  almshouse  inspection  is  materially  aided  by  the 
Board's  corps  of  volunteer  almshouse  visitors,  whose  duty  is 
the  preservation   of   a   human   touch   and   relationship   with 
management  and  inmates  of  almshouses.    The  results  of  this 
phase   of   the  Board's  activities  will  be  found  in  Part  III. 
Matters   relating  to  private   incorporated    charities  are  con- 
tained in  Fart  II. 
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The  strictly  administrative  duties  of  the  Board  are  lodged 
in  the  two  divisions,  one  dealing  with  adults,  and  known  as  the 
Division  of  State  Adult  Poor;  the  other  exercising  the  care, 
custody  and  treatment  of  minors,  and  known  as  the  Division 
of  State  Minor  Wards. 

The  Division  of  Adult  Poor  examines  settlements  in  verifi- 
cation of  the  claims  of  cities  and  towns  for  reimbursement 
from  the  State  for  aid  given  to  sick  and  indigent  persons  who 
have  no  legal  settlement.  This  branch  has  charge,  also,  of  the 
admission  and  discharge  of  inmates  of  the  State  Infirmary, 
and  the  parole  of  prisoners  from  the  State  Farm. 

The  Division  of  Minor  Wards  has  charge  of  the  licensing  and 
inspection  of  lying-in  hospitals  and  of  boarding  houses  for 
infants.  With  these  exceptions  its  duties  are  confined  to  the 
reception,  custody  and  care  of  minors  coming  to  the  Board 
voluntarily  under  the  statutes  or  committed  thereto  by  the 
courts. 

The  results  of  the  year's  work  in  both  divisions  are  reported 
in  Part  I. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  LEGISLATION. 

The  following  are  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  for* 
legislative  action,  all  of  which  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  as  required  by  General  Acts 
of  1915,  chapter  269:  — 

1.      Establishment    of    a    Hospital    for   the    Care    and 
Treatment  of  Sick  State  Minor  Wards. 

The  need  of  provision  for  hospital  care  for  sick  State  minor 
wards  long  ago  reached  an  acute  stage.  It  is  manifest  in  the 
annual  requests  of  the  trustees  of  the  State  Infirmary  for 
buildings  in  which  to  house  State  wards,  and  in  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  State  Board  of  Charity  for  a  hospital  for 
sick  State  children. 

The  recommendation  for  such  a  hospital,  to  be  located  at 
some  place  other  than  Tewksbury,  has  been  made  by  the 
Board  each  year  since  1913.  The  Board  has  constantly  in 
its  care  hundreds  of  children,  each  of  whom  is  for  days,  weeks 
or   perhaps    months   in    need    of   hospital    treatment.      Such 
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children  are  for  the  time  being  incapable  of  placement  in 
homes.  They  require  treatment  in  some  institution  until  their 
health  is  such  that  they  may  be  sent  out  into  the  commimity. 
With  a  total  of  6,446  children  in  the  Board's  care,  this  margin 
of  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  is  constant,  and  may  be 
expected  to  increase  each  year  in  exact  proportion  to  the 
normal  increase  in  the  total  number  of  wards. 

The  Board  has  no  hospital  in  which  to  treat  these  children. 
Some,  falling  sick  in  their  foster  homes,  are  cared  for  by 
private  hospitals  at  State  expense.  Most  are  sent  to  the  State 
Infirmary,  the  only  public  institution  to  which  the  Board 
can  send  them.  Here  they  are  out  of  place  and  greatly  hamper 
the  infirmary  in  its  more  legitimate  activities.  Thus  located, 
they  are  an  ever-increasing  danger  to  themselves.  At  the  same 
time  they  lose  the  benefit  of  special  care  and  treatment  so 
frequently  demanded  by  the  miserable  condition  in  which 
they  are  found  by  the  authorities,  and  in  which  they  remain 
at  the  time  of  conmiitment  to  the  Board's  custody.  A  bill 
accompanies  this  recommendation.

2.  Amendment  op  Chapter  181  op  the  Acts  op  the  Year 
1910,  rendering  the  Approval  op  the  State  Board 
OF  Charity  requisite  to  the  Incorporation  op  Pri- 
vate    CHARiriES,     AND     PROVIDING     THAT    AlL     CHANGES 

OF  Name  or  op  Purposes  shall  be  investigated  in 
Like  Manner  with  Petitions  for  Incorporation. 

Under  the  existing  statute  the  Board  is  required  to  investi- 
gate all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  private  charities,  to 
give  public  hearings  and  to  report  its  findings  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth.  The  operation  of  this  law,  in  connection 
with  chapter  402  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1903,  requiring  an- 
nual reporting  by  all  charities,  and  chapter  379  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1909,  providing  annual  inspection  of  incorporated 
charitable  agencies,  is  demonstrating  beyond  all  question  the 
wisdom  of  State  supervision  of  incorporated  charitable  agencies. 
Though  this  policy  is  of  recent  date,  the  incorporated  charities 
of  the  entire  Commonwealth  have  come  to  look  upon  State 
supervision  as  a  help  in  the  development  of  right  standards 
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of  relief.  Bearing  in  mind  the  public  trusteeship  involved  in 
every  private  charity,  the  Board  believes  that  the  time  has 
come  when  its  special  knowledge  in  the  field  of  private  charities 
should  be  brought  to  bear  upon  all  new  petitions  for  the  in- 
corporation of  charities  by  rendering  its  approval  requisite  ta 
the  issuance  of  a  charter.  The  recommendation  is  repeated 
from  former  years.    A  bill  is  submitted*. 


LAWS  AFFECTING  THE  BOARD,  PASSED  BY  THE  LEGISLA- 
TURE OF  1918. 

Legislation  at  the  last  session,  touching  the  field  of  the 
Board's  service,  covers  a  wide  range  of  topics.  Chapter  63 
fixes  a  penalty  for  unauthorized  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquor 
to  inmates  of  public  institutions.  Chapter  100  authorizes  the 
transfer  of  inmates  of  Sherborn  Reformatory  who  are  under 
seventeen  years  of  age  to  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 
Chapter  130  relieves  cities  and  towns  from  penalty  and  for- 
feiture of  claim  for  reimbursement  upon  failiu'e  to  report  cases 
of  dangerous  diseases.  Chapter  131  requires  that  dispensaries 
must  be  licensed  by  the  State  Department  of  Health.  Chapter 
139  authorizes  the  commitment  of  female  inebriates  to  the 
Norfolk  State  Hospital.  Chapters  163  and  187  relate  to  the 
establishment  and  regulation  of  tuberculosis  hospitals  by 
counties.  Chapter  180  raises  the  amount  of  State  reimburse- 
ment for  the  burial  of  unsettled  dead  from  $15  for  adults  and 
$10  for  minors  to  $30  and  $15,  respectively.  Chapter  199 
provides  that  moneys  forfeited  into  court  in  bastardy  cases 
may  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  child. 

In  addition  to  these  several  acts,  chapter  257,  providing 
certain  substantive  changes  in  existing  laws,  contains  sections 
which  effect  notable  alterations  in  existing  provisions  relating 
to  settlement  and  support  of  paupers  and  to  juvenile  de- 
linquency. By  operation  of  chapter  5  of  the  General  Acts  of 
1919  the  date  on  which  these  sections  become  effective  is 
deferred  to  February  1,  1920.  Following  are  the  more  im- 
portant statutes  listed  above:  —

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General  Acts  of  1918. 

Chapter  100. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  transfer  of  certain  inmates 
from  the  reformatory  for  women  to  the  industrial 
school  for  girls. 

With  the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  training 
schools,  the  director  of  prisons  may  remove  to  the  industrial 
school  for  girls  any  girl  under  the  age  of  seventeen  years  who 
has  been  sentenced  to  the  reformatory  for  women.  Any  person 
so  transferred  shall  be  accompanied  by  all  mittimuses  and 
processes  in  the  case,  by  a  copy  of  the  medical  report  and  by  the 
facts  covering  the  history  and  conduct  of  the  person  and  the 
home  circumstances  of  such  person,  so  far  as  they  can  be  ascer- 
tained.    [Approved  March  26,  1918, 

Chapter  130. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  reporting  of  dangerous  diseases 

BY  local  boards  OF  HEALTH  TO  THE  STATE  DEPARTMENT 

of  health. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  health  of  every  city  and  town,  or 
in  towns  not  having  such  a  board,  the  board  of  selectmen  acting 
as  a  board  of  health,  shall  appoint  some  person,  who  may  or 
may  not  be  a  member  of  the  board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
give  notice  to  the  state  department  of  health  of  diseases  danger- 
ous to  the  public  health  as  provided  by  section  fifty-two  of 
chapter  seventy-five  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by 
section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  seven  and  by  chapter  fifty-five  of  the 
General  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  in  case  of 
the  absence  or  disability  of  such  appointee  the  board  shall 
appoint  another  person  to  perform  said  duty  during  such  absence 
or  disability.  Such  appointments  and  the  acceptance  thereof  by 
the  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  placed  upon  the  records  of  the 
board.  Any  person  who  accepts  such  an  appointment  and  who 
wilfully  refuses  or  wilfully  neglects  or  through  gross  negligence 
fails  to  make  and  send  the  notices  required  by  said  section 
fifty-two,  as  amended  as  aforesaid,  in  accordance  with  its  terms, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Section  2.  A  claim  of  a  city  or  town  against  the  common- 
wealt/i  for  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  the  board  of  health 
of  such  city  or  town,  or  by  the  board  of  selectmen  acting  as 
such,  in  making  the  provision  required  by  law  for  persons  in- 
fected with  a  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health  shall  not 
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be  defeated  by  reason  of  the  failure  on  the  part  of  its  board  of 
healthy  or  by  the  board  of  selectmen  acting  as  such,  to  give 
notice  of  such  disease  to  the  state  department  of  health  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  section  fifty-two  as 
amended  as  aforesaid,  if  such  claim  is  otherwise  a  valid  claim 
against  the  commonwealth.     [Approved  April  2,  1918. 


Chapter  139. 

An    Act    relative    to    the    commitment    and    transfer    of 

dipsomaniacs  and  others. 

Section  1.  Chapter  five  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  as  amended  in  section  fifty  by 
chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  fourteen,  by  chapter  seventy-three  of  the  General 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen  and  by  chapter  sixty-nine 
of  the  General  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  fifty  and 
substituting  the  following:  —  Section  60,  Any  of  the  judges 
named  in  section  twenty-nine,  and  the  municipal  court  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  may  commit  to  the  Norfolk  state  hospital,  to  the 
McLean  hospital,  or  to  a  private  licensed  hospital  or  house,  any 
male  or  female  person,  who  is  subject  to  dipsomania  or  inebriety 
either  in  public  or  private,  or  who  is  so  addicted  to  the  in- 
temperate use  of  narcotics  or  stimulants  as  to  have  lost  the 
power  of  self  control.  The  magistrate  who  receives  the  applica- 
tion for  such  commitment  shall  examine  on  oath  the  applicant 
and  all  other  witnesses,  shall  reduce  the  application  to  writing 
and  cause  it  to  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant. 
He  shall  cause  a  summons  and  copy  of  the  application  to  be 
served  upon  such  person  in  the  manner  provided  by  section 
twenty-five  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  Revised 
Laws.  Such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  hearing,  unless  after 
receiving  said  summons  he  shall  in  writing  waive  a  hearing; 
and  in  that  case  the  magistrate  may  issue  an  order  for  his  im- 
mediate commitment  as  aforesaid,  without  a  hearing,  if  he  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  person  is  a  proper  subject  for  custody  and 
treatment  in  the  hospital  or  other  place  to  which  he  is  com- 
mitted. The  commitment  may  be  made  forthwith,  if  the 
examining  physician  certifies  the  case  to  be  one  of  emergency. 
A  person  committed  as  aforesaid  may  be  detained  for  two  years 
after  the  date  of  his  commitment,  and  no  longer. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  act  the  commission  on 
mental  diseases  shall  transfer  to  the  Norfolk  state  hospital  and 
to  the  custody  of  the  superintendent  thereof,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  sixty-nine  of  said  chapter  five  hundred  and 
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four,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  and  by 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  General  Acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  all  female  persons  who  are 
inmates  of  state  hospitals  for  the  insane  and  were  committed 
thereto  under  the  provisions  of  section  fifty  of  said  chapter  five 
hundred  and  four,  amended  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  five  hundred  and  four  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  fifty-four  and  substituting  the 
following:  —  Section  64-  Any  person  who  is  a  dipsomaniac  or 
inebriate  or  addicted  to  the  intemperate  use  of  narcotics  or 
stimulants,  who  b  desirous  of  submitting  himself  for  treatment 
in  the  Norfolk  state  hospital,  or  in  any  hospital  or  receptacle 
licensed  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  of  the  General  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  as 
amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the  General 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  makes  written 
application  therefor,  may  be  received  by  the  trustees,  superin- 
tendent or  manager  of  such  hospital  or  receptacle  and  detained 
therein  as  a  boarder  and  patient.  No  such  person  shall  be  de- 
tained more  than  three  days  after  having  given  notice  in  writing 
of  his  intention  or  desire  to  leave  the  institution.  The  charges 
for  the  support  of  such  a  person  in  said  state  hospital  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  the  support  of 
an  insane  person  in  a  state  hospital,  provided  that  the  approval 
of  the  state  board  of  charity  shall  be  obtained  in  writing. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
[Approved  April  12,  1918, 

Chaptbb  180. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  support  and  burial  op  indigent 

PERSONS. 

Chapter  eighty-one  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  section  twenty  and  substituting  the  following:  — 
Section  20.  The  overseers  of  the  poor  of  each  place  shall  also 
relieve  and  support  and  may  employ  all  poor  persons  residing 
or  found  therein,  having  no  lawful  settlements  within  this  com- 
monwealth, until  their  removal  to  the  state  infirmary,  and  if 
they  die  shall  decently  bury  them.  They  shall  also  decently 
bury  all  deceased  persons  who,  although  without  means  of  sup- 
port while  living,  did  not  apply  for  public  relief,  and  all  unknown 
persons  found  dead.  The  expense  thereof  may  be  recovered  of 
their  kindred,  if  any,  chargeable  by  law  for  their  support  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided;  and  if  the  expense  of  their 
burial  is  not  paid  by  such  kindred,  an  amount  not  exceeding 
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thirty  dollars  for  the  funeral  expenses  of  each  pauper  over 
twelve  years  of  age,  and  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  for  the 
funeral  expenses  of  each  pauper  under  that  age  shall  be  paid  by 
the  commonwealth:  provided,  however,  that  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  file  with  each  claim  an  affidavit  of  the  undertaker  stating 
the  amount  received  from  the  city  or  town,  and  further  stating 
that  he  has  not  received  and  will  not  accept  money  for  such 
funeral  expenses  from  any  other  source.  [Approved  April  26, 
1918.

An    Act    to    make    certain    substantive    corrections    in 

existing  laws. 

Settlement  op  Paupers.    [Revised  Laws,  Chapter  80.] 

Section  299.  Section  one  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "rebellion",  in  the  fifth 
line  of  the  fifth  clause  of  said  section,  the  words  "or  any  war 
between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  power", — so  that 
said  clause  shall  read  as  follows:  —  Fifth,  A  person  who  enlisted 
and  was  mustered  into  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,  as  a  part  of  the  quota  of  a  city  or  town  in  this 
commonwealth  under  any  call  of  the  president  of  the  United 
States  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion  or  any  war  between  the 
United  States  and  any  foreign  power,  or  who  was  assigned  as  a 
part  of  the  quota  thereof  after  having  enlisted  and  been  mustered 
into  said  service,  and  who  served  for  not  less  than  one  year,  or 
who  died  or  became  disabled  from  wounds  or  disease  received  or 
contracted  while  engaged  in  such  service,  or  while  a  prisoner  of 
the  enemy,  and  his  wife  or  widow  and  minor  children  shall  be 
deemed  thereby  to  have  acquired  a  settlement  in  such  place; 
and  any  person  who  would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  a  settlement 
under  this  clause,  but  who  was  not  a  part  of  the  quota  of  any 
city  or  town,  shall,  if  he  served  as  a  part  of  the  quota  of  the 
commonwealth,  be  deemed  to  have  acquired  a  settlement  in  the 
place  where  he  actually  resided  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment. 
But  these  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  enlisted 
and  received  a  bounty  for  such  enlistment  in  more  than  one 
place  unless  the  second  enlistment  was  made  after  an  honorable 
discharge  from  the  first  term  of  service,  nor  to  any  person  who 
has  been  proved  guilty  of  wilful  desertion,  or  who  left  the 
service  otherwise  than  by  reason  of  disability  or  an  honorable 
discharge. 
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Support  of  Paupers  by  Cities  and  Towns.    [Revised  Laws, 

Chapter  81.] 

Section  300.  Section  forty-two  of  chapter  eighty-one  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"forfeiture",  in  the  fourth  line,  the  words  ",  on  being  certified 
by  the  state  board  of  charity  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general,"  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  4^,  If  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  a  city  or  town  refuse  or  neglect  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  three  preceding  sections, 
such  city  or  town  shall  forfeit  one  dollar  for  each  day's  neglect, 
and  the  amount  of  such  forfeiture,  on  being  certified  by  the  state 
board  of  charity  to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  shall  be 
deducted  from  any  amount  to  which  said  city  or  town  may  be 
entitled  in  reimbursement  for  relief  of  state  paupers  as  provided 
in  sections  fifteen  and  sixteen  of  chapter  eighty-five;  and  if  no 
such  reimbursement  shall  be  due  to  said  city  or  town,  the  for- 
feiture shall  be  deducted  from  any  money  which  may  be  due  to 
it  from  the  commonwealth. 

Section  301.  Section  forty-four  ^  said  chapter  eighty-one 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "savings",  in  the 
second  line,  the  words  ",  national  bank,  trust  company,  co- 
operative bank",  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  44'  A 
treasurer  of  a  savings  bank,  institution  for  savings,  national 
bank,  trust  company,  co-operative  bank,  benefit  association, 
insurance  company  or  safe  deposit  company  who,  upon  request 
in  writing  signed  by  an  overseer  of  the. poor  of  a  city  or  town, 
unreasonably  refuses  to  inform  him  of  the  amount  deposited  in 
the  corporation  or  association  to  the  credit  of  a  person  named 
in  such  request  who  is  a  charge  upon  such  city  or  town  as  a 
pauper,  or  who  wilfully  renders  false  information  in  reply  to  such 
request,  shall  forfeit  for  each  offence  fifty  dollars,  to  the  use  of 
such  city  or  town. 

State  Infirmary  and  State  Farm.     [Revised  Laws, 

Chapter  85.] 

Section  302.  Chapter  eighty-five  of  the  Revised  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  four  and  substituting  the 
following:  —  Section  4-  The  trustees  shall  have  the  same  powers 
as  overseers  of  the  poor  to  cause  inmates  of  the  state  infirmary 
to  be  returned  to  the  place  or  county  from  which  they  came. 
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Massachusetts    Training    Schools    and    Reformation      of 
Juvenile  Offenders.     [Revised  Laws,  Chapter  86.] 

Section  303.     Chapter    eighty-six    of    the    Revised    Laws     is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  eleven  and  substituting 
the  following:  —  Section   11.     If   within   thirty   days   after    the 
order  of  commitment  of  a  boy   to  the   Lyman  school   or   tlie 
industrial  school  for  boys,  or  of  a  girl  to  the  state  industrial 
school  for  girls,  the  trustees  have  reaso^  to  believe  that  at  the 
time  of  such  order  a  boy,  if  committed  to  the  Lyman  school, 
was  more  than   fifteen  years  of  age,   or  if  committed  to   the 
industrial  school  for  boys,  was  more  than  eighteen  years  of  age, 
or  a  girl  was  more  than  seventeen  years  of  age,  they  may  apply 
to  the  court  by  which  the  commitment  was  ordered  for  a  revision 
of  the  order,  and  if  the  court  finds  that  the  boy  or  girl  was  over 
the  maximum  age  for  commitment  to  such  school  it  shall  make 
such  order  as  should  have  been  made. 

Section  304.  Section  thirteen  of  said  chapter  eighty-six  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  305.  Sections  thirty-seven  to  forty-three,  inclusive, 
of  said  chapter  eighty-six  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  306.  Said  chapter  eighty-six  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  sec- 
tion: —  Section  65,  The  legal  custody  for  the  remainder  of  his 
or  her  minority  of  any  boy  or  girl  transferred  under  provisions 
of  law  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  or  to  the  reformatory 
for  women  by  the  trustees  in  charge  of  the  Lyman  school  or  of 
either  industrial  school  is  thereby  surrendered  by  them,  and 
shall  thereafter  be  in  the  institution  to  which  the  transfer  has 
been  made. 

Section  307.  Said  chapter  eighty-six  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  sec- 
tion :  —  Section  66,  Whoever  wilfully  trespasses  upon  land  or 
premises  belonging  to  the  commonwealth,  and  appurtenant  to 
the  Lyman  school  or  either  of  the  industrial  schools,  or,  after 
notice  from  an  officer  of  any  of  said  institutions  to  leave  said 
land  or  premises,  remains  thereon,  or  whoever  wilfully  disturbs 
any  of  said  institutions,  or  in  any  manner  seeks  to  attract  the 
attention  of,  or  without  the  permission  of  the  officer  in  charge 
has  communicated  with,  an  inmate  thereof,  shall  be  punished 
for  each  offence  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  three 
months  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars;  and  whoever 
aids  or  assists  an  inmate  of  any  of  said  institutions  to  escape  or 
attempt  to  escape  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  two  years  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars. 
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Cbimes  against  Chastity,    Morality,    Decency   and    Good 

Order. 

Section  453.  Section  five  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  five",  in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  lines,  and 
substituting  the  words  "and  acts  in  amendment  thereof",  and 
by  striking  out  the  words  "at  the  time  when  the  sentence  was 
imposed''  in  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  lines,  and  by  striking 
out  the  words  "upon  his  or  her  entering"  in  the  twenty-fifth 
line  and  substituting  the  words  "requiring  in  its  discretion  the 
defendant  to  enter", — so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  6, 
Before  the  trial,  with  the  consent  of  the  defendant,  or  at  the 
trial,  on  entry  of  a  plea  of  guilty,  or  after  conviction,  if  the 
defendant  is  placed  on  probation  or  if  his  sentence  is  suspended 
and  he  is  placed  on  probation  under  the  provisions  of  section 
one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
and  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  the  court  in  its  discretion, 
having  regard  to  the  circumstances  and  to  the  financial  ability 
or  earning  capacity  of  the  defendant,  shall  have  power  to  make

or  children,  or  to  the  city,  town,  corporation  or  society  support- 
ing the  wife  or  minor  child  or  children,  or  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
commonwealth  for  the  use  of  the  state  board  of  charity  when  the 
complaint  is  for  neglect  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the  minor 
child  or  minor  children  who  have  been  committed  to  the  custody 
of  said  board;  and  the  court  shall  also  have  power  to  release 
the  defendant  from  custody  on  probation  for  the  period  so 
fixed,  requiring  in  its  discretion  the  defendant  to  enter  into  a 
recognizance,  with  or  without  surety,  in  such  sum  as  the  court 
or  a  judge  thereof  in  vacation  may  order  and  approve.  The 
condition  of  the  recognizance  shall  be  that  if  the  defendant  shall 
make  his  or  her  personal  appearance  in  court,  whenever  ordered 
to  do  so,  and  shall  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  order  of  sup- 
port, or  of  any  subsequent  modification  thereof,  then  the  recogni- 
zance shall  be  void,  but  otherwise  it  shall  be  of  full  force  and 
effect.  Suit  may  be  brought  upon  said  recognizance  by  any 
person  authorized  by  the  court,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  suit 
shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  wife  or  of  the  minor  child 
or  children  as  the  court  shall  direct. 
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Section  454.     Section  six  of  said  chapter  four  hundred   and 
fifty-six,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
twenty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "at  the  time  'when 
the  sentence  was  imposed"  in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  lines,  — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  6,     If  the  court  be  satisfied 
by  information  and  due  proof  under  oath  that  at  any  time  durin^^ 
said  period  of  probation  the  defendant  has  violated  the  terms  of 
the  order,  it  may  forthwith  proceed  with  the  trial  of  the    de- 
fendant under  the  original  charge,  or  sentence  him  or  her  under 
the  original  conviction,  or  enforce  the  suspended  sentence,  as  the 
case  may  be.    In  case  the  defendant  is  admitted  to  bail  pending* 
the  trial  of  the  cause  and  the  bail  shall  be  forfeited,  the  money 
or  sum  recovered,  and  in  case  of  the  forfeiture  of  the  recogni- 
zance and  enforcement  thereof  by  execution  the  sum  recovered 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  paid  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  the  probation  officer,  who  shall  pay  over  the  same  to  the 
wife,   or  to  the  guardian  or  custodian  of  said  minor  child   or 
children,  or  to  the  city,  town,  corporation  or  society  supporting 
the  wife  or  minor  child,  or  to  the  treasurer  of  the  commonw^ealth 
for  the  use  of  the  state  board  of  charity  when  the  complaint  is 
for  neglect  to  provide  for  the  support  of  a  minor  child  or  of 
minor  children   who  have  been  committed   to  the  custody  of 
said  board. 

Section  455.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the 
general  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "not"  in  the  third  line 
the  words  "of  itself",  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  chapter 
the  words  ",  or  that  such  father  has  ceased  to  have  custody  of 
his  children  on  his  own  acquiescence  or  by  judicial  action", 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  In  any  criminal  prosecution  or 
proceeding  against  a  father  for  failure  to  support  his  minor 
children  brought  in  any  court  whatsoever,  it  shall  not  of  itself 
be  a  defence  that  a  divorce  has  been  decreed  between  the  de- 
fendant and  his  wife  and  that  the  custody  of  the  children  has 
been  granted  to  her,  or  that  such  father  has  ceased  to  have 
custody  of  his  children  on  his  own  acquiescence  or  by  judicial 
action.     [Chapter  257  effective  February  1,  1920.] 

THE  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  State  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  are: 
the  State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury;  the  State  Farm  at  Bridge- 
water;  the  Norfolk  State  Hospital;  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys 
at  Westborough;  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys  at  Shirley; 
the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls  at  Lancaster;   the  Massa- 
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chusetts  Hospital  School  at  Canton;  the  North  Reading 
State  Sanatorium;  the  Rutland  State  Sanatorium;  the  Lake- 
ville  State  Sanatorium;  and  the  Westfield  State  Sanatorium. 

The  supervisory  powers  of  the  Board  over  these  institutions 
extend  to  the  right  of  investigation  and  reconmiendation  as  to 
any  matters  relating  to  the  institutions,  but  the  administration 
of  each  is  vested  in  separate  Boards  of  Trustees. 

The  State  Infirmary  and  the  State  Farm  are  controlled  by 
one  Board  of  Trustees.  Its  membership  is  as  follows:  Leonard 
Huntress,  M.D.,  Lowell,  Chairman;  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Cogan, 
Stoneham;  Galen  L.  Stone,  Brookline;  Nellie  E.  Talbot, 
Brookline,  Secretary;  Francis  W.  Anthony,  M.D.,  Haverhill; 
Dennis  D.  Sullivan,  Middleborough;  Walter  F.  Dearborn, 
Cambridge. 

The  Norfolk  State  Hospital  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
inebriates  is  administered  by  the  following  Board  of  Trustees: 
Robert  A.  Woods,  Boston,  Chairman;  Albert  E.  Bradley, 
Boston;  Philip  R.  Allen,  Walpole;  Frank  L.  Locke,  Maiden, 
Secretary;  Edwin  Mulready,  Rockland;  Otho  L.  Schofield, 
M.D.,  Wellesley;  Lombard  Williams,  Dedham. 

The  Trustees  of  Massachusetts  Hospitals  for  Consiunptives 
administer  the  four  sanatoria,  but  have  no  powers  over  the 
tuberculosis  wards  of  the  State  Infirmary.  The  Board  is  con- 
stituted as  follows:  Arthur  K.  Stone,  M.D.,  Boston,  Chairman; 
William  C.  Godfrey,  Springfield;  Charles  J.  Downey,  M.D., 
Springfield;  Sylvia  B.  Knowlton,  Newton;  Daniel  L,  Prender- 
gast,  Brookline;  Simon  Swig,  Taunton;  George  A.  Dunn, 
Gardner;  John  B.  Hawes,  2d,  M.D.,  Secretary,  State  House, 
Boston. 

The  three  training  or  industrial  schools  fall  under  the  control 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Training  Schools.  The 
Board  is  as  follows:  Carl  Dreyfus,  Boston,  Chairman;  James  J.

In  addition  to  the  eleven  State  institutions  which  the  Bo&rd 
supervises  is  Penikese  Hospital,  the  Massachusetts  hospital 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  afflicted  with  leprosy. 
This  institution  is  administered  directly  by  the  State  Board  of 
Charity.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity  and  comparison  all 
twelve  institutions  are  grouped  together  in  this  report. 

Numbers. 

The  total  number  of  cases  under  care  in  these  State  dharitable 
institutions  during  the  year  was  16,351,  a  number  less  by 
3,790  than  the  corresponding  total  for  1917.  Of  the  total 
number,  12,110  were  males  and  4,241  were  females.  Nine 
thousand  nine  himdred  fifty-seven  were  imder  care  for  hospital 
treatment;  2,697  were  juvenile  delinquents;  2,681  were  adult 
offenders,  mostly  chronic  drimkards;  and  1,016  were  indigent 
persons,  having  no  legal  settlement  and  not  included  in  the 
Above  classifications.  Of  the  hospital  cases,  3,277  were  suffer- 
ing from  pulmonary  tuberculosis;  1,726  were  insane,  including 
915  at  the  State  Farm  who  were  criminally  insane.  For 
movement  of  population  see  Table  II,  following. 

Capacity. 

The  depletion  of  institution  population  through  the  abnormal 
war  demand  for  laborers  has  been  the  marked  featiure  of  institu- 
tion census  this  year.  In  1917  the  average  daily  population  of 
the  State  Infirmary,  where  partially  or  totally  disabled  de- 
pendents are  cared  for,  fell  79  below  normal.  In  1918  it 
dropped  247.  The  Farm,  a  custodial  farm  colony  for  drunkards 
And  vagrants,  fell  off  707  in  1917,  and  in  1918  lost  1,370. 
Norfolk  State  Hospital,  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  inebriates 
less  confirmed  than  those  at  the  Farm,  dropped  231  below 
in  1917,  and  309  in  1918.  These  three  institutions  make  up 
the  group  among  the  charitable  institutions  that  would  natu- 
rally profit  by  more  favorable  industrial  conditions  outside. 
The  unsteady  worker  or  the  person  who  is  partially  incapaci- 
tated fails  of  self-support  to  a  less  degree  in  such  abnormal 
times. 
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The  hospitals  held  an  even  course,  while  the  training  schools 
for  juvenile  delinquents  have  shown  greater  overcrowding  than 
at  any  previous  time.  Lyman  School,  with  a  normal  capacity 
of  413  beds,  has  housed  a  daily  average  population  of  500  boys 
throughout  the  year.  The  average  daily  census  at  the  In* 
dustrial  School  for  Boys  exceeded  the  normal  by  12;  and  the 
Industrial  School  for  Girls  overran  its  normal  by  42.  Nor  do 
these  figures  reveal  the  full  extent  of  the  pressure  of  these 
schools  to  house  the  greatly  increased  nmnber  of  juvenile 
delinquents.  Lyman  School  at  one  time  dining  the  year  had 
535  boys  in  residence.  The  largest  daily  census  at  the  In- 
dustrial School  for  Boys  was  268.  At  the  Industrial  School 
for  Girls  it  was  365.  The  smallest  number  present  at  Lyman 
at  any  one  time  in  the  year  was  still  51  above  the  normal 
capacity.  At  Shirley  it  equaled  but  never  fell  below  normaU 
while  at  Lancaster  it  never  fell  below  an  excess  of  28. 

The  accompanying' table  shows  the  fluctuations  of  average 
daily  attendance  above  and  below  normal  capacity  for  each 
institution,  together  with  the  largest  and  smallest  daily  totals 
set  oiit  for  comparison.

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Cost  of  Maintenance. 

The  combined  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
State  charitable  institutions  in  1918  were  $2,621,772.45.^  The 
total  expenditm^es  on  the  same  account  were  $2,510,102.26. 
Of  the  sum  expended,  $790,784.01  was  for  salaries,  wages  and 
labor;  all  other  expenses,  $1,719,318.25.  For  the  coming  year 
the  respective  Boards  of  Trustees  submit  estimates  for  main- 
tenance appropriations,  as  shown  in  Table  I.  To  the  tabulation 
is  added  for  better  comparison  the  Board's  own  estimate  for 
Penikese  Hospital.  Estimates  for  special  purposes  will  be 
considered  later  in  this  report  under  each  of  the  institutions 
separately. 

Comparative  '  View  of  Movement  of  Population  and  of 

Expenditures. 

The  movement  of  population  in  the  twelve  institutions  is 
shown  in  brief  but  comparative  form  in  Table  II.  Inmates 
are  classified  by  sex,  while  the  daily  average  attendance  appears 
in  a  column  adjoining  the  average  number  of  officers  and 
employees.  The  average  number  of  persons  employed,  shown 
in  this  table,  is  obtained  from  an  exact  analysis  of  the  pay 
rolls,  reducing  all  employment  to  a  basis  of  days.  Table  III. 
affords  a  comparative  view  of  expenditures  at  all  the  institu- 
tions, classified  as  "current"  and  "extraordinary."  Tables 
II.  and  III.  are  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  statistical  form 
adopted  by  the  National  Conference  of  Social  Work,  May  15, 
1906.

Total  valuation  of  plant,  real  and  personal,  $1,922,188.13. 
Normal  capacity  of  plant,  2,351.  Value  per  unit  of  capacity, 
$817.60.  Provides  almshouse  and  hospital  care  for  indigent 
persons  not  chargeable  for  support  to  any  city  or  town.  During 
the  year  5,598  persons  have  been  under  care,  605  less  than  in 
1917,  and  770  less  than  in  1916.  The  largest  daily  census 
was  2,478,  the  smallest,  1,857,  the  daily  average  being  2,104. 
For  the  preceding  year  the  corresponding  figures  were  2,629 
and  1,857,  with  a  daily  average  of  2,272. 

Five  thousand  three. hundred  forty-one  cases,  of  which  3,632 
were  males  and  1,709  females,  were  treated  in  the  general 
hospital  wards,  —  4,190  medical  and  1,151  surgical.  In  this 
niunber  were  821  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  14  of 
diphtheria,  21  of  typhoid  fever,  9  of  whooping  cough,  42^of 
chicken  pox,  78  of  measles,  6  of  scarlet  fever,  11  of  erysipelas, 
1  of  glanders,  1  of  infantile  paralysis,  1  of  cerebrospinal  menin- 
gitis, 2  of  smallpox  and  317  of  influenza.  Of  the  662  deaths, 
602  in  general  hospital  department  and  60  in  department  for

the  insane,  228  were  from  tuberculosis.  Of  the  821  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  constunptive  ward,  692  cases 
were  males,  129  females.  Classification  on  admission  was  as 
follows:  incipient  cases,  28;  moderately  advanced,  97;  far 
advanced,  264.  The  conditions  of  patients  on  discharge  were 
as  follows:  5,  disease  arrested;  4,  apparently  arrested;  2,  ap- 
parently cured;  10,  quiescent;  239,  relieved;  228,  died;  129, 
not  relieved. 

One  hundred  thirty-seven  siu*gical  operations  were  performed. 

Of  the  147  births  at  this  institution  diu-ing  the  year,  73  were 
males  and  74  were  females.  Of  this  number  there  were  140 
living  births,  namely,  69  males  and  71  females.  Among  the 
mothers  of  these  children  91  were  born  in  the  United  States, 
8  in  Ireland,  5  in  England,  18  in  British  Provinces,  25  in  other 
countries.  For  an  accoimt  of  this  Board's  work  with  mother 
and  baby  cases  at  this  institution,  see  page  119. 

The  serious  crowding  of  recent  years  was  relieved  in  1918 
by  the  remarkably  small  census  resulting  from  the  great 
industrial  demands  for  labor.  Problems  of  segregation  of 
communicable  diseases,  of  classification  of  age  group,  and  of 
separate  care  for  mental  defectives  were  less  acute  than 
formerly. 

This  encouraging  condition  was  greatly  offset,  however,  by 
the  alarming  shortage  of  help.  Of  a  regular  medical  staff  of 
16,  10  went  to  Federal  service.  The  training  school  for  nurses 
was  much  smaller  than  in  normal  times,  with  the  result  that 
the  nursing  staff  was  no  better  able  to  cover  its  field  than 
were  the  doctors.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  though  there 
were  414  fewer  patients  admitted  to  the  Infirmary  last  year 
than  in  1917,  the  daily  average  attendance  was  only  168  less. 
The  discrepancy  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  though  abnormal 
industrial  conditions  reduce  the  population  of  almshouses,  the 
persons  who  are  thus  saved  from  entering  are  the  best  cases 
physically,  —  those  most  able  to  work  toward  their  self-support. 
Conversely,  those  who  find  themselves  in  the  Infirmary  in  such 
times  are  more  nearly  than  ever  the  chronic,  helpless,  terminal 
cases.  As  these  more  difficult  cases  stand  in  greater  need  of 
medical  and  nursing  care,  they  constitute  an  infirmary  problem 
out  of  proportion  to  their  niunbers. 
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The  unsettled  labor  problem  has  been  met  in  part  by  the 
establishment  of  a  small  prison  camp  for  16  prisoners,  who 
have  been  of  great  assistance  on  the  farm.  But  even  with  this 
help  the  activities  of  the  institution  have  been  confined  almost 
wholly  to  maintenance  and  necessary  repairs.  Few  improve- 
ments have  been  undertaken,  and  some  repair  work,  though 
advisable,  has  had  to  go  over  for  lack  of  help  to  execute  it. 
No  progress  has  been  made  toward  an  elimination  of  the  large 
niunbers  of  mentally  defective  children  now  housed  at  the 
Infirmary.  These  children  do  not  belong  here.  They  are  out 
of  place  in  an  almshouse  infirmary.  They  need  wholesome 
outdoor  life  similar  to  that  accorded  the  more  fortunate 
members  of  their  class  at  Waverley  and  at  the  Wrentham 
School.  The  State  Board  of  Charity  has  sought  for  several 
years  a  special  hospital  for  the  care  of  State  wards  who  fall 
sick,  thus  relieving  the  State  Infirmary  and  protecting  the 
children  from  the  inordinately  long  periods  of  residence  there 
because  of  exposiu*e  to  diseases  due  to  lack  of  facilities  for 
isolation,  but  no  grant  has  thus  far  been  made  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 

With  an  appropriation  of  $690,265.07,  a  total  of  $675,242.20 
was  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution.  Of  the 
amount  expended,  $179,149.55  was  for  salaries,  wages  and 
labor;  all  other  expenses,  $496,092.65.  Weekly  per  capita 
cost  of  maintenance,  computed  on  expenses  less  sales  and 
refunds  from  maintenance,  $6,105.  Total  receipts  from  all 
soiu^ces  other  than  the  State  treasury,  $43,406.91.  Net  cost  of 
maintenance  to  the  Commonwealth,  $631,835.29.  Ratio  of 
daily  average  number  of  persons  employed  to  daily  average 
niunber  of  inmates,  1  to  6.5.  For  detailed  analysis  of  receipts 
and  expenditiu'es,  see  pages  60-80.  The  trustees  estimate  that 
$861,804  will  be  necessary  for  maintenance  in  1919.  (See 
table,  pages  23,24.)

Provides  custodial  care  for  persons  of  both  sexes  committed 
by  the  courts  for  drunkenness  or  vagrancy;  almshouse  care  for 
indigent  persons  not  chargeable  to  any  city  or  town;  and 
hospital  care  for  insane  male  convicts.  Persons  committed  for 
drunkenness  are  in  almost  all  cases  chronic  drunkards. 

During  the  year  4,355  cases  have  been  cared  for,  —  2,808 
less  than  last  year,  and  3,868  less  than  in  1916.  Largest  daily 
census,  2,313;  smallest,  1,587;  daily  average,  1,843.  Of  the 
whole  number  under  care,  2,681  were  prisoners,  759  were 
paupers  and  915  were  insane  convicts.  The  total  number  of 
admissions  and  commitments  was  2,037,  of  which  1,675  were 
commitments;  1,355  of  these  commitments,  or  80.9  per  cent, 
were  for  drunkenness.  Of  these  1,675  prisoners  committed, 
468,  or  28  per  cent>  were  returned  for  violation  of  parole; 
1,221,  or  72.9  per  cent,  of  all  these  new  commitments  had 
served  time  at  the  State  Farm  before.  Of  all  commitments, 
30.3  per  cent  were  made  from  Boston.  A  comparative  classifi-

The  total  number  of  cases  leaving  the  institution  during  the 
year,  whether  by  death,  discharge  or  release  on  parole,  was 
2,692.    The  deaths  numbered  214. 

There  is  a  marked  decrease  in  the  figures  for  1918  as  com- 
pared with  previous  years.  The  total  number  of  persons  under 
care  during  the  year  in  this  institution  is  2,808  less  than  the 
number  cared  for  in  1917,  and  the  niunber  of  commitments 
for  drunkenness  decreased  2,033.  The  whole  prison  department 
shows  a  decrease  for  the  year  of  2,145,  and  the  niunber  of  de- 
pendents admitted  to  the  almshouse  department  has  decreased 
356. 

Conmiitments  for  vagrancy  and  tramping  have  dropped  from 
296  in  1916  to  271  in  1917  and  196  last  year,  a  decline  of  58 
per  cent  since  the  industrial  speeding  up  of  the  war  began  to 
be  felt. 

The  greatest  asset  of  a  farm  colony  is  its  man  power..  The 
State  Farm  is  a  vast  moniunent  to  the  industry  of  thousands 
of  men  who  are  able-bodied,  when  not  drinking,  and  who 
under  custodial  discipline  are  able  to  contribute  the  greater 
part  if  not  the  whole  of  the  expense  for  their  support.  In  past 
years  the  Farm  has  by  the  labor  of  its  prisoners  maintained 
an  extensive  department  for  the  criminal  insane  and  an  alms- 
house containing  no  able-bodied  persons,  and  this  at  a  per 
capita  cost  of  not  more  than  half  the  figure  for  those  institu- 
tions not  possessed  of  such  labor.  But  in  1917  to  a  large 
degree,  and  in  1918  with  doubled  force,  has  come  a  depletion 
of  the  farm  population.  Under  the  impelling  force  of  war 
industries  the  body  of  rough  labor  usually  held  at  the  Farm 
has  been  divided  virtually  into  four  parts,  three  of  which  have 
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gone  out  into  the  shipyards  and  factories  to  be  watched  over 
and  persuaded  and  kept  straight  in  a  manner  unknown  to  the 
conditions  of  employment  in  normal  times. 

The  one-fourth  that  remained  has  been  able  to  handle  only 
the  most  necessary  of  the  institution  processes.  While,  there- 
fore, it  has  been  good  fortune  for  the  public  that  so  few  have 
had  to  be  taken  in  custody,  it  has  meant  a  difficult  problem 
for  the  institution  to  adjust  so  large  a  plant  to  such  an  un- 
usually small  fraction  of  its  capacity  and  to  so  meager  a 
supply  of  labor.

Provides  care  and  treatment  for  inebriates  and  users  of  drugs 
in  cases  not  deemed  inciu'able;  also  detention  colony  for  non- 
criminal chronics. 

This  institution  was  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients 
June  1,  1914,  at  which  time  all  the  inebriate  patients  at  the 
Foxborough  State  Hospital  were  transferred  to  the  Norfolk 
State  Hospital. 

Dinging  the  year  885  cases  have  been  cared  for.  Of  the  whole 
number,  95  were  in  residence  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  remaining  790  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  while 
854  were  discharged,  leaving  31  at  the  close  of  the  year.  There 
were  7  deaths.  The  total  niunber  of  admissions  include  790 
who  were  returned  from  visits  or  leave  of  absence,  and  854 
nominally  for  discharge,  the  actual  admissions  being  790. 

The  dally  average  niunber  of  inmates  was  90.6;  largest 
daily  census,  138;  smallest,  18. 

The  total  niunber  of  cases  under  treatment  shows  a  decrease 
of  676  from  the  total  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  depletion  of  numbers  at  the  State  Farm  was  due  to 
industry's  demand  for  labor,  even  semi  able-bodied  labor. 
Obviously,  the  better  the  condition  of  the  patient,  the  younger 
he  is  in  his  career  of  self-poisoning,  the  more  likely  he  is  to  be 
drawn  from  the  institution  and  placed  at  work.  Norfolk 
State  Hospital  houses  just  such  a  pre-chronic  group.  As  may 
be  expected,  therefore,  its  beds  were  practically  emptied  by  the 
labor  demands  of  1918.  By  September  there  were  but  48 
patients  in  the  entire  institution. 

At  this  juncture  the  United  States  military  authorities  began 
to  receive  rettu-ned  soldiers  with  nervous  and  mental  break- 
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down.  There  arose  an  acute  need  for  hospital  facilities  some- 
where in  New  England  for  the  reception  and  care  of  these 
cases.  As  the  hospital  at  Norfolk  was  equipped  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  just  such  cases,  the  result  was  a  transfer  of  the 
State  plant  to  Federal  use,  imder  a  form  of  lease  operative 
October  1,  1918,  to  continue  during  the  period  of  the  war  and 
a  reasonable  period  beyond,  but  terminable  upon  proper 
notice  from  either  party. 

A  factor  which  may  be  expected  to  affect  the  development 
of  the  Norfolk  institution  upon  its  return  to  State  use  is  the 
likelihood  of  a  great  reduction  in  alcoholic  inebriety,  due  to 
universal  prohibition.  As  the  primary  purpose  is  the  treat- 
ment of  neurosis  in  the  earlier  stages,  it  is,  however,  not  to  be 
hoped  that  scarcity  of  alcohol  will  eliminate  the  inebriate  and 
the  drug  addict.  This  group  will  continue  as  a  physical  mani- 
festation of  mental  and  nervous  abnormality,  and  must  be 
cared  for  in  such  fashion  as  will  protect  the  public  from  their 
depredation  and  salvage'  out  of  them  all  that  can  be  saved 
and  made  self-supporting.  Thus  the  primary  need  of  this 
hospital  will  be  certain  to  remain. 

Out  of  an  appropriation  of  $133,209.60,  a  total  of  $114,- 
089.25  was  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution. 
Of  the  amoimt  expended  $48,791.18  was  for  salaries,  wages 
and  labor;  all  other  expenses,  $65,298.07.  Weekly  per  capita 
cost  of  maintenance,  computed  on  expenses  less  sales  and 
refimds  from  maintenance,  $23,469. 

Total  receipts  from  all  sources  other  than  the  State  treasiuy, 
$4,043.58.  Net  cost  of  maintenance  to  the  Conmionwealth, 
$110,045.67.  Ratio  of  daily  average  nimiber  of  persons  em- 
ployed to  daily  average  niunber  of  inmates,  1  to  1.2.  The 
trustees  estimate  that  $62,150  will  be  necessary  for  maintenance 
in  1919.  (See  table,  pages  23,24.)  For  detailed  analysis  of 
receipts  and  expenditures,  see  pages  60-:80. 

The  trustees  request  no  special  appropriations  for  the 
coming  year. 

THE  STATE  TRA.INING  SCHOOLS. 

The  Lyman  School  for  Boys  at  Westborough,  the  Industrial 
School  for  Boys  at  Shirley,  and  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls 
at  Lancaster  are  the  three  industrial  schools  provided  by  the 
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State  for  juvenile  delinquents.  They  are  administered  by  a 
single  Board  of  Trustees  known  a3  the  Trustees  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Training  Schools,  with  offices  at  the  State  House, 
Boston. 

Boys  under  fifteen  years  of  age  may  be  conmiitted  to  the 
Lyman  School,  and  under  eighteen  years  of  age  to  the  school 
at  Shirley.  Girls  under  seventeen  go  to  the  institution  at 
Lancaster.  All  persons  conunitted  remain  under  the  control 
of  the  trustees  during  minority.  For  greater  eflSciency  in 
administration,  the  Lyman  School  cares  for  boys  under  fifteen, 
while  those  over  that  age  go  to  Shirley. 

The  total  number  of  persons  under  care  in  these  three  in- 
stitutions dm*ing  the  year  was  2,697.  Of  these,  1,495  were 
boys  under  fifteen,  all  at  Lyman  School,  649  were  boys  fifteen 
and  over,  at  Shirley,  and  553  were  girls  under  seventeen, 
cared  for  at  Lancaster. 

In  the  three  schools  there  were,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
1,066  inmates,  namely,  738  boys  and  328  girls.  One  thousand 
six  hundred  thirty-one  were  received  during  the  year,  and 
1,553  went  out  either  by  discharge  or  upon  parole,  viz.,  1,355 
boys  and  198  girls,  leaving  1,144  on  November  30,  1918. 

The  combined  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
three  schools  totaled  $419,136.48.  On  this  account,  $417,592.88 
was  expended.  Subtracting  all  receipts  from  soiu^ces  other 
than  the  State  treasury,  the  net  cost  of  maintenance  to  the 
Commonwealth  was  $416,584.71.  Details  of  administration 
and  cost  are  considered  under  each  school  separately,  as 
follows:  — 

Lyman  School  for  Boys,  Westborough.

Provides  custodial  care  and  industrial  training  for  delinquent 
boys  under  fifteen  years  of  age.    Cottage  plan. 

During  the  year  1,495  cases  have  been  under  care,  represent- 
ing 919  separate  individuals.  This  total  number  of  cases  is 
163  more  than  in  1917,  and  374  more  than  in  1916.  The 
number  in  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  494; 
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admissioiis  numbered  1,001;  discharges,  962;  remainder  at 
the  dose  of  the  year,  533.  The  daily  average  number  of  in- 
mates was  500.7,  —  33.02  more  than  in  1917.  At  one  time 
dming  the  year  there  were  535  boys  in  residence. 

The  list  of  causes  of  admission  in  the  1,001  cases  received 
during  the  year  was  as  follows:  assault,  8;  breaking  and 
entering,  101 ;  carrying  firearms,  malicious  injury  to  real  estate, 
2;  cruelty  to  horse,  1;  delinquent  child,  65;  larceny,  173; 
forgery,  2;  returned  or  transferred  from  other  institutions,  not 
penal,  26;  returned  from  funerals,  6;  retiu^ned  from  visits  to 
sick  relatives,  5;  returned  on  account  of  illness,  2;  retiu*ned 
from  place  of  parole  or  board,  361;  running  away,  3;  trans- 
ferred by  the  State  Board  of  Charity,  25;  stubbornness,  32; 
setting  fires,  2;  trespassing,  2;  violating  regulations,  Middlesex 
County  Training  School,  3;  runaways  recaptured,  182.  Foiu* 
hundred  nineteen  of  the  foregoing  cases  were  committed  by  the 
courts.  Of  this  number,  330  had  been  arrested  before  and  80 
had  been  inmates  of  other  institutions.  Twelve  per  cent  were 
of  American  parentage,  58  per  cent  were  of  foreign  parentage, 
and  8  per  cent  were  unknown.  Fifty-three  of  these  boys  were 
foreign  bom,  while  363  were  bom  in  the  United  States. 

Overcrowding  like  that  now  existing  at  this  school  is  bound 
to  have  its  effect,  not  merely  in  higher  risk  and  lower  efficiency 
in  the  operation  of  the  institution  itself,  but  in  the  results 
accomplished  with  the  boys  on  parole.  This  year  the  average 
period  of  stay  at  Lyman  was  reduced  from  fourteen  months, 
which  it  had  been  in  former  years,  to  twelve  months.  This  in 
the  main  has  meant  greener  and  more  rapid  placements,  with 
a  corresponding  jimip  in  the  number  who  do  not  make  good. 
Last  year,  of  891  cases  received  into  the  school,  279  were 
returned  from  place  or  parole.  This  year,  out  of  1,001  cases 
received,  361  were  returned  from  place  or  parole.  The  31 
per  cent  of  1917  became  37  per  cent  in  1918. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  among  juvenile  training  school 
authorities  sets  a  capacity  of  500  beds  as  the  right  maximum 
of  effectiveness  in  the  development  of  such  an  institution  as 
the  Lyman  School.  An  average  daily  population  of  500  has 
now  been  reached,  though  some  fiuther  construction  is  neces- 
sary to  provide  permanent  housing  for  that  many  inmates. 
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This  Board,  in  making  a  special  report  to  the  Legislature  of 
last  year  upon  the  care  and  treatment  of  juvenile  delinquents, 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Lyman  School  has  reached  its 
maximiun  size  for  most  effective  service,  and  pointed  out  the 
need  of  further  expansion  in  a  new  plant.  This  situation  is 
emphasized  again  in  this  report.  Lyman  School  should  not  be 
allowed  to  become  an  unwieldly  congregate  establishment  for 
boys.  If  it  is  to  be  kept  as  an  effective  central  step  between 
probation  on  the  one  hand  and  parole  on  the  other,  its  maxi- 
mum capacity  should  be  kept  down  to  500  beds. 

With  an  appropriation  of  $182,240,  a  total  of  $182,225.53 
was  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution.  Of  the 
amount  expended,  $57,790.54  was  for  salaries,  wages  and 
labor;  all  other  expenses,  $124,434.99.  Weekly  per  capita 
cost  of  maintenance,  computed  on  expenses  less  sales  and 
refunds  from  maintenance,  $6,964.  Total  receipts  from  all 
sources  other  than  the  State  treasury,  $495.86.  Net  cost  of 
maintenance  to  the  Commonwealth,  $181,729.67.  Ratio  of 
daily  average  niunber  of  persons  employed  to  daily  average 
number  of  inmates,  1  to  4.3.  The  trustees  estimate  that 
$220,527  will  be  necessary  for  maintenance  in  1919.  (See 
table,  pages  23,24.)  For  detailed  analysis  of  receipts  and 
expenditures,  see  pages  60-80. 

The  total  expended  out  of  appropriations  for  special  purposes 
was  $8,703.64. 

Industrial  School  for  Boys,  Shirley. 

George  P.  Campbell,  Superintendent, 

Total  valuation  of  plant,  real  and  personal,  $420,574.42. 
Normal  capacity  of  plant,  240.  Value  per  unit  of  capacity, 
$1,752.40. 

Provides  custodial  care  and  industrial  training  for  boys  over 
fifteen  and  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Only  boys  under 
eighteen  may  be  admitted. 

During  the  year  649  cases  have  been  cared  for,  representing 
585  separate  individuals.  This  total  number  of  eases  is  92 
more  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  number  in  the  school  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  was  244.  Admissions  numbered  405; 
discharges,  393;   remainder  at  the  close  of  the  year,  256.    The 
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largest  daily  census  was  268;  the  smallest,  240;  daily  average, 
252.3. 

The  list  of  causes  of  admission  in  the  405  cases  received 
during  the  year  was  as  follows:  assault,  3;  assault  and  battery, 
5;  assault  with  intent  to  rob,  3;  breaking  and  entering,  13; 
breaking  and  entering  and  larceny,  57;  carrying  weapon,  2; 
delinquent  child,  17;  disturbing  the  peace,  2;  fornication  and 
similar  offences,  3;  idle  and  disorderly,  3;  larceny,  113; 
larceny  of  auto,  7;  returned  after  leave  of  absence,  11;  robbery, 
5;  running  away,  9;  stubborn  child,  41;  returned  from  parole, 
86;  returned  from  institutions,  not  penal,  5;  unlawful  appro- 
priation, 5;  vagrancy,  8;  breaking  glass,  defacing  building, 
malicious  injury  to  personal  property,  train  riding,  forgery, 
endangering  safety  of  persons  riding  upon  trains,  stealing,  7. 

Two  hundred  eighty-nine  of  the  foregoing  cases  were  com- 
mitted by  the  courts  and  14  were  transferred  from  Lyman 
School.  Of  the  boys  thus  committed  123  had  been  arrested 
before,  and  48  had  been  inmates  of  other  institutions.    Forty- 
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nine,  or  16.1  per  cent,  were  foreign  born;  253,  or  83.5  per  cent, 
were  born  in  the  United  States,  and  1  unknown.  The  average 
population  of  252.3  ex«eeds  the  average  of  the  preceding  year 
by  5.9. 

This  school  provides  a  constant  supply  of  vigorous  labor  of 
varj'ing  competence.  The  tract  of  900  acres  contains  a  large 
area  of  good  farming  land,  on  which  an  abundance  of  outdoor 
exercise  is  secured.  This  year  the  farm  supplied  61  per  cent  of 
all  the  food  consumed. 

The  most  noteworthy  fact  in  the  movement  of  population 
this  year  has  been  the  increased  number  of  returns  from  parole. 
This  has  been  a  year  of  abnormal  industry  and  much  shifting 
in  employment;  but  it  has  also  been  "a  period  of  excessive  de- 
mand for  labor,  and  it  would  be  supposed,  therefore,  that  a  boy 
on  parole  from  the  school  could  hold  a  job  now  if  ever.  It  is 
probable  that  the  unrest  of  war  has  set  in  hard  upon  the 
plastic  mentality  of  these  young  men,  and  has  emphasized  in 
them  those  same  tendencies  which  brought  them  into  the  hands 
of  the  law  in  the  first  place.  A  suspicious  circumstance  pointing 
in  this  same  diitection  is  the  jump  of  12  per  cent  in  the  number 
of  commitments. 
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Out  of  an  appropriation  of  $109,434.23,  a  total  of  $107,915.66 
was  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution.  Of  the 
amount  expended,  $39,236.82  was  for  salaries,  wages  and  labor; 
all  other  expenses,  $68,678.84.  Weekly  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance, computed  on  expenses  less  sales  and  refunds  from 
maintenance,  $8,182.  Total  receipts  from  all  sources  other  than 
the  State  treasury,  $374.58.  Net  cost  of  maintenance  to  the 
Commonwealth,  $107,541.08.  Ratio  of  daily  average  number  of 
persons  employed  to  daily  average  number  of  inmates,  1  to  4.3. 
The  trustees  estimate  that  $127,372  will  be  necessary  for  main- 
tenance in  1919.  (See  table,  pages  23,24.)  For  detailed  analysis 
of  receipts  and  expenditures,  see  pages  60-80.

Founded  in  1854  as  a  private  institution.  Taken  over  by  the 
State  in  1856. 

Provides  custodial  care  and  industrial  training  for  delinquent 
girls  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

During  the  year  553  girls  have  been  under  care.  This  total  is 
11  less  than  in  1917,  and  34  more  than  in  1916.  The  number  in 
the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  328;  admissions 
during  the  year,  227;  discharged,  including  all  persons  going 
out  of  the  school,  200;  remaining  November  30,  1918,  355. 
The  largest  daily  census  was  365;  smallest,  327;  daily  average, 
341.37.

Recalled  to  the  school,  58,  —  for  a  visit  to  the  school,  13;  on 
account  of  illness,  5;  from  hospital,  9;  from  observation  in 
hospital  for  the  insane,  1 ;  from  witnessing  at  court,  1 ;  because 
unsatisfactory  in  place,  2;  for  further  training,  2;  for  larceny, 
3;  for  running  away  from  the  school,  2;  for  running  from 
place,  1;  for  being  immoral  while  a  runaway,  16;  for  immoral 
conduct,  2;  because  in  danger  of  immoral  conduct,  1. 

Of  the  200  girls  discharged  or  released  during  the  year  28 
were  released  on  parole  to  parents  or  relatives;  on  parole  to 
other  families  for  wages,  118;  on  parole  to  other  families  to 
attend  school,  earning  wages,  2;  on  parole  to  other  families  to 
attend  school,  earning  board,  2;  on  parole  to  parents  to  attend 
school,  2;  from  a  visit  to  the  school,  13;  ran  away  from 
Industrial  School,  2;  transferred  to  hospitals,  22;  to  hospital 
for  insane  for  observation,  2;  transferred  to  Reformatory  for 
Women,  4;  to  witness  at  court,  1;  to  private  institution  (Wel- 
come House),  1;  on  becoming  of  age,  1;  discharged  as  unfit 
subject,  1;  died,  1. 

A  very  high  percentage  of  women  and  girls  who  are  brought 
into  court  for  bad  conduct  or  sex  offences  are  mentally  defective. 
Among  those  who  persistently  fail  on  probation  and  who  come 
finally  to  require  custodial  care  the  percentage  is  still  higher, 
for  it  is  the  mental  defective  who  shows  that  dead  level  of  anti- 
social conduct  which  is  not  capable  of  elevation.  As  might  be 
expected,  therefore,  the  Industrial  School  is  constantly  receiving 
girls  whose  mental  level  makes  them  unpromising  material  for 
industrial  training.  They  belong  in  an  institution  for  defective 
delinquents.    Remaining  where  they  are  they  constitute  a  drag 
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anchor  on  progress.  They  are  in  many  cases  not  amenable  to 
discipline.  They  show  no  appreciation  of  personal  help  or 
attention;  are  incapable  of  learning  even  the  simple  processes  of 
housekeeping;  and,  because  they  are  sure  to  do  poorly  on 
parole,  tend  in  greater  and  greater  measure  to  fill  up  the  school 
with  a  residuum  of  the  unreformable  moron.  Segregation  of 
this  class  of  defectives  must  be  brought  about  if  the  Industrial 
School  is  to  be  allowed  to  carry  out  its  proper  functions  to  the 
point  of  success. 

With  an  appropriation  of  $127,462.25,  a  total  of  $127,451.69 
was  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution.  Of  the 
amount  expended,  $42,009.90  lyas  for  salaries,  wages  and  labor; 
all  other  expenses,  $85,441.79.  Weekly  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance, computed  on  expenses  less  sales  and  refunds  from 
maintenance,  $7,153.  Total  receipts  from  all  sources  other  than 
the  State  treasury,  $137.73.  Net  cost  of  maintenance  to  the 
Commonwealth,  $127,313.96.  Ratio  of  daily  average  number  of 
persons  employed  to  daily  average  number  of  inmates,  1  to  5. 
The  trustees  estimate  that  $141,737  will  be  necessary  for  main- 
tenance in  1919.  (See  table,  pages  23, 24.)  For  detailed  analysis 
of  receipts  and  expenditures,  see  pages  60-80. 

The  trustees  ask  this  year  for  a  special  appropriation  to  cover 
one  minor  improvement,  as  follows:  —

Massachusetts  Hospital  School. 
John  E.  Fish,  M.D.,  Superintendent, 

Opened  December  1,  1907.  Total  valuation  of  plant,  real 
and  personal,  $406,954.59.  Normal  capacity  of  plant,  302. 
Value  per  unit  of  capacity,  $1,347.53. 

Provides  care  and  schooling  for  crippled  and  deformed  chil- 
dren. Crippled  and  deformed  children  of  the  Commonwealth 
between  ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  and  mentally  competent  to 
attend  the  public  schools,  are  eligible  for  admission. 

There  were  347  cases  under  care  during  the  year.  This  total 
is  10  less  than  in  1917,  and  15  more  than  in  1916. 

On  December  1,  1917,  there  were  282  children,  namely,  164 
boys  and  118  girls,  in  the  school.    Sixty-five  were  admitted  and 
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88  discharged  during  the  year.  The  maximum  number  at  any 
one  time  was  291^  the  minimum,  216,  and  the  daily  average, 
267.01,  —  a  decrease  of  6.97  below  the  preceding  year.  Two 
hundred  fifty-nine  remained  in  residence  at  the  close  of  the 
vear. 

Influenza  became  epidemic  among  the  inmates  of  this  institu- 
tion during  the  first  week  in  October.  As  might  be  expected, 
the  invasion  of  this  disease  was  all  the  more  rapid  and  alarming 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  entire  group  contains  not  a  single 
child  with  the  normal,  or  anything  like  the  normal,  strength 
and  vigor  of  childhood.  Two  hundred  fifty-nine  cases,  repre- 
senting more  than  three-fourths  of  all  the  persons,  inmates  and 
employees  resident  at  the  school,  came  down  with  it.  Yet,  in 
spite  of  the  handicaps  of  a  greatly  depleted  staff  and  a  group  of 
subjects  already  frail  and  disease  ridden,  the  loss  was  confined 
to  10  children  and  1  nurse.  The  death  rate  was  thus  only 
slightly  in  excess  of  4  per  cent  among  the  children.  This  show- 
ing is  due  to  the  unremitting  efforts  of  the  superintendent  and 
staff  and  to  the  equipment,  of  the  superintendent's  own  inven- 
tion, by  which  warm  fresh  air  was  maintained  in  the  buildings 
at  all  times.  The  experience  of  this  epidemic  is  a  striking 
justification  of  the  special  monitor  cottage  developed  and  used 
at  this  school. 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  is  an  unusual  example  of 
preventive  social  service.  The  physical  handicap  that  would 
otherwise  enforce  public  dependence  is  combated,  and  th^  child 
made  as  much  of  physically  as  science  and  expert  care  can 
accompli&h.  Intensive  study  of  the  individual  and  his  special 
needs  is  made  to  coincide  with  intensive  vocational  training  in 
an  effort  to  fit  the  subject  for  self-support.  The  result  is  hardly 
to  be  duplicated  in  institution  annals. 

Among  the  discharges  during  the  year  were  21  children,  all 
of  them  so  badly  crippled  that  few  would  ever  think  of  them  as 
able  even  to  help  themselves,  say  nothing  of  providing  their  own 
livelihood,  but  all  of  whom  have  nevertheless  gone  out  into  the 
community  to  support  themselves.  A  boy  who  could  neither 
stand  nor  sit  erect  without  support  becomes  a  printer  at  a  fair 
wage.  Another  who  walks  only  upon  his  hands  becomes  a 
competent  and  self-supporting  tailor.    The  list  of  occupations 
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includes:  store  assistant,  office  assistant,  bench  hand,  janitor, 
bookkeeper,  telephone  operator,  weaver,  cobbler,  chauffeur,  mill 
operative  and  painter.  In  each  case  the  activiti^  of  the  school 
have  been  turned  to  the  special  adaptability  of  the  child. 

Out  of  an  appropriation  of  $114,500,  a  total  of  $110,006.67 
was  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution.  Of  ^e 
amoiEut  expended,  $41,826.61  was  for  salaries,  wages  and  labor; 
all  other  expenses,  $68,180.06.  Weekly  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance, computed  on  expenses  less  sales  and  refunds  from 
maintenance,  $7,881.  Total  receipts  from  all  sources  other  than 
the  State  treasury,  $45,771.50.  Net  cost  of  maintenance  to  the 
Commonwealth,  $64,236.17.  Ratio  of  daily  average  number  of 
persons  employed  to  daily  average  number  of  inmates,  1  to  2.6. 
The  trustees  estimate  the  sum  of  $130,658  for  maintenance  in 
1919.  (See  table,  pages  23, 24.)  For  detailed  analysis  of  receipts 
and  expenditures,  see  pages  60-80. 

THE  STATE  TUBERCULOSIS  SANATORIA. 

The  Board's  supervision  of  tuberculosis  hospitals  covers  the 
Rutland,  Lakeville,  North  Reading  and  Westfield  State  sana- 
toria, and  the  tuberculosis  wards  at  the  State  Infirmary.  The 
four  separate  institutions  are  administered  by  one  Board,  the 
Trustees  of  Hospitals  for  Consumptives. 

During  the  year  these  four  institutions  treated  2,456  cases, 
with  a  combined  normal  capacity  of  about  1,043  patients,  and  a 
daily  average  population  of  1,068. 

Of  the  total  number  cared  for  1,081  were  in  residence  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  The  1,375  admissions  during  the  year 
were  offset  by  the  1,469  discharges,  leaving  987  on  November 
30,  1918. 

Of  the  1,375  cases  admitted,  196  were  classed  as  incipient; 
605  as  moderately  advanced;  554  as  advanced;  1  as  non- 
tubercular;  and  19  as  undetermined.  Eight  hundred  three 
were  males;  572,  females. 

The  discharges  were  classified  as  follows:  disease  arrested,  34; 
apparently  arrested,  172;  condition  improved,  431;  condition 
not  improved,  228;  quiescent,  229;  non-tubercular,  6;  died, 
227;  unclassified  because  of  shortness  of  Stay,  142.  Thus  637, 
or  43  per  cent,  of  aU  the  discharged  cases  that  were  classified 
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were  sent  away  either  with  the  disease  apparently  arrested  or 
with  condition  improved.  The  corresponding  percentage  for 
last  year  was  47. 


Rutland  State  Sanatorium,  Rutland. 
Ernest  B.  Emerson,  M.D.,  Superintendent, 

Opened  in  1898.  Total  valuation  of  plant,  real  and  personal, 
1649,443.65.  Normal  capacity  of  plant,  354.  Value  per  unit  of 
capacity,  $1,834.58. 

Provides  hospital  care  and  treatment  for  persons  afflicted 
with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  801  patients  have  been  under  care.  This 
total  is  18  more  than  in  1917,  and  16  less  than  in  1916.  Of  the 
whole  number,  346  were  in  residence  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  remaining  465  were  admitted  under  the  following 
classification,  based  upon  the  ascertained  progress  of  the  disease: 
incipient,  133,  or  29.23  per  cent;  moderately  advanced,  179,  or 
39.34  per  cent;  far  advanced,  135,  or  29.67  per  cent;  not  classi- 
fied, 8,  or  1.75  per  cent.  Of  the  new  cases  males  numbered  256; 
females,  199.    Number  of  patients  at  the  close  of  the  year,  291. 

The  discharges  numbered  510,  namely,  282  males  and  228 
females,  classified  according  to  conditions,  as  follows:  disease 
arrested,  29;  apparently  arrested,  41;  improved,  105;  not  im- 
proved, 89;  died,  46;  quiescent,  154;  unclassified,  46. 

The  average  daily  census  was  347.8.  The  largest  daily  census 
was  372;    the  smallest,  282.     The  average  for  1917  was  350. 

The  corresponding  average  for  1917  was  ten  months  and  twelve 
days. 

.The  toll  of  the  epidemic  at  this  institution  registered  90  cases 
with  8  deaths.  The  superintendent  reports  that  in  the  majority 
of  cases  no  effect  upon  the  tuberculosis  process  has  been  dis- 
covered. 

The  most  important  development  at  this  institution  is  the 
change  in  policy  by  which  a  larger  proportion  of  advanced  cases 
are  admitted.  The  133  incipient  cases  admitted  are  25  per  cent 
fewer  than  last  year.  The  179  moderately  advanced  patients 
who  came  in  are  10  less  than  last  year.  The  135  far  advanced 
cases  are  79,  or  141  per  cent,  more  than  last  year.    The  result 
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is  immediately  apparent  in  the  smaller  number  of  discharged 
cases  in  whom  the  disease  was  either  arrested  or  apparently 
arrested. 

With  an  appropriation  of  $264,000,  a  total  of  $249,213.06  was 
expended   for   the   maintenance   of   this   institution.     Of    the 
amount  expended,  $78,056.39  was  for  salaries,  wages  and  labor; 
all  other  expenses,  $171,156.67.     Weekly  per  capita  cost    of 
maintenance,  computed  on  expenses  less  sales  and  refunds  from 
maintenance,  $13,659.     Total  receipts  from  all  sources  other 
than  the  State  treasury,  $49,347.71.    Net  cost  of  maintenance 
to  the  Commonwealth,  $199,865.35.     Ratio  of  daily  average 
number  of  persons  employed  to  daily  average  number  of  in- 
mates, 1  to  2.1.    The  trustees  estimate  the  sum  of  $267,921.50 
for    maintenance  in    1919.     (See    table,    pages  23,  24.)     For 
detailed  analysis  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  see  pages  60-80.

During  the  year  498  patients  have  been  under  care.  Of  this 
number,  201  were  in  residence  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  remaining  297  were  admitted  under  the  following  classifi- 
cation, based  upon  the  ascertained  progress  of  the  disease- 
incipient,  7,  or  2.35  per  cent;  moderately  advanced,  151,  or 
50.84  per  cent;  advanced,  139,  or  46.79  per  cent.  Sex  of 
patients  admitted:  males,  173;  females,  124.  There  has  been  a 
daily  average  of  69.89  bed  cases,  —  approximately  35  per  cent 
of  the  daily  population.

Provides  hospital  care  and  treatment  for  persons  afflicted 
with  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  During  the  year  676  cases  have 
been  under  care.  This  total  number  of  cases  is  27  more  than  in 
1917,  and  9  less  than  in  1916.  Of  the  whole  number,  271  were 
in  residence  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  remaining  405 
cases  were  admitted  under  the  following  classification,  based 
upon  the  ascertained  progress  of  the  disease:  incipient,  1,  less 
than  one-half  per  cent;   moderately  advanced,  203,  or  50  per

Ratio  of  daily  average  ' 
number  of  persons  employed  to  daily  average  number  of  in- 
mates, 1  to  2.5.  The  trustees  estimate  the  sum  of  $183,840.23 
for  maintenance  in  1919.

Provides  hospital  care  and  treatment  for  persons  afflicted 
with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  481  cases  have  been  under  care.  This  total 
b  8  more  than  in  1917,  and  698  less  than  in  1916.  Of  the  whole 
number,  263  were  in  residence  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  remaining  218  cases  were  admitted  under  the  following 
classification,  based  upon  the  ascertained  progress  of  the  disease: 
incipient,  54.6,  or  25  per  cent;  moderately  advanced,  71.9,  or 
33  per  cent;  advanced,  91.5,  or  42  per  cent.  Nearly  all  incip- 
ient cases  were  children.  Only  74  patients  over  twenty  years 
old  were  admitted.  Of  the  new  cases,  males  numbered  113; 
females,  105.  A  daily  average  of  86  were  bed  patients,  39  males 
and  47  females. 

The  discharged  cases  numbered  224,  namely,  124  males  and 
100  females,  classified  according  to  condition,  as  follows:  disease 
apparently  arrested,  101,  or  45  per  cent;  quiescent,  22,  or  10 
per  cent;  improved,  24,  or  10  per  cent;  not  improved,  23,  or  10 
per  cent;  died,  43,  or  20  per  cent;  unclassified  because  of 
shortness  of  stay,  11,  or  5  per  cent.  There  was  an  increase  in 
deaths  of*  43  per  cent  from  last  year.  Eleven  of  these  43 
patients  died  within  three  months  after  admission. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  was  262.  The  largest 
daily  number  was  270;  the  smallest,  245.

PENIKESE   HOSPITAL,   PENIKESE   ISLAND. 
Frank  H.  Parker,  M.D.,  Superintendent. 

Opened  November  17;  1905.  This  institution  is  administered 
directly  by  the  Board.  Total  valuation  of  plant,  $147,793.28. 
Normal  capacity,  19.    Value  per  unit  of  capacity,  $7,778.59. 

Provides  hospital  care  and  treatment  for  persons  afflicted  with 
leprosy. 

During  the  year  13  patients  have  been  under  care.  This 
total  is  1  more  than  last  year,  and  the  same  as  in  1916.  Eleven 
of  the  patients  cared  for  were  in  residence  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  Two  were  admitted  and  2  died,  leaving  11  on 
November  30,  1918. 

This  has  been  an  uneventful  year  in  the  history  of  Penikese. 
There  has  been  a  gradual  advance  in  the  condition  of  all  the 
patients,  but  none  has  died  and  none  of  those  who  were  with  us 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  has  shown  a  condition  sufficient  to 
warrant  discharge. 

Three  new  cases  have  been  discovered  since  the  last  report, 
the  first  of  whom  escaped  from  local  authorities  before  commit- 
ment.   The  second  was  sent  to  Penikese  and  later  deported  to 
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China.  The  third  was  admitted  and  is  now  a  patient.  The 
first  of  the  new  eases,  numbered  36  in  our  series,  was  receiving 
hospital  treatment  when  his  disease  was  suspected  of  being 
leprosy.  While  awaiting  pathological  and  bacteriological  report 
be  disappeared,  and  has  not  been  reapprehended.  The  second 
case,  numbered  37,  was  that  of  a  young  man  of  23,  a  student. 
He  exhibited  the  tubercular  form  of  the  disease  in  an  early 
stage.  He  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  June  24,  and  was  dis* 
charged  for  deportation  to  his  home  in  China  on  November  15. 
This  patient  showed  remarkable  improvement  while  at  the  hos* 
pital,  resulting  from  the  use  of  Chaulmoogra  oil.  The  third 
case,  numbered  38,  a  native  of  the  Cape  de  Verde  Islands,  was 
received  at  the  hospital  November  15.  He  is  twenty-six  years 
of  age,  single;  came  to  the  United  States  in  1912.  His  disease 
does  not  appear  to  be  far  advanced. 

Attention  was  called  in  our  last  annual  report  to  the  passage 
by  the  Federal  Congress  in  1917  of  an  act  providing  for  the 
taking  over  by  the  United  States  of  the  care,  custody  and  treat- 
ment of  all  lepers  in  the  United  States,  and  directing  the  Sur- 
geon-General's department  to  select  a  site  for  a  national  lepro- 
sarium. The  war  has  prevented  the  speedier  execution  of  this 
statute.  It  is  now  hoped  that  progress  will  be  made  toward 
Federal  assumption,  and  that  the  excessively  expensive  plan  of 
an  island  institution  for  numbers  that  are  so  small  may  soon  be 
given  up. 

A  new  well  has  been  dug  and  pumping  facilities  installed  in 
order  to  tap  the  north  guUey  for  additional  supply.  The  fresh- 
water problem  has  always  presented  a  real  menace  to  the  con- 
duct of  this  hospital.  With  the  new  addition  there  is  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  of  good  water  to  supply  all  reasonable  wants  for 
the  present  number  of  inmates  and  employees. 

Recognition  is  here  made  of  the  kindly  volunteer  religious 
ministrations  given  to  our  patients  by  pastors  and  laymen  dur- 
ing the  year.  Spending  a  day  to  journey  to  this  isolated  island 
to  conduct  services  and  bring  friendship  that  will  brighten  the 
lives  and  relieve  the  loneliness  of  a  dozen  persons  sick  with 
leprosy  is  a  sacrifice  as  well  as  a  good  turn.  Rev.  Nathan 
Bailor  of  New  Bedford  deserves  our  special  mention  for  his 
devotion. 
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Out  of  an  appropriation  of  $31,220,  a  total  of  $31,165.40  was 
expended  for  the  maintenance  of  this  institution.  Of  this 
amount,  $11,215.84  was  for  salaries,  wages  and  labor;  all  other 
expenses,  $19,949.56.  Ratio  of  daily  average  number  of  persons 
employed  to  daily  average  number  of  inmates,  1.7  to  1.  For 
detailed  analysis  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  see  treasurer's 
statement  following,  and  also  pages  60-80.

FINANCIAL    SUPERVISION    OF    THE    STATE    CHARITABLE 

INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Board  in  its  supervision  of  the  financial  administration  of 
the  several  State  charitable  institutions  —  the  plant  and  its  up- 
keep and  maintenance  —  inspects  each  institution  through  paid 
officers  monthly,  also  through  its  own  committees  and  individual 
members. 
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Monthly  analysis  is  made  of  articles  of  food,  coal,  hay  and 
grain  purchased,  and  tabulated  results  sent  to  each  institution. 
In  addition,  sundry  tabulations  covering  the  year's  operations 
have  been  prepared.  The  Board  has  co-operated  with  the 
several  institutions  in  bringing  about  the  joint  consideration  of 
purchasing  supplies,  resulting  in  regular  conferences  upon 
matters  of  common  interest,  especially  functions  of  purchasing. 
This  year,  as  formerly,  the  Board  has  been  instrumental  in 
bringing  about  the  joint  purchase  of  such  staple  articles  as  in- 
candescent lamps.  In  the  case  of  lamps,  a  large  saving  has  been 
made  in  the  total  outlay. 

The  following  tables  are  designed  to  show  in  detail  the 
financial  condition  of  each  institution.  A  convenient  summary 
of  the  State's  property  represented  by  each  institution  is  fol- 
lowed by  an  analysis  of  receipts  and  a  similar  analysis  of  ex- 
penditures. Finally,  a  more  detailed  analysis  of  expenditures  is 
followed  by  a  comparison  of  all  appropriations  and  the  expendi- 
tures made  therefrom. 

I.    Inventory. 

Inventory  of  State  property  represented  by  the  institutions  is 
shown  in  Table  IV.  This  tabulation  is  in  four  parts.  Parts  I. 
and  II.  exhibit  realty;  Part  III.  shows  personalty;  Part  IV. 
summarizes  the  whole. 

From  Parts  I.  and  II.  it  appears  that  on  November  30,  1918, 
the  twelve  State  charitable  institutions  returned  $6,183,247.85 
in  real  estate,  $394,814.10  of  this  amount  being  land,  and 
$5,788,433.75  representing  buildings.  Chattels  Real  and  other 
items  of  betterment  are  not  separately  considered;  hence  water, 
telephone,  fire  and  sewerage  systems  are  to  be  found  in  the 
miscellaneous  columns  under  the  heading  of  "buildings." 

Part  III.  shows  the  uniform  analysis  of  personal  property 
adopted  by  the  State  Auditor,  to  the  amount  of  $1,657,090.09. 
The  total  valuation,  real  and  personal,  as  shown  in  Part  IV.  is 
$7,840,337.94.

II.    Receipts. 

Table  V.  is  designed  to  show  every  item  of  income  to  each 
institution  from  whatever  source  for  whatever  purpose,  except- 
ing cejrtain  private  funds,  casting  all  together  for  ready  com- 
parison. The  tabulation  also  shows  such  of  the  receipts  as  under 
the  law  are  available  for  maintenance  purposes  in  1919.  Ac- 
cording to  this  table  the  total  receipts  from  all  sources  were 
$3,163,748.75.  Of  this  amount,  $2,883,964.33  was  received  from 
the  State  treasury,  and  the  remainder,  $279,784.42,  came  in  on 
account  of  the  institution,  through  board  of  patients,  sale  of 
products  or  otherwise.  Of  this  latter  figure,  $204,524.18  b 
available  for  maintenance  purposes  in  1919. 
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III.     EXPENDITOTES. 

Table  VI.,  divided  into  four  parts,  shows  all  expenditures  of 
whatever  nature  on  account  of  the  several  institutions.    Part  I. 
deals  with  maintenance  only.     Part  II.  exhibits  outlays   for 
special  purposes,  divided  into  four  headings,  namely,  "land," 
"buildings,"  "furnishings  and  equipment"  and  "miscellaneous." 
In  Part  III.  are  shown  all  moneys  expended  for  purposes  so  far 
apart  from  the  institution  proper  as  to  fall  outside  the  uniform 
classifications.    With  two  exceptions  trustees'  expenses  appear 
in  the  miscellaneous  column  under  "maintenance."    These  two 
exceptions  are  expenses  of  the  trustees  of  the  training  schools 
and  of  the  trustees  in  charge  of  the  State  sanatoria.    Because  of 
various  duties  these  two  Boards  of  Trustees  have  appropriations 
apart  from  the  grants  for  their  institutions.    Part  III.,  in  addi- 
tion to  these  special  outlays,  shows  also  the  industries  fund 
administered  by  the  trustees  in  charge  of  the  State  Farm.    This 
fund  is  self-perpetuating,  and,  though  a  State  outlay,  is  so  far 
separate  as  to  require  individual  treatment  in  the  classification. 
Part  IV.  summarizes  the  whole. 

The  table  shows  that  $2,510,102.26  was  spent  for  mainte- 
nance, exclusive  of  expenditures  for  special  purposes  mentioned 
in  Part  II.,  which  amounted  to  $90,753.68.  By  adding  to  these 
amounts  $283,108.39  for  sundry  expenditures,  as  shown  in  Part 
in.,  we  find  a  grand  total  of  $2,883,964.33  expended  on  account 
of  the  twelve  institutions.  The  abnormally  high  prices  that 
have  prevailed  and  still  continue  for  all  food  products  and  ma- 
terials account,  as  indicated  above,  for  the  relatively  low  inven- 
tory at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  foreshadow  much  larger  total 
outlays  for  1919,  with  correspondingly  higher  per  capitas. 

In  addition  to  the  total  expenditures  as  indicated  above,  two 
institutions  —  Ljnman  School  and  the  Industrial  School  for 
Girls  —  have  private  trust  funds  which  are  administered  for  the 
benefit  of  inmates,  but  independently  of  the  State's  investment. 
The  custody  of  each  is  vested  in  the  State  Treasurer,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  invest  the  same  and  to  pay  therefrom  at  the  request 
of  the  trustees.  Three  of  those  trusts  —  the  Lyman  fund,  the 
Lyman  trust  fund  and  the  Lamb  fund  —  apply  to  Lyman 
School,  while  the  Fay,  the  Mary  Lamb  and  the  Rogers  book 
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fiind  pertain  to  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls.  From  these 
sources  a  total  of  $784.04  was  expended  during  the  year,  of 
which  IS3.34  was  from  the  Mary  Lamb  fund,  $100  from  the 
Fay  fund,  and  the  balance  from  the  Rogers  book  fund  and 
Lyman  trust  fund.  The  major  part  of  the  outlay  was  for  enter- 
tainments, drill  and  band  equipment,  athletic  goods,  lectures, 
prizes  and  similar  miscellaneous  items. 

rv.    Analysis  op  Maintenance  and  Net  Per  Capita  Cost. 

The  uniform  analysis  of  maintenance  expenditures  comprises 
twelve    classes   or   divisions,   namely,    "salaries   and   wages;" 
"religious  instruction;"    "travel,  transportation  and  office  ex- 
penses;"  "food;"   "clothing  and  materials;"   "furnishings  and 
household  supplies;"   "medical  and  general  care;"   "heat,  light 
and  power;"    "farm  and  stable;"    "grounds;"    "repairs,  ordi- 
nary;"  and  "repairs  and  renewals."    Table  VII.  is  correspond- 
ingly divided  into  thirteen  parts,  the  last  of  which  is  a  summary 
of  the  whole,  and  shows  for  each  of  the  twelve  institutions  the 
total  cost  of  maintenance  for  each  of  the  main  headings  in  the 
analysis.     It  further  shows  all  receipts  from  sales  or  refunds; 
the  difference,  which  is  the  net  cost  to  the  institution;  and  the 
average  net  weekly  per  capita  cost  to  the  institution,  with  a 
column  showing  the  corresponding  per  capita  for  the  three-year 
period  just  ended.

V.    Comparison    of    Appropriations    and    Expenditures 

THEREFROM. 

Table  VIII.  affords  comparison  of  appropriations  for  mainte- 
nance with  the  respective  amounts  expended  therefrom.  Appro- 
priations are  classified  as  '' receipts  available  for  maintenance'' 
and  "appropriations  in  addition  to  such  receipts."  All  receipts 
at  the  four  sanatoria,  the  Hospital  School  and  the  Norfolk 
State  Hospital,  though  turned,  like  receipts  of  all  the  other 
institutions,  into  the  State  treasury,  are  by  law  applicable  to 
maintenance  in  the  succeeding  year.  Receipts  at  the  remain- 
ing institutions  are  not  so  applied.  By  this  comparison  the 
total  maintenance  expenditures  were  $111,670.19  less  than  the 
amounts  appropriated.    This  balance  reverts  into  the  treasury. 

Receipts  of  1917  available  for  maintenance  in  1918  totaled 
$216,892.21.  This  sum  was  received  largely  on  account  of 
board  of  patients  at  the  State  sanatoria  and  the  Hospital  School.

VI.    Appropmations  for  Special  Purposes. 

The  total  of  appropriations  for  special  purposes  during  1918 
as  shown  by  Table  IX.  was  $117^20.  In  addition  to  this 
amount  the  several  institutions  began  the  year  with  a  total  of 
S7898I3.32  unexpended  balance  on  previous  special  appropria- 
tions. The  grand  total  available  for  1918  was,  therefore,  $195,- 
933.32.  The  amount  expended  from  this  total  was  $90,753.68, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $105,179.64,  of  which  $103,- 
954.08  will  be  available  in  1919.  The  small  remainder  of  $1,- 
225.56  reverts  to  the  State  treasury.

VII.    Net  Cost  to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  net  cost  to  the  State  of  maintaining  or  conducting  each 
institution  is  the  difference  between  total  expenditures  and  the 
total  receipts  from  all  sources  other  than  the  State  treasury. 
These  total  expenditures  must  cover  all  moneys  spent  for  main- 
tenance and  special  purposes,  together  with  all  outlays  for  sun- 
dry' purposes,  apart  from  the  institution,  and  interest  on  out- 
standing bonds.    These  items  are  compared  in  Table  X.    For 
convenience  the  daily  average  number  of  inmates  and  the  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  to  the  State  are  added.    This  tabulation 
shows  a  daily  average  number  of  inmates  of  6,478.67,  and  ex- 
penditures for  all  purposes  of  $2,957,179.48.     Total  receipts 
from  institutions,  i.e.,  sources  other  than  the  State  treasury, 
amounted  to  $279,784.42.     The  net  cost  to  the  State  for  all 
twelve  institutions  amounted  to  $2,677,395.06,  making  the  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  to  the  State  $7,925. 
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VIII.    Analysis  of  Pay  Roll. 

Table  XI.,  divided  into  six  parts,  shows  a  comparative  analy- 
sis of  the  pay  roll  for  each  of  the  twelve  institutions.  The  first 
five  parts  divide  service  into  five  classes,  namely,  "general 
administration,'^  "medical  service,"  "ward  service,"  "repairs" 
and  "farm,  stable  and  grounds."  Part  VI.  summarizes  the 
whole.  The  table  shows  the  full  roster,  that  is,  the  number  of 
employees  deemed  necessary  to  carry  on  the  institution  effi- 
ciently, and  in  opposite  columns  the  daily  average  number  em- 
ployed in  1917  and  1918,  with  the  same  average  for  the  three- 
year  period  ending  November  30,  1917.  The  same  treatment  is 
given  the  average  monthly  compensation  and  the  weekly  per 
capita  cost.  Thus  it  appears  that  the  full  roster  for  all  the 
institutions  together  was  1,356,922.  The  total  average  number 
employed  was  1,287,238,  while  for  the  three-year  period  preced- 
ing 1918  it  was  1,389,552.  The  total  average  monthly  compen- 
sation paid  was  $626,827,  as  against  $566,311  in  the  preceding 
three-year  period.  Miscellaneous  and  incidental  employment 
not  entered  upon  the  pay  rolls  of  the  institutions  does  not 
appear  in  this  tabulation.  The  number  of  inmates  to  one  em- 
ployee is  slightly  less  than  last  year  in  most  of  the  institutions. 
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THE  COUNTY  TRAINING  SCHOOLS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  46,  section  2, 
the  five  county  training  schools  for  truants  and  habitual  school 
offenders  are  subject  to  the  visitation  of  this  Board,  which  is 
required  to  report  thereon  in  its  annual  report.  The  schools  are 
as  follows:  — 

Essex  County  Training  School,  Lawrence. 
Hampden  County  Training  School,  Springfield. 
Middlesex  County  Training  School,  North  Chelmsford. 
Norfolk,  Bristol  and  Plymouth  Union  Training  School,  Walpole. 
Worcester  County  Training  School,  Oakdale  (West  Boylston). 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  number  and  movement  of 
population  in  these  institutions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1918,  and  also  the  average  weekly  per  capita  cost  of 
maintenance,  subtracting  all  receipts  from  private  sources. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  there  were  615  children  in  the 
five  schools  during  1918.  The  year  opened  with  406.  In  the 
succeeding  twelve  months  209  were  admitted,  and  194  were  dis- 
charged, leaving  421  in  residence  at  the  close  of  the  year.  This 
figure  is  26  more  than  the  corresponding  number  for  1917,  — 
an  increase  made  up  chiefly  by  the  decline  in  releases  at  the 
Middlesex  school  rather  than  to  more  commitments.  In  a  year 
when  the  State  training  schools  for  boys  have  been  crowded  as 
never  before  in  their  history,  the  county  schools  have  shown 
very  little  actual  increase.  While  this  may  be  due  to  many 
factors,  its  impelling  cause  is  probably  the  gradual  growth  of 
probation  and  the  use  of  the  special  class  in  the  public  schools. 

The  average  age  of  the  children  at  the  time  of  their  admittance 
was  twelve  years,  seventeen  days.  Every  child  must  be  dis- 
charged, by  requirement  of  the  statute,  upon  reaching  the  age 
of  sixteen. 
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An  institution  that  becomes  custodian  of  the  welfare  of  chil- 
dren, seeking  to  influence  the  formation  of  their  character  that 
they  may  become  self-supporting  and  law-abiding  citizens,  should 
render  to  the  general  public  a  detailed  account  of  that  hus- 
bandry. The  annual  report  for  each  of  these  schools  is  contained 
in  the  regular  annual  report  of  the  county  commissioners. 
For  the  Middlesex  school  the  report  is  adequate.  It  contains 
a  valuable  account  of  the  year's  activities,  with  constructive 
suggestions  for  betterment.  The  Essex  school  reports  some 
statistics  and  a  short  statement  of  the  activities  of  the  institu- 
tion.  For  the  remainder  of  the  schools  the  commissioners  report 
nothing  further  than  a  few  figures  on  attendance  and  the  finan- 
cial receipts  and  expenditures.  A  substantial  annual  report  is  a 
most  valuable  spur  to  greater  effort  at  results  in  the  conduct  of 
such  a  school.  This  fact  is  all  the  more  applicable  to  the 
county  institution,  where  the  functions  of  a  training  school  for 
juvenile  delinquents  are  remote  from  the  usual  duties  of  county 
commissioners. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  discrepancies  and  misinterpretations 
that  are  likely  to  grow  out  of  incomplete  reportmg,  the  Middle- 
sex school  reports  45  runaways  during  1918,  of  whom  3  had  not 
been  retaken  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Hampden  school  re- 
ports 5.  The  records  of  the  Hampden  school  show  that  36  dif- 
ferent boys  ran  away  during  1918,  and  that  these  36  boys  ran 
away  a  total  of  69  times.  Five  of  them  were  still  at  large  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  impossible  to  reach  a  proper  com- 
parison between  these  two  sets  of  facts  unless  the  additional  in- 
formation lying  in  the  records  of  the  Hampden  school  is  also  set 
out  in  the  report.  In  the  same  connection,  it  is  not  generally 
appreciated,  and  should  therefore  be  made  note  of  in  a  report  of 
the  Hampden  school,  that  this  is  a  new  institution  situated  in  a 
locality  remote  from  centers  of  population,  having  only  meager 
contact  with  community  interests  outside  the  institution  itself. 
As  persuasion  is  relied  upon  to  a  much  greater  extent  than 
force  to  keep  the  boys  contented  and  loyal  to  the  school,  this 
fact  of  remoteness  of  location  is  important  in  estimating  the 
meaning  of  so  many  escapes. 

The  physical  condition  of  these  five  schools  is  good.  Groimds 
and  buildings  are  well  cared  for.    The  inmates  show  very  little 
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sickness,  and  diet,  for  the  most  part,  compares  favorably  with 
that  in  the  institutions  conducted  by  the  State. 

A  very  large  percentage  of  the  boys  in  these  county  training 
schools  come  out  of  home  conditions  so  bad  that  there  is  little 
prospect  of  permanent  improvement  through  institutional  treat- 
ment if  the  child  is  to  be  thrown  back  into  such  environment  at 
the  critical  age  of  sixteen.    In  these  schools,  in  greater  degree 
than  elsewhere,  the  process  of  parole  is  appropriate  and  neces- 
sary.   Yet  with  the  exception  of  Middlesex  there  is  no  follow-up 
by  a  trained  parole  officer.    Such  inquiry  into  home  conditions 
as  a  busy  superintendent  can  make  apart  from  his  absorbing 
institutional  duties  is  wholly  inadequate  to  give  the  releasing 
authorities  sufficient  facts  upon  which  to  act  with  assurance,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  friendly  protection  of  the  boy  after  his 
parole.    Parole  officers  cost  money,  but  the  potential  value  of 
these  children  as  future  citizens  is  great. 

SUPERVISION  OF  THE  SETTLED  POOR  RELIEVED  OR  SUP- 
PORTED BY  CITIES  AND  TOWNS. 

The  City  and  Town  Paupers. 

The  law  provides  that  the  State  Board  of  Charity  may  visit 
and  inspect  all  places  where  city  or  town  poor  are  supported  in 
families,  and  requires  the  Board  to  visit,  at  least  once  a  year, 
not  only  all  children  who  are  maintained  by  the  Common- 
wealth, but  all  minor  children  who  are  supported  at  the  expense 
of  any  city  or  town.  Children  illegally  retained  in  city  or  town 
almshouses  —  i.e.,  pauper  children  over  two  years  of  age,  or,  if 
the  mothers  are  inmates,  over  three  years  of  age,  and  not  defec- 
tive in  body  or  mind,  who  have  been  retained  in  an  almshouse 
for  more  than  two  months  —  must  be  removed  therefrom  and 
placed  at  board  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or  town  concerned. 
(Revised  Laws,  chapter  81,  sections  3-7,  43;  Acts  of  1905, 
chapters  285,  303;  Acts  of  1913,  chapter  112.) 

The  following  data  show  numbers  and  location  of  the  various 
classes  of  persons  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  statute:  — 
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The  Settled  Adult  Poor  provided  for  in  Families. 

Of  the  254  adult  poor  persons  reported  by  the  local  authori- 
ties as  fully  supported  in  families  on  January  1,  1918,  8  were 
unknown,  23  had  died,  and  12  had  been  removed  before  visits 
could  be  made.    The  remaining  211  — 80  men  and  .131  women 
—  were  all  visited  and  reported  on  by  the  Board's  agents.

Their  ages  were  as  follows:   2  between  twenty-one  and  thirty; 
4  between  thirty  and  forty;  24  between  forty  and  fifty;  25  be- 
tween fifty  and  sixty;    45  between  sixty  and  seventy;    63  be- 
tween seventy  and  eighty;    44  between  eighty  and  ninety;    4 
between  ninety  and  one  hundred.    For  their  support  they  were 
paid  in  10  cases  less  than  $2  per  week;  in  37  cases,  from  S2  to 
$3  per  week;   in  52  cases,  from  $3  to  $4  per  week;   and  in  113 
cases  —  mostly  of  old  and  feeble  persons  —  the  rate  varied  from 
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$4  to  $10.50,  according  to  the  amount  of  care  required.    Of  the 
whole  number,  47  per  cent  were  reported  to  be  in  fairly  good,  or 
good,  physical  condition,  and  72  per  cent  in  good  mental  condi- 
tion.    In  all  but  5  cases,  or  2  per  cent,  they  were  apparently 
receiving  good  care.     There  were  96  able  to  do  light  work, 
either  in  the  house  or  about  the  premises.    There  were  19  sup- 
ported in  their  own  homes.    In  122  cases,  according  to  the  re- 
ports, the  overseers  of  the  poor  complied  with  the  law  requiring 
them  to  visit  these  persons  at  least  once  in  every  six  months; 
in  25  cases  they  made  one  visit  a  year;  in  8  cases  the  record  of 
visits  was  uncertain;  and  in  the  remaining  56  cases  no  evidence 
of  visits  was  found. 

Dependent  Minor  Children  with  Settlement  provided  for 

IN  Almshouses. 

Visits  were  made  in  the  cases  of  110  children  —  48  boys  and 
62  girls  —  reported  to  be  cared  for  by  the  following  cities  and 
towns  in  their  almshouses:  Amesbury,  1;  Barnstable,  2;

Dependent  Minor  Children  wtih  Settlement  provided  for 

Outside  of  Almshouses. 

As  shown  by  the  Board's  visitation  of  the  1,235  children  re- 
ported by  the  local  authorities  as  fully  supported  outside  of 
almshouses  on  January  1,  1918,  and  on  July  1,  1918,  11  had 
died  and  278  had  been  removed  before  visits  could  be  made. 
The  remaining  946  —  475  boys  and  471  girls  —  were  supported 
by  89  cities  and  towns,  as  follows:  Attleboro,  2;  Avon,  1;

Of  the  whole  number,  103  were  cared  for  and  treated  in 
public  and  private  hospitals  and  asylums.  There  were  683  who 
attended  school  and  247  who  did  more  or  less  work.  Of  the 
whole  number,  861  were  in  good,  or  fairly  good,  physical  condi- 
tion, and  907  in  good,  or  fairly  good,  mental  condition.  The 
price  of  board  varied  from  less  than  $1  per  week  to  $6  per 
week.  These  children  were  found  to  be  well  cared  for  with  a 
few  exceptions  which  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
local  overseers. 

The  Penalty  incurred  by  Certain  Cities  and  Towns  for 
Failure  to  make  their  Pauper  Returns  during  the 
Month  op  April,  1917. 

.  Sections  39-42  of  chapter  81  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  115  of  the  Acts  of  1905,  are  as  follows:  — 

Section  39.  Overseers  of  the  poor  shall  keep  full  and  accu- 
rate records,  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  charity, 
of  the  paupers  fully  supported,  the  persons  relieved  and  partially 
supported,  and  the  travellers  and  vagrants  lodged  at  the  expense 
-of  their  cities  and  towns  and  of  the  amount  paid  for  such  sup- 
port and  relief. 

Section  40.  They  shall  annually  in  April,  for  the  year  ending 
on  the  last  day  of  March,  return  to  the  state  board  of  charity 
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the  number  of  such  persons  supported  and  relieved,  the  cost 
thereof,  and  a  record  of  those  fully  supported. 

Section  41.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  five  and  in 
every  tenth  year  thereafter  the  return  of  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  shall  contain  true  and  correct  answers  to  such  additional 
inquiries  as  the  state  board  of  charity  may  deem  it  advisable 
to  make. 

Section  42.  If  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  a  city  or  town 
refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  three 
preceding  sections,  such  city  or  town  shall  forfeit  one  dollar  for 
each  day's  neglect,  and  the  amount  of  such  forfeiture  shall  be 
deducted  from  any  amount  to  which  said  city  or  town  may  be 
entitled  in  reimbursement  for  relief  of  state  paupers  as  provided 
in  sections  fifteen  and  sixteen  of  chapter  eighty-five;  and  if  no 
such  reimbursement  shall  be  due  to  said  city  or  town,  the  for- 
feiture shall  be  deducted  from  any  money  which  may  be  due 
to  it  from  the  commonwealth. 

Under  these  laws  the  Board  reported  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Commonwealth  the  names  of  the  cities  and  towns  that  failed  to 
make  their  pauper  returns  during  the  month  of  April,  1918, 
together  with  the  amount  of  penalty  incurred  in  each  instance, 
as  follows:  Adams,  $8;  Alford,  $17;.

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SUPERVISION  OF  MOTHERS'  AID. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  5,  chapter  763,  Acts  of  1913, 
the  State  Board  of  Charity  is  required  in  its  annual  report  to 
the  Legislature  to  make:  (a)  a  report  on  the  work  done  by  its 
own  agents  and  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  in  respect  to  such 
families  any  of  whose  members  are  without  legal  settlement  in 
the  Commonwealth;  and  (6)  a  separate  report  on  the  work 
done  by  the  overseers  in  respect  to  such  families  all  of  whose 
members  have  a  legal  settlement  in  the  Commonwealth.  The 
text  of  the  law  is  as  follows:  — 


Acts  of  1913,  Chafteb  763. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  suitably  aiding  mothers  with  de- 
pendent CHILDREN. 

Section  1.  In  every  city  and  town  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  subsequent  sections  of  this 
act,  aid  all  mothers  with  dependent  children  under  fourteen  years 
of  age,  if  such  mothers  are  fit  to  bring  up  their  children.  The 
aid  furnished  shall  be  su£Scient  to  enable  the  mothers  to  bring 
up  their  children  properly  in  their  own  homes;  and  such  mothers 
and  their  children  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  paupers  by  reason 
of  receiving  aid  as  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Before  aiding  any  mother  under  the  foregoing 
section,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
shall  determine  that  the  mother  is  fit  to  bring  up  her  children 
and  that  the  other  members  of  the  household  and  the  surround- 
ings of  the  home  are  such  as  to  make  for  good  character,  and 
that  aid  from  the  overseers  is  necessary  to  enable  her  to  bring 
up  her  children  properly,  by  making  an  immediate  and  careful 
inquiry  including  the  resources  of  the  family  and  the  ability  of 
its  other  members,  if  any,  to  work  or  otherwise  contribute  to  its 
support,  the  existence  of  relatives  able  to  assist  the  family,  and  of 
individuals,  societies  or  agencies  who  may  be  interested  therein; 
shall  take  all  lawful  means  to  compel  all  persons  bound  to  sup- 
port the  mother  and  children  to  support  them,  and  to  enforce 
any  other  legal  rights  for  their  benefit;  shall  press  all  members 
of  the  family  who  are  able  to  work,  other  than  the  mother  and 
her  dependent  children,  to  secure  work;  shall  try  to  secure  work 
for  them;,  and  shall  secure  all  necessary  aid  for  the  mother  and 
children  which  can  be  secured  from  relatives,  organizations  or 
individuals.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  overseers  from  giving  prompt  and  suitable  temporary 
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aid  hereunder,  pending  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section,  when  in  their  opinion  such  aid  is  necessary  and  cannot 
be  obtained  from  other  sources.  A  detailed  statement  of  ex- 
penses incurred  under  this  section  shall  be  rendered  to  the  state 
board  of  charity,  together  with  such  certificates  or  other  guar- 
antees as  the  said  board  may  require. 

Section  3.  The  said  overseers,  either  by  one  of  their  own 
number  or  by  their  duly  appointed  agent,  shall  visit  at  least 
once  in  every  three  months  at  their  homes  or  other  place  or 
places  where  they  may  be  living,  each  mother  and  her  dependent 
children  who  are  being  aided  financially  or  otherwise  by  said 
overseers,  and  after  each  visit  shall  make  and  keep  on  file  as. a 
part  of  their  official  records  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  home  and  family  and  all  other  data  which  may  assist  in 
determining  the  wisdom  of  the  measures  taken  and  the  advisa- 
bility of  their  continuance;  and  said  overseers  shall  at  least  once 
in  each  year  reconsider  the  case  of  each  mother  with  dependent 
children  with  whom  they  are  dealing,  and  enter  their  determina- 
tion with  the  reason  therefor  on  their  official  records. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all  mothers  and  their 
dependent  children,  whether  or  not  they  or  any  of  them  may 
have  a  settlement  within  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  have 
resided  in  the  commonwealth  not  less  than  three  years.  No 
person  shall  acquire  a  settlement  or  be  in  process  of  acquiring  a 
settlement  while  receiving  aid  hereunder. 

Section  5.  The  state  board  of  charity  shall  hereafter  super- 
vise the  work  done  and  measures  taken  by  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  in  respect  to  families  in 
which  there  is  one  child  or  more  under  the  age  of  fourteen, 
whether  or  not  such  family  or  any  member  thereof  has  a  settle- 
ment within  the  commonwealth;  and  for  this  purpose  may  es- 
tablish such  rules  relative  to  notice  as  they  deem  necessary  and 
may  visit  and  inspect  any  or  all  families  aided  under  this  act 
and  shall  have  access  to  any  records  and  other  data  kept  by  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  or  their  representatives  relating  to  such 
aid;  and  said  board  shall,  in  its  annual  report  to  the  legislature, 
report  upon  the  work  done  by  its  own  agents  and  by  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  in  respect  to  such  families  any  of  whose  mem- 
bers are  without  legal  settlement  in  the  commonwealth;  and 
shall  make  a  separate  report  on  the  work  done  by  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  in  respect  to  such  families  in  which  all  the  members 
have  a  legal  settlement  in  the  commonwealth. 

Section  6.  In  respect  to  all  mothers  in  receipt  of  aid  here- 
under the  city  or  town  rendering  the  aid  shall  be  reimbursed  by 
the  commonwealth,  after  approval  of  the  bills  by  the  state  board 
of  charity,  for  one  third  of  the  amount  of  the  aid  given.    If  the 
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mother  so  aided  has  no  settlement,  the  city  or  town  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  the  total  amount  of  the  aid  given  after  approval 
of  the  bills  by  the  state  board  of  charity  as  aforesaid.  If  the 
mother  so  aided  has  a  lawful  settlement  in  another  city  or  town 
two  thirds  of  the  amount  of  such  aid  given  may  be  recovered  in 
an  action  of  contract  against  the  city  or  town  liable  therefor  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  eighty-one  of  the 
Revised  Laws  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto. 

Section  7.  For  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  cities  and 
towns,  as  provided  in  the  foregoing  section,  there  shall  be  appro- 
priated from  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  operations  of  the  first  year. 

Section  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen.    [Approved  June  12, 191S. 

Out  of  its  experience  in  the  execution  of  this  law,  and  under 
authority  contained  therein,  the  Board  has  developed  the  fol- 
lowing policies  and  rules  of  procedure:  — 

Policies. 

1.  Money  on  Hand.  —  Aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a  mother 
who  has  funds  in  excess  of  $200.  The  applicant  should  be  re- 
quired to  show  her  bank  book  to  the  overseers  when  she  applies 
for  mothers'  aid. 

2.  Equity  in  Property.  —  The  State  Board  of  Charity  is  wUling 
to  approve  aid  to  an  applicant  who  has  an  equity  not  exceeding 
S500  in  real  estate,  upon  which  the  family  resides,  the  assessed 
value  of  which  does  not  exceed  $2,000,  provided  that  in  the 
case  of  a  widow  the  property  has  not  been  acquired  since  her 
husband's  death,  and  further  provided  that  no  payments  are 
made  on  the  mortgage  other  than  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest; 
taxes  to  be  abated  whenever  possible.  All  other  cases  involving 
ownership  of  property  should  be  referred  to  the  Board  for  ap- 
proval before  aid  is  granted. 

Aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a  mother  if  she  has  equity  in 
property  in  excess  of  $500;  if  the  assessed  value  of  the  property 
is  more  than  $1,500;  or  if  the  payments  on  the  mortgage  are 
other  than  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest;  or,  in  the  case  of  a 
widow,  if  the  equity  has  been  acquired  since  her  husband's 
death.     Taxes  on  property  should  be  abated  whenever  possible. 

3.  Temporary  Need.  —  Aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a  mother 
unless  it  seems  probable  that  need  of  aid  under  this  law  will  exist 
for  more  than  one  year. 
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4.  Desertion.  —  Aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a  mother  whose 
husband  has  deserted  his  family,  unless  U  warrant  for  non-sup- 
port has  been  issued  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  456,  Acts 
of  1911;  imtil  one  year  has  elapsed  since  the  desertion  occurred; 
and  until  every  effort  has  been  made  to  apprehend  the  deserting 
husband. 

5.  Insurance,  —  Considering  the  allowance  for  burial  expenses, 
aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a  mother  who  is  paying  insurance 
upon  the  lives  of  her  children  or  upon  the  lives  of  other  relatives; 
also,  aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a  mother  who  is  paying  insur- 
ance upon  her  own  life  or  upon  the  life  of  her  totally  inca- 
pacitated husband  if  such  policies  can  be  converted  into  paid-up 
policies,  or  if  they  have  a  reasonable  cash  surrender  value. 

6.  Burial,  —  It  is  the  desire  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity 
that  the  allowance  for  burial  shall  be  wholly  suitable.  When 
the  overseers  are  in  doubt  the  State  Board  of  Charity  will  be 
glad  to  advise. 

7.  Medical  Aid,  —  Medical  aid  required  by  the  mother  or  de- 
pendent children  imder  fourteen  years  of  age,  either  in  the  home 
or  in  the  hospital,  should  be  granted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  Medicaf  istid  for  other  members  of  the  family  should  be 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  regular  relief  statutes.  Reim- 
bursement by  the  Commonwealth  for  medical  aid  in  the  home 
will  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  292, 
Acts  of  1909.  Reimbursement  by  the  Commonwealth  for  hos- 
pital aid  will  be  made  at  a  flat  rate  not  exceeding  $10.50  per 
week. 

8.  Tuberculosis,  —  Aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a  mother  if 
a  member  of  the  family  has  tuberculosis  in  a  communicable 
stage  unless  such  person  shall  apply  for  admission  to  a  sana- 
torium, and  shall  agree,  pending  admission  to  the  sanatorium, 
to  conduct  himself  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  the  local  health 
authorities,  and  also  unless  the  other  members  of  the  family  have 
been  examined  for  tuberculosis. 

9.  Male  Lodgers,  —  Aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a  mother  if 
she  has  male  lodgers  or  boarders  other  than  the  father  or  brother 
of  applicant. 

10.  Illegitimate  Children. — Aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a 
mother  with  illegitimate  children  unless  with  the  approval  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charity. 

11.  Woman  with  One  Child,  —  Aid  should  not  be  granted  to  a 
mother  whose  only  child  is  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  unless 
the  mother,  by  reason  of  illness  of  either  mother  or  child,  is 
unable  to  provide  proper  support. 

12.  Part-time  Work  for  Mother.  —  Only  such  part-time  work 
as  the  mother  can  do  without  detriment  to  her  health  and  with- 
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out  neglecting  her  home  and  her  children  should  be  encouraged. 
If  a  member  of  a  family  of  working  age  claims  to  be  unable  to 
work  because  of  illness  a  physician  should  examine  the  person 
to  determine  his  ability  to  work  and  to  prescribe  for  his  medical 
needs. 

13.  Work  for  Children  over  Fourteen  Years  of  Age.  —  Every  de- 
pendent child  upon  reaching  the  age  of  fourteen  years  should  go 
to  work  for  the  time  allowed  by  the  school  attendance  laws, 
provided  that  he  is  physically  able  to  work,  and  also  provided 
that  suitable  employment  can  be  obtained  for  him. 

14.  Kind  of  Aid  (Method  of  Disbursement).  —  Cash  aid  should 
be  granted  in  every  case  if  the  mother  is  found  to  be  competent 
to  manage  cash.  All  allowances  should  be  granted  weekly.  A 
card  catalogue  system  rather  than  a  pay  roll  is  recommended. 
Checks  on  the  city  or  town  treasurer,  post  office  money  orders, 
or  registered  letters  are  approved  methods  of  disbursement. 

15.  Amount  of  Aid. — Family  Budget:  In  determining  the 
amount  of  aid  necessary  for  a  given  family,  not  only  the  number 
of  persons  in  an  applicant's  family,  but  also  the  health,  the  age 
and  the  capabilities  of  each  member  of  the  family  should  be 
considered.  The  former  income  and  the  foftner  standards  of 
living  of  the  family,  as  well  as  the  standards  of  self-supporting 
citizens  in  the  neighborhood,  should  also  be  considered. 

The  amount  of  weekly  aid  should  vary  with  the  changing 
needs  of  the  family.  For  instance,  aid  should  be  increased  in 
time  of  sickness;  and  it  should  be  decreased  proportionately  as 
the  earning  capacity,  or  the  income  of  the  family  from  any  other 
source,  increases.  Aid  should  be  discontinued  as  soon  as  the 
family  becomes  self-supporting. 

Weekly  Expenses:  The  following  items  of  expense  are  suggested 
for  the  careful  consideration  of  the  overseers  when  estimating 
the  amount  of  aid  necessary  for  a  given  family:  — 

Food  —  Extra  food  allowance  should  be  made  for  members  of  the  fam- 
ily who  are  predisposed  to  tuberculosis  or  who  are  convalescing  from 
illness.  In  large  families  the  per  capita  food  allowance  may  be  somewhat 
reduced. 

Rent  —  a  reasonable  amount  for  a  suitable  tenement  of  proper  size  in 
a  desirable  location. 

Fuel  — 

Clothing  — 

Weekly  Income:  The  following  sources  of  weekly  income 
should  be  carefully  considered  by  the  overseers  in  estimating  the 
weekly  income  of  a  given  family:  — 
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Income  from  fmids,  pensions,  rentals,  etc. 
Aid  from  relatives  and  societies. 
Net  wages  of  mother  for  part-time  work. 
Net  wages  of  children  of  working  age. 

The  amount  of  aid  needed  hy  a  given  family  may  be  esti- 
mated by  finding  the  difference  between  its  adequate  weekly  ex- 
pendUures  and  the  weekly  income. 


Rules    relative    to    Notice    and    Reimbursement    bt    the 

Commonwealth. 

1.  An  applicant  for  mothers'  aid  should  apply  in  person  to 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  town  where  she  resides, 
and  she  should  file  a  statement  as  to  her  resources  and  her  needs 
on  Form  1479. 

2.  Aid  should  be  rendered  directly  to  the  applicant,  or,  in 
case  of  illness,  to  her  authorized  adult  representative.  Minor 
children  should  not  be  allowed  to  call  at  the  overseers'  office  for 
mothers'  aid. 

3.  Overseers  of  the  poor  should  notify  the  State  Board  of 
Charity  on  Form  1477  or  1478  when  they  begin  to  aid,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  763,  Acts  of  1913,  and  such  original  notice 
shall  remain  in  force  until  the  case  is  closed. 

4.  When  a  recipient  of  mothers'  aid  moves  out  of  a  city  or 
town  the  case  should  be  closed.  A  new  application  for  mothers' 
aid  should  be  made  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  to 
which  the  family  has  removed. 

5.  Whenever  a  case  is  closed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor, 
the  overseers  should  notify  the  State  Board  of  Charity  of  the 
date  when  the  last  aid  was  rendered,  and  state  their  reasons  for 
dosing  the  case  on  Form  1475. 

6.  Whenever  an  applicant  changes  her  address  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  should  notify  the  State  Board  of  Charity. 

7.  If  a  case  that  has  been  closed  is  reopened  the  overseers 
should  state  upon  the  new  notice  their  reasons  for  reopening  the 
case. 

8.  If  the  overseers  of  the  poor  and  the  State  Board  of  Charity 
consider  it  is  for  the  welfare  of  the  family,  reimbursement  will 
be  approved  by  the  Commonwealth  during  the  absence  on  vaca- 
tion of  the  mother  or  any  of  her  dependent  children.  During  the 
temporary  absence  from  the  State  of  a  recipient  of  mothers' 
aid,  the  weekly  payments  under  the  mothers'  aid  law  should  be 
suspended  unless  otherwise  authorized  by  the  State  Board  of 
Charity. 
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9.  After  each  quarterly  visit  (as  required  by  section  3,  chapter 
763),  the  overseers  of  the  poor  should  report  to  the  State  Board 
of  Charity  on  Form  1475  as  to  conditions  in  the  home  and  as  to 
the  continuance  or  discontinuance  of  aid.  These  quarterly  re- 
ports serve  as  renewal  notices  and  as  reports  of  the  result  of  the 
yearly  reconsideration  of  the  case. 

10.  Reimbursement  by  the  Commonwealth,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  6,  chapter  763,  will  not  be  allowed  for 
more  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  of  mailing  of  the  original 
notice. 

11.  Application  for  burial  expenses  should  be  made  upon  Form 
1480,  and  this  statement  should  be  filed  with  the  bill  claiming 
reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth. 

12.  In  all  cases  the  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  furnish  satis- 
factory proof  that  the  applicant  has  resided  in  Massachusetts 
for  three  years  next  prior  to  the  date  of  her  application  for 
mothers'  aid. 

13.  In  cases  where  the  overseers  of  the  poor  claim  that  the 
mother  aided  has  no  legal  settlement,  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
shall  furnish  satisfactory  proof  that  there  is  no  settlement  in  any 
city  or  town  in  Massachusetts. 

14.  In  cases  where  the  mother  aided  has  a  lawful  settlement 
in  another  city  or  town  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  overseers 
shall  notify  such  city  or  town  when  they  begin  to  aid  on  Form 
1470.  Denial  of  settlement  must  be  made  by  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  thus  notified  within  thirty  days. 

15.  Bills  should  be  rendered  to  the  Commonwealth  semi-annu- 
ally, for  the  periods  ending  April  30  and  October  31. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  requirements  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1918,  is  submitted. 

From  the  tabulation  on  page  106  it  appears  that  since 
September  1,  1913,  the  date  when  this  law  went  into  effect, 
notices  of  claims  for  reimbursement  by  cities  and  towns  have 
reached  the  State  Board  of  Charity  involving  a  total  of 
7,651  mothers  with  24,464  dependent  children  under  fourteen 
years  of  age.  Thirteen  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  were 
without  legal  settlement  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  State,  as 
required  by  section  6  of  the  statute,  reimbursed  the  entire 
amount  of  aid,  therefore,  in  13  per  cent  of  the  cases,  and  one- 
third  in  the  remaining  87  per  cent.  Since  the  total  expendi- 
tures from  the  State  for  reimbursement  were  $1,674,999.36  in 
this  period,  it  is  possible  to  approximate  closely  the  total  paid 
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out  by  cities  and  towns  for  mothers'  aid,  and  the  grand  total  of 
all  amounts  except  overhead  expenses  paid  out  of  government 
funds  under- this  law.  The  local  outlay  would  be  $2,211,679.22, 
and  the  grand  total  paid  from  public  funds  since  the  law  went 
into  effect,  $3,886,678.58. 

A  noteworthy  feature  of  the  relative  burdens  of  the  State  and 
the  cities  and  towns  under  mothers'  aid  is  the  gradual  increase 
in  the  proportion  of  unsettled  cases  and  the  consequent  upward 
trend  of  the  State's  contribution. 

The  following  tabulation  indicates  these  proportions  and  the 
estimated  total  of  outlays,  excepting  overhead  expenses.  For 
the  State  service  this  item  of  overhead  expense  has  closely  ap- 
proximated $65,700  for  the  period  beginning  September  1,  1913, 
and  closing  November  30,  1918.  For  the  cities  and  towns  the 
figure  is  unascertained.

During  the  year  213  cities  and  towns  out  of  the  total  of  354 
gave  aid  under  this  law.  This  total  is  5  higher  than  last  year. 
See  list  on  page  107  following.  There  were  1,068  notices  received 
claiming  reimbursement  for  aid  rendered  to  families  which  had 
legal  settlement,  and  225  covering  families  having  no  legal 
settlement,  making  a  total  of  1,283  notices  for  the  year,  an  in- 
crease of  226  over  the  preceding  year. 

In  connection  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  families  re- 
ceiving mothers'  aid  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  numbers  jumped 
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at  a  rapid  rate  following  the  epidemic  of  influenza.  In  the  two 
months'  period  covered  by  October  and  November,  1918,  there 
were  493  notices,  while  in  the  corresponding  period  for  1917  the 
total  was  only  168.  Yet  this  period  was  largely  in  the  epidemic, 
when  life  insurance  and  the  help  of  friends  were  undoubtedly 
serving  in  a  considerable  degree  to  keep  many  families  from 
public  dependency.  Beginning  in  the  second  month  of  that 
period,  and  continuing  down  into  the  new  year,  the  number  of 
dependent  families  resulting  from  the  disease  is  so  great  as  to 
render  the  estimates  for  mothers'  aid  appropriations  for  1919 
entirely  problematical.  Not  the  least  factor  in  the  estimate  of 
future  dependency  resulting  from  the  ravages  of  influenza  is  the 
fact  that  almost  all  the  fathers  who  died  were  young  men  in  the 
prime  of  life,  —  the  founders  of  very  young  families. 

In  299  of  the  families  coming  to  aid  in  1918  the  father  was 
living.  An  examination  of  the  causes  of  dependency  in  this 
group  shows  that  in  49  per  cent  the  father  was  incapacitated  by 
sickness,  namely,  37  per  cent  by  tuberculosis  and  12  per  cent  by 
other  diseases.  Fifteen  per  cent  of  the  fathers  were  insane. 
Thus,  65  per  cent  of  the  living  fathers  were  incapacitated  either 
by  disease  or  by  insanity.  The  remainder  were  classed  as  irre- 
sponsible. Twenty-five  per  cent,  one-fourth  of  the  entire  group 
of  living  fathers,  had  deserted  their  families.  Seven  per  cent 
were  in  jail  and  one  per  cent  had  been  divorced  or  were  separ 
rated. 

The  average  rate  of  weekly  aid  per  family  during  1918  was 
$8.34.  Out  of  a  total  of  1,239  families  in  which  the  amount  of 
aid  per  week  was  definitely  stated  on  the  notice,  253  families 
were  receiving  $10  a  week;  119  were  receiving  $12;  21  were  re- 
ceiving $14;  and  13  were  receiving  $15.  The  largest  amount 
given  to  any  one  family  was  $24  a  week;  the  smallest,  $1.50. 
Eight  families  were  receiving  $2  each  per  week.  The  t>T)ical 
mothers'  aid  family  is  that  of  a  young  mother,  with  a  number  of 
little  children  who  require  her  whole  time  and  attention,  with- 
out resources  of  her  own  and  with  no  relatives  able  to  assist. 
These  families  require  the  greatest  amount  of  aid.  The  type  of 
family  receiving  the  smaller  amount  is  usually  that  in  which 
some  of  the  children  are  gradually  coming  into  working  age,  and 
are  affording  a  large  share  of  the  family  support. 
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The  cost  of  living  is  still  very  high.  There  has  not  been  a 
corresponding  permanent  increase  in  wages.  In  1914  a  schedule 
of  food  allowance  per  week  was  worked  out  by  this  department, 
as  follows:  — 

Food  for  mother $1  50 

Food  for  children  fourteen  years  and  over,  per  child  .     1  50 

Food  for  children  between  five  and  fourteen  years,  each  .  .     1  25 

Food  for  children  under  five  years,  each  .  '    .       .     1  00 

In  1916  a  25  per  cent  increase  over  these  allowances  was 
recommended  to  the  overseers.  In  1917  the  recommendation 
was  raised  to  40  per  cent  over  the  original  allowance.  At  the 
same  time  the  old  allowance  of  $1  a  week  for  fuel  and  50  cents 
a  week  per  member  for  clothing  was  materially  advanced.  As 
fuel  has  been  scarce  it  is  frequently  recommended  that  fuel  be 
given  in  lieu  of  a  part  of  the  cash  allowance.  The  same  situa- 
tion has  obtained  in  regard  to  clothing,  in  particular  to  shoes. 

Taken  altogether,  the  excessive  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life, 
the  necessity  of  using  food  substitutes,  the  epidemic  and  the 
exorbitant  cost  of  funerals,  aggravated  at  the  height  of  the 
epidemic  by  the  abnormal  demand  for  undertakers'  services,  have 
made  it  a  hard  yeai  for  the  mothers'  aid  families  of  Massachu- 
setts. The  amount  of  aid  has  increased,  but  it  has  not  advanced 
in  proportion  to  the  needs.  The  retarding  effect  of  limited  ap- 
propriations has  done  much  to  slow  up  this  necessary  increase. 
It  must  therefore  be  said  that  mothers'  aid  as  now  extended  is 
far  from  adequate,  to  satisfy  the  justifiable  needs  in  many  cases. 

Now,  as  heretofore,  in  the  operation  of  the  mothers'  aid  law, 
one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  family  is  for  instruction  in 
household  economies.  The  idea  of  the  visiting  housekeeper  re- 
quires extensive  development  to  bring  into  these  homes  a  de- 
gree of  knowledge  and  friendly  help  that  will  make  the  money 
given  out  of  public  funds  as  valuable  in  the  hands  of  the 
mother  as  the  public  can  rightfully  expect  it  to  be.

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SUPERVISION  OF  WAYFARERS'  LODGES  AND  PUBLIC 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

Acts  of  1914;  chapter  606,  places  upon  the  Board  the  duty  of 
annual  inspection  of  all  wayfarers'  lodges  and  public  lodging 
houses  whose  charges  are  25  cents  or  less  for  each  person  per 
day.    The  text  of  the  act  is  as  follows:  — 

Chapter  606,  Acre  of  1914. 

An    Act    to    establish    state    supervision    of    wayfarers' 

lodges  and  public  lodging  houses. 

Section  1.  Every  building,  lodge,  enclosure  or  establishment 
in  which  wayfarers,  tramps,  wanderers,  needy  persons  or  persons 
out  of  work  are  habitually  fed  or  provided  with  a  place  to  sleep, 
whether  under  public  or  private  management,  shall  be  deemed 
a  wayfarers'  lodge  within  the  meaning  of  this  act.  Every  build- 
ing not  licensed  as  an  inn,  having  a  capacity  for  housing  ten 
or  more  persons,  in  which  persons  are  lodged  for  a  price  of 
twenty-five  cents  or  less  for  each  person  for  a  day  of  twenty- 
four  hours,  or  for  any  part  thereof,  or  free,  or  in  return  for  any 
work,  service  or  value  rendered,  shall  be  deemed  a  public  lodging 
house  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  state  board  of  charity  shall  visit  and  inspect, 
at  least  once  in  each  year,  every  wayfarers'  lodge  and  every 
public  lodging  house  found  within  the  commonwealth,  and  for 
this  purpose  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  premises 
where  such  lodge  or  lodging  house  is  maintained,  at  any  or  all 
times  of  the  day  or  night. 

Section  3.  The  said  board  shall  have  authority  to  consult 
with  and  advise  individuals  or  officers  conducting  any  such 
lodge  or  lodging  house  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  same  and 
the  best  methods  of  serving  the  public  welfare  thereby,  and 
may,  in  its  discretion,  transmit  a  statement  of  its  findings  as  a 
result  of  its  inspection  or  consultation  to  any  person,  officer  or 
board  properly  interested  therein. 

Section  4.  The  said  board  may  require  of  all  persons,  offi- 
cers or  boards  conducting  a  wayfarers'  lodge  or  a  public  lodging 
house  such  reports  of  facts  and  circumstances  relative  thereto,  its 
inmates  and  its  administration  as  the  board  may  deem  advisable. 

Section  5.  The  said  board  shall  include  in  its  annual  report 
to  the  governor  and  council  a  detailed  report  of  its  inspection  and 
supervision  hereunder,  and  such  other  matters  relating  to  way- 
farers' lodges  and  public  lodging  houses  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  take  eflFect  upon  its  passage. 
[Approved  June  2,  1914* 
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£ach  yeaT  since  the  passage  of  this  statute  the  Board  has 
sought  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  allow  the  appointment  of 
an  inspector  to  carry  on  this  work,  but  no  appropriation  has 
thus  far  been  granted,  and  no  inspector  has  been  appointed. 

Such  inspection  as  the  Board  has  been  able  to  accomplish, 
therefore,  has  been  carried  out  by  the  inspjector  of  almshouses. 
The  results  of  the  year's  examinations  follow:  — 

There  are  three  classes  of  establishments  falling  within  the 
provisions  of  this  act:  — 

1.  Commercial;  managed  for  profit,  and  not  connected  with 
charities  in  any  way.  ^ 

2.  Charitable;    maintained  by  philanthropic  organizations. 

3.  Municipal;  supported  by  municipal  funds  and  managed 
usually  in  connection  with  wood  yards. 

The  abnormal  demand  for  labor,  with  consequent  absence  of 
unemployment,  has  made  a  hard  year  for  low-paid  lodging 
houses.  Some  have  been  closed.  Those  that  have  continued 
have  had  to  resort  to  many  expedients,  such  as  closing  the 
upper  floors  to  reduce  overhead  expenses  and  make  the  business 
pay  without  an  excessive  raising  of  prices. 

As  might  be  expected,  also,  these  same  abnormal  demands 
for  labor  are  responsible  for  a  change  in  the  character  of  the 
patronage.  The  stable  element  of  laboring  men  who  make  up  a 
large  proportion  of  the  lodgers  in  normal  times  has  dwindled, 
while  the  proportion  of  transients  has  risen.  The  floater  is  a 
less  desirable  lodger  in  ordinary  times.  Under  the  war  condi- 
tions of  1918  he  is  still  more  apt  to  be  the  irresponsible  wanderer 
who  begs  for  his  lodgings. 

The  commercial  houses  in  Boston  are  with  one  exception 
located  either  in  the  South  End  or  on  the  water  front.  Of  the 
group  at  the  South  End,  three,  with  a  normal  capacity  of  569 
beds,  are  under  a  single  management.  On  the  water  front  are 
six  commercial  establishments  with  a  total  normal  bed  capacity 
of  525. 

In  each  of  these  Boston  houses  the  plant  was  found  to  be 
clean  and  sanitary.  The  beds  were  fair,  and  other  facilities  ade- 
quate. Prices  have  advanced  somewhat,  and  now  stand  at  20 
and  25  cents.    Lockers  and  individual  towels  are  provided. 
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The  city  of  Boston  maintains  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge,  with  192 
beds,  where  men  obtain  food  and  lodging  in  exchange  for  work  in 
the  wood  yard.  The  Chardon  Street  Home  affords  correspond- 
ing facilities  for  feeding  and  housing  women  and  children. 

The  charitable  houses  are:  — 

The  Boston  Industrial  Home,  17  Davis  Street,  95  beds,  prices 
15  and  20  cents;   work  allowed  in  payment. 

Boston  Ladies'  Bethel  Society,  8  North  Bennet  Street,  15  beds 
for  men  at  25  cents. 

Eastern  Missionary  Association,  111  Webster  Street,  East  Bos- 
ton, 40  beds  for  men  at  25  cents. 

Immigrants'  Home,  72  Marginal  Street,  East  Boston. 

Rufus  A.  Dawes  Hotel,  535  beds,  10  cents. 

The  Dawes  Hotel  has  been  taken  over  by  the  United  States 
government  and  is  therefore  discontinued  temporarily  as  a  lodg- 
ing house. 

Standards  in  these  several  places  vary  somewhat,  though  con- 
ditions in  all  are  fair. 

In  Fall  River  there  is  one  commercial  house  and  two  chari- 
table. The  total  bed  capacity  is  143.  One  of  these  latter,  con- 
ducted by  the  Salvation  Army,  has  wooden  cubicles,  but  is  kept 
clean.  Lodgers  occupy  mostly  by  the  week.  The  Rescue  Mission, 
which  is  the  other  charitable  house,  is  unfavorably  located  above 
a  shop  containing  large  quantities  of  inflammable  materials,  old 
furniture  and  clothing;  and  under  a  loft  which  was,  at  the  time 
of  inspection,  being  used  in  the  manufacture  of  women's  gar- 
ments. The  bed  linen  in  this  house  was  found  to  be  not  as 
clean  as  good  standards  would  require. 

Lawrence  has  one  commercial  house  in  good  condition.  Lowell 
has  one  in  fair  condition.  The  two  houses  formerly  operating  in 
Lynn  have  both  been  closed,  one  of  them  by  action  of  the  local 
board  of  health.  New  Bedford  has  two  charitable  lodging 
houses,  only  one  of  which  is  in  use.  This  house.  The  City 
Mission,  comer  of  Mill  and  Second  streets,  has  a  poor  location, 
where  the  fire  hazard  is  apparent.  The  only  house  in  Salem 
conducted  by  the  Salvation  Army  has  been  closed  this  year. 
The  city  of  Springfield  conducts  a  Wayfarers'  Lodge  and  wood 
^ard.    As  times  are  good,  there  are  few  applications  for  lodging. 
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Induding  the  Railroad  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  at 
West  Springfield,  the  city  has  four  charitable  houses,  namely:  — 

The  Railroad  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  15  Railroad 
Terrace,  87  beds,  single  rooms  and  cubicles  for  men,  prices 
25  to  75  cents;   also  a  lunch  room. 

The  Springfield  Rescue  Mission,  36  Willow  Street,  100  beds  for 
men,    15  to  25  cents. 

The  Home  for  Friendless  Women,  Williams  Street. 

The  Railroad  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  West  Spring- 
field,  108  beds  for  men,  25  to  75  cents,  with  lunch  room. 

These  institutions  are  clean  and  well  managed.     The  West 
Springfield  building  is  new  and  was  built  for  the  purpose. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  DUTIES  OF  THE  BOARD. 
The  State  Outdoor  Poor. 

Numbers. 

The  statutes  provide  that  the  expense  of  such  relief,  following 
'proper  notice  to  the  Board,  and  approval  after  consideration, 
shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth.  In  accordance 
with  these  laws,  16,044  such  notices  were  received  during  the 
official  year  from  212  cities  and  towns  on  account  of  30,563 
persons  and  11,628  patients,  a  net  decrease  of  1,749,  or  about 
9|  per  cent,  from  the  previous  year.  Of  these  notices  8,541, 
concerning  8,541  individuals,  were  on  account  of  persons  too 
sick  to  be  removed;  2,802  notices,  concerning  2,802  individuals, 
were  on  account  of  persons  sick  with  dangerous  diseases;  343 
notices,  concerning  1,519  individuals,  were  for  cases  of  wife- 
settlement;  and  4,358  notices,  covering  17,701  individuals, 
were  for  temporary  aid  and  transportation.  Of  the  total  num- 
ber of  notices  above  mentioned,  2,618,  concerning  6,281  indi- 
viduals, were  in  cases  on  account  of  which  a  previous  notice  had 
been  received  during  the  year. 

(a)  Cases  of  Sick  State  Poor.  —  The  8,541  notices  of  sick 
State  poor  were  sent  by  141  cities  and  towns  concerning  8,541 
persons  who  were  represented  as  too  ill  to  be  removed.  This 
number  shows  a  net  increase  in  the  number  of  notices  over  the 
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previous  year  of  619,  or  about  7i  per  cent,  and,  as  compared 
with  the  official  year  1915-16,  an  increase  of  258,  or  about  3xif 
per  cent.     The  largest  number  of  notices  received  in  any  one 
month  was  2^149  in  November,  and  the  smallest,  481,  in  July. 
Of  these  notices  numbering  8,541,  3,807,  or  about  44 J  per  cent, 
were  from  the  city  of  Boston,  viz.,  3,788  from  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,    16  from   the  institutions   department,   2   from    the 
Boston  Lying-in  Hospital  and  1  in  the  home.    The  number  of 
visits  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Board  in  the  investigation  of 
these  8,641  notices  was  15,341.    As  a  result  of  these  investiga- 
tions the  overseers  of  the  poor  were  directed  to  discontinue  aid 
in  979  cases  on  account  of  the  recovery  of  the  patient  suffi- 
ciently to  permit  of  his  removal  to  the  State  Infirmary.    In  199 
cases  aid  was  refused  because  at  the  time  of  the  application  the 
patient  could  have  been  removed  without  danger.    Out  of  the 
6,067  cases  investigated  by  the  visitors,  settlements  were  found 
in  130,  covering  130  persons.     Among  those  reported  as  sick 
there  were  769  deaths. 

(6)  Cases  of  Dangerous  Diseases.  —  The  number  of  notices  re- 
ceived was  2,802  from  99  cities  and  towns  concerning  2.802 
persons,  all  patients.  These  figures  show  a  net  decrease  of  864, 
or  about  23^^  per  cent,  from  the  previous  year,  and,  as  com- 
pared with  the  year  1915-16,  a  decrease  of  721,  or  20f  per  cent. 
Of  these  2,802  notices,  1,041,  or  about  37^iy  per  cent,  were  from 
the  city  of  Boston.  The  following  diseases  were  reported:  An- 
terior poliomyelitis,  9;  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  27;  diphtheria, 
829;  gonorrhea,  2;  measles,  244;  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  55; 
scarlet  fever,  385;  smallpox,  18;  suppurative  conjunctivitis,  9; 
syphilis,  2;  tuberculosis,  1,128;  typhoid  fever,  93.  The  num- 
ber of  visits  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Board  in  these  cases 
was  6,578,  and  of  1,812  new  cases  investigated,  settlements  were 
found  in  191,  covering  191  persons. 

(c)  Cases  of  Wife-^ettleTneivl,  —  The  number  of  notices  received 
was  343  from  27  cities  and  towns  concerning  1,519  persons,  of 
whom  285  were  sick.  These  figures  show  a  net  decrease  in  the 
number  of  notices  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  of  198,  or 
about  36?  per  cent,  and,  as  compared  with  the  year  1915-16,  a 
decrease  of  565,  or  about  62^  per  cent.    Of  these  343  notices, 
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187,  or  about  54}  per  cent,  were  from  the  city  of  Boston.  As 
these  343  notices  represent  men  whose  families  have  settlements 
in  some  city  or  town  within  the  Commonwealth,  and  10  of  these 
men  were  found  to  have  a  settlement,  the  total  number  aided 
by  the  State  was  333,  of  whom  176  were  sick.  The  number  of 
visits  made  in  the  cases  was  377.  As  a  result  of  these  visits  aid 
was  refused  in  3  cases. 

(d)  Cases  of  Temporary  Aid.  —  The  number  of  notices  re- 
ceived was  4,358  concerning  17,701  persons  from  187  cities  and 
towns.  The  largest  number  of  notices  received  in  any  one 
month  was  1,694  in  January,  and  the  smallest  number,  136,  in 
June.  The  whole  number  shows  a  net  decrease  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year  of  1,306,  or  about  23  per  cent,  and  with 
the  year  1915-16,  a  decrease  of  807,  or  about  15|  per  cent.  Of 
these  notices,  574,  or  about  13i^r  per  cent,  were  received  from  the 
city  of  Boston.  The  number  of  visits  made  under  these  notices 
was  4,638.  There  were  1,243  new  cases  investigated  by  the 
agents  of  the  Board  and  211  settlements  were  found,  covering 
819  persons.  As  a  result  of  visitation,  aid  was  discontinued  in 
373  cases,  and  in  7  cases  aid  was  refused. 

Transportation  has  been  furnished  during  the  year  to  68  per- 
sons. Of  these,  8  were  sent  to  Canada  and  60  to  other  States, 
as  follows:  Connecticut,  13;  Illinois,  1;  Maine,  1;  New  Hamp- 
shire, 2;  New  Jersey,  1;  New  York,  18;  Rhode  Island,  3; 
Vermont,  21.    (Revised  Laws,  chapter  81,  section  21.) 

Transportation  has  also  been  provided  for  47  shipwrecked 
seamen,  — 12  from  Chatham  to  Boston,  4  from  Plymouth  to 
Bath,  Me.,  31  from  Nantucket  to  New  Bedford  and  Boston. 
(Revised  Laws,  chapter  66,  section  7.) 

Cost. 

The  number,  amount  and  allowance  of  the  bills  examined  by 
the  Board  on  account  of  cases  of  sick  State  poor,  wife-settle- 
ment, dangerous  diseases,  temporary  aid  and  burials  are  shown 
in  the  following  tabulation.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  total 
shown  in  this  table  may  vary  somewhat  from  the  total  paid  out 
of  the  treasury  during  the  fiscal  year  from  the  appropriation  in 
question.    This  possible  variance  arises  from  the  fact  that  bills

The  Board  has  administrative  control  of  all  discharges  from 
the  Massachusetts  State  Infirmary.  In  the  discharge  of  this 
function  it  carries  on  follow-up  work  with  the  mother  and  baby 
cases  leaving  that  institution. 

Six  hundred  twenty-nine  in  this  group,  69  of  whom  were 
girls  between  fifteen  and  twenty-one,  and  145  of  whom  were 
children  under  fifteen,  were  admitted  to  the  State  Infirmary.  In 
100  cases  the  mother  and  child  were  admitted  together.  One 
hundred  three  of  all  these  admissions  were  pregnant  when  re- 
ceived. 

The  discharges  totaled  606,  of  whom  45  were  absconders.  Of 
the  remainder,  29  were  returned  to  court  custody,  and  a  like 
number  were  released  to  the  care  of  other  institutions  or  agen- 
cies, public  or  private.  Sixteen  went  directly  to  their  husbands, 
while  49  were  turned  over  to  other  relatives  or  friends.  Thirty- 
seven  went  to  employment  previously  arranged  for.  The 
instances  of  mothers  discharged  with  their  children  numbered 
365,  and  are  not  included  in  the  above  itemization  of  method  of 
release.  These  mother  and  baby  cases  are  classified  in  some- 
what more  detail,  as  follows:  —

Eighty-one  children  were  born  at  the  Infirmary  during  the 
year,  the  total  representing  less  than  half  the  average  in  normal 
years.    Fifty-nine  were  illegitimate. 

The  average  daily  census  of  mother  and  baby  cases  at  the 
Infirmary  during  this  year  has  been  60.  They  represent  a  prob- 
lem of  great  difiiculty,  —  not  the  least  element  in  it  being  the 
constantly  high  proportion  of  the  feeble-minded.  Some  of  these 
defectives  have  been  retained  for  long  periods  of  time,  because 
they  are  breeders  of  illegitimates  and  spreaders  of  disease  if  re- 
leased into  the  community,  and  the  State  has  no  institutional 
facilities  for  the  feeble-minded  that  can  take  charge  of  them. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  14  such  cases  awaiting  com- 
mitment to  our  schools  for  the  feeble-minded. 
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The  Board  renders  field  service  in  the  nature  of  follow-up  and 
after-care  of  these  mother  and  baby  cases.  They  form  a  diflS- 
cult  problem,  lacking  in  resources,  without  friends,  not  wanted 
as  domestics  if  their  infants  are  to  come  with  them,  yet  re- 
quired to  mother  their  little  ones  if  ftny  real  progress  is  to  be 
made  toward  the  solution  of  their  diflSculties.  During  the  year 
28  girls  have  been  boarded  with  their  babies  in  the  intervals  of 
unemployment  at  a  total  average  cost  of  $24.58  for  each  case. 
The  total  number  of  cases  that  have  come  under  care  in  this 
group  in  1918  has  been  307.  One  hundred  twenty-nine  girls 
were  at  service  with  their  babies  at  the  close  of  the  year.

The  fact  stands  out  in  the  foregoing  data  that  the  family  and 
the  relatives  of  these  victims  of  tragedy  are  seldom  interested 
enough  in  them  to  come  forward  with  support.  The  girl  must 
rely  chiefly  upon  strangers  in  her  illness  and  discouragement. 

Under  the  head  of  mentality  all  girls  who  have  worked  and 
have  successfully  held  their  positions,  showing  good  references 
both  as  to  employment  and  character,  have  been  rated  as 
normal.  The  defectives,  including  the  feeble-minded,  have  all 
been  so  classified  after  thorough  psychopathic  examination. 
The  girl  who  is  always  changing  and  falling  into  difficulties  is 
shown  by  our  experience  in  almost  all  cases  to  be  a  defective 
delinquent. 

In  connection  with  the  conclusion  on  mental  defect  the  fact 
that  47  of  the  50  mothers  support  themselves,  and  that  44  of 
them  provide  partial  or  full  support  for  their  babies  as  well, 
indicates  that  the  mental  defective,  difficult  though  her  case  is 
admitted  to  be,  is  nevertheless  capable,  under  friendly  but  care- 
ful personal  service,  of  readjustment  to  environment  without 
the  necessity  of  custodial  care  in  an  institution.  All  of  these  50 
mothers,  with  one  exception,  have  had  their  babies  with  them 
for  at  least  one  year,  so  that  the  process  of  their  rehabilitation 
has  had  the  great  advantage  of  maternal  affection  thus  de- 
veloped. 

Where  a  girl  has  supported  herself  and  baby,  and  has  shown 
a  fair  record  of  clean  living,  she  has  been  rated  as  a  successful 
case.  Thirty-four  of  the  group  have  done  well,  judged  by  this 
standard.    Sixteen  have  found  a  more  natural  place  in  the  com- 
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munity  through  marriage.  Their  husbands  represent  a  good 
type  of  working  man,  who  have  without  exception  known  all 
the  circumstances  before  marriage,  and  have  taken  the  child 
into  their  homes  as  their  own.  In  only  three  of  the  instances 
was  the  adoptive  father  the  actual  parent. 

Under  pressure  of  the  State  and  Nation  wide  campaign 
against  venereal  diseases,  the  group  of  diseased  girls  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  Board's  social  service  work  have  re- 
ceived more  attention  than  usual.  During  the  year  there  were 
received  at  the  State  Infirmary  39  women  with  s\T)hilis  or 
gonorrhoea.  Of  these,  4  were  under  fifteen  years  of  age;  4 
were  between  fifteen  and  twenty;  26  were  between  twenty  and 
thirty;  and  6  were  over  thirty.  Nineteen  of  these  girls  were 
returned  after  treatment  to  the  courts  from  which  they  had 
been  sent;  2  were  sent  back  to  social  agencies;  3  to  employ- 
ment; and  10  to  relatives.  One  died,  1  was  discharged  to  a 
hospital  outside  the  State  and  3  absconded.  Four  adults  and 
one  child  in  the  total  were  found  to  be  sufifering  from  both 
diseases. 

There  is  a  constant  tendency  for  the  work  of  the  social  service 
staff  to  extend  beyond  the  scope  of  State  Infirmary  cases.  The 
police,  the  Chardon  Street  Home,  Boston,  local  relief  authorities 
and  many  hospitals  frequently  refer  their  mother  and  baby 
problems  to  this  oflBce.  In  this  way  a  work  which  has  grown 
out  of  the  necessity  of  the  State  Infirmary  is  in  process  of 
growth  into  a  larger  field  of  service. 

THE  STATE  MINOR  WARDS. 

Children  in  Care  and  Custody  op  the  Board. 

By  reference  to  the  tables  on  page  134  ^  seq.^  it  appears  that 
at  the  beginning  of  the  last  official  year,  December  1,  1917, 
there  were  6,272  children  in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Board, 
—  300  delinquent  children,  38  wayward  children,  3,354  neg- 
lected children  and  2,680  dependent  children.  There  were  1,056 
children  received  during  the  year,  viz.,  191  delinquent  children, 
3  wayward  children,  452  neglected  children  and  410  dependent 
children.  The  total  number  under  care  during  the  year  was, 
therefore,  7,328.     There  were  882  discharged,  viz.,  209  delin- 
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quent  children,  5  wayward  children,  332  nejsriected  children  and 
336  dependent  children.    At  the  close  of  the  year,  November 
30,   1918,  there  remained  in  charge  of  the  Board,  therefore, 
6,446  children,  classified  as:  delinquent  children,  282;  wayward 
children,  36;  neglected  children,  3,474;   and  dependents,  2,654. 
Of  the  6,446  children  under  care  November  30,  1918,  5,999 
were  over  three  years  of  age  and  cared  for  as  follows:  in  places 
receiving  wages,  690;  in  places  free  of  expense  to  the  State  for 
board,  657;   in  places  partly  supported  by  the  State,  176;    in 
places  fully  supported  by  the  State,  3,533;    at  the  State  In- 
firmary and  other  institutions  not  penal,  subject  to  care  and 
treatment,  609;    in  United  States  service,  167;    in  Canadian 
service,  5;  and  whereabouts  unknown,  166. 

The  447  children  in  the  total  under  care  November  30,  1918, 
who  were  under  three  years  of  age,  were  classified  as  follows: 
in  homes  free  of  expense,  32;  in  homes  fully  supported  by  the 
State,  390;  at  the  State  Infirmary  or  other  institutions,  not 
penal,  25.  One  hundred  sixty-six  in  this  group  reached  the  age 
of  three  years  during  the  year.^ 

Childben  under  Three  Years  op  Age. 

The  total  number  of  infants  in  charge  of  the  Board  at  the 
end  of  the  official  year,  November  30,  1917,  was  437;  the 
number  received  during  the  year  was  288,  making  the  whole 
number  supported  725.  Nine  were  legally  adopted;  166  were 
transferred,  having  reached  the  age  of  three  years;  54  were  dis- 
charged to  parents  or  relatives,  5  to  place  of  settlement,  7  to 
courts  and  37  died.  Thirty-two  of  the  remaining  447  were  in 
free  homes. 

Sixty  of  the  288  infants  received  were  committed  by  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  and  3  by  the  superintendent  of  the  State  In- 
firmary', under  the  provisions  of  section  20,  chapter  83  of  the 

i  In  addition  to  theie  6.446  children  the  Board  has  under  supervision  and  visitation  November 
90,  1018,  633  inmates  of  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys;  365  inmates  of  the  State  Industrial  School 
for  Girls;  256  inmates  of  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys;  3,651  bo3nB  and  357  girb  in  the  custody 
of  the  Trustees  for  Massachusetts  TVaining  Schools  outside  of  the  schools;  147  boys  and  112  girls, 
inmates  of  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School;  117  boys  and  146  girls,  inmates  of  the  four  State 
sanatoria;  38  boys  and  96  girls,  inmates  of  the  State  Infirmary,  who  are  either  young  infants  with 
their  mothers,  or  dee  under  hospital  treatment;  421  inmates  of  the  county  training  schools;  and 
1,345  children  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  cities  and  towns,  making,  approximately,  a  total 
of  1S,0S2  children  in  the  care  and  custody  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board. 
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Revised  Laws.    Eighteen  were  foundlings  and  42  were  indigent 
infants  having  no  known  settlement  in  the  Commonwealth. 

One  hundred  thirty-six  infants  were  received  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  36,  chapter  83,  82  were  committed  as  neglected 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  334,  as  amended  by  chapter  131 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1909,  and  2  under  provisions  of  section 
5,  chapter  563  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1913. 

The  medical  visitor  and  his  assistants  made  7,475  visits. 
This  includes  visits  to  infants  boarded  in  families,  investigation 
of  homes  of  applicants  for  infants  to  board,  and  inspection  of 
homes  of  applicants  for  licenses  to  board  infants;  also  physical 
examination  of  children  at  the  Board's  offices  and  at  the 
Nursery  maintained  by  the  Board. 

All  children  are  vaccinated  when  received  if  there  are  no 
marks  showing  a  previous  successful  vaccination. 

There  were  456  children  admitted  to  the  Nursery. 

The  percentage  of  mortality  for  the  year,  for  the  whole  num- 
ber supported,  was  5.10  +. 

Two  hundred  twelve  of  the  725  infants  supported  were  under 
one  year  of  age.  Twenty-four  died,  making  the  percentage  of 
deaths  for  infants  who  during  some  part  of  the  period  were 
under  one  year  of  age  11.32  +. 

Of  the  24  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  at  the  time 
of  admission  to  care  7  died  after  reaching  the  age  of  one  year, 
making  the  actual  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
17,  and  the  percentage  8. 

The  mortality  rate  was  lower  than  last  year,  —  5.10  as 
against  6.98.  The  rate  for  infants  under  one  year  was  also 
noticeably  lower,  —  8  as  against  13.13.  Twelve  infants  died  at 
the  State  Infirmary.  In  the  epidemic  of  influenza  many  of  the 
children  under  three  years  were  ill,  and  in  some  cases  the  entire 
families  of  the  foster  mothers  were  stricken  with  the  disease, 
obliging  us  to  remove  the  sick  infants  to  a  hospital.  We  had 
but  two  deaths  of  children  under  three  years  due  to  influenza. 

Our  nurses  were  frequently  called  to  attend  outside  emergency 
cases,  as  there  was  a  great  scarcity  of  trained  nuises. 

There  were  18  foundlings  received  during  the  year.  In  four 
cases  the  parentage  was  established. 
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Children  Over  Three  Years  of  Age. 

Children  over  three  years  of  age  in  custody  of  this  Board 
November  30,  1918,  numbered  5,999,  —  2,549  girls  and  3,450 
boys.  This  shows  a  net  increase  in  population  of  164,  or  2.8 
per  cent,  for  the  year. 

Total  admissions  to  this  group  amounted  to  1,098,  including 
164  transferred  from  the  subdivision  of  children  under  three 
years  of  age,  and  934  new  children  received.  Eighty-one  girls 
and  146  boys,  having  attained  their  majority,  passed  out  of 
custody  during  the  year,  and  543  were  otherwise  discharged. 

One  thousand  two  hundred  sixty-five  boys  are  over  fourteen 
years  of  age;  247,  or  19.5  per  cent,  attend  school  under  condi- 
tions as  follows:  board  and  clothing  are  provided  for  172;  22 
are  partly  free  of  exp'ense;  32  free;  14  receive  wages;  and  7  are 
on  parole  in  own  homes.  One  hundred  seventy-eight  of  this 
number  are  at  grammar  school;  58  at  high  school;  3  at  college; 
2  at  business  college;  and  6  at  trade  schools. 

At  the  dose  of  the  year  183  boys  were  in  the  service  of  our 
country:  during  the  war  4  were  killed  or  died  as  the  result  of 
wounds  received  in  action,  and  26  reached  their  majority,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  213  wards  of  this  Commonwealth  who  volunteered 
in  the  United  States  service;  80  entered  the  navy,  and  127  the 
army.    In  addition,  6  boys  enlisted  in  the  Canadian  Army. 

The  distinguished  service  cross  was  conferred  on  two,  one  of 
whom  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  at  Chateau-Thierry.  This 
young  hero  had  been  in  our  care  since  1907.  When  he  reached 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  he  made  application  for  enlistment, 
and  became  a  member  of  Co.  K,  104th  Infantry.  While  acting 
as  a  runner  for  his  company  he  carried  messages  through  heavy 
artillery  fire  with  absolute  fearlessness  until  he  was  killed. 

The  other  boy  who  was  the  recipient  of  this  honor  is  one  of  a 
family  of  five  children  who  have  been  under  our  care  since 
1904.  He  enlisted  in  the  service  at  the  time  our  country 
entered  the  great  war,  and  became  a  member  of  the  104th 
Regiment.  The  cross  was  conferred  for  extraordinary  heroism 
in  action  east  of  Belleau,  France.  With  one  companion,  under 
the  leadership  of  an  officer,  a  machine-gun  nest  was  charged^ 
two  guns  seized  and  13  men  killed  or  captured. 
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In  the  group  of  786  girls  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  347,  or 
41.6  per  cent,  are  receiving  education,  — 166  at  grammar 
school,  11  at  junior  high  school,  143  at  high  school,  9  at  trade 
school,  5  at  business  college,  4  at  normal  school.  Six  attend 
evening  high  school  and  three  are  receiving  nurses'  training  in 
hospitals.  These  girls  are  placed  as  follows:  152  boarded  in 
families,  143  partly  free,  23  free,  7  earning  wages  and  22  on 
parole. 

We  have  found  the  placing  of  children  a  greater  pioblem  than 
ever  before,  due  to  the  scarcity  of  good  family  homes  and  the 
falling  off  in  applications  for  children.  The  causes  which  have 
contributed  to  this  condition  are  (1)  the  world  war,  which  re- 
moved from  many  of  our  foster  homes  the  men  who  were  the 
main  support,  necessitating  the  entrance  into  industrial  occupa- 
tions of  women  who  bad  formerly  remained  in  the  home;  (2) 
the  influenza  epidemic,  which  broke  out  in  September,  con- 
tinued through  the  following  months,  and  caused  the  removal  of 
many  children  from  homes  where  the  foster  mother  or  some 
other  member  of  the  family  had  died;  (3)  the  continued  high 
cost  of  food  and  other  household  necessities,  which  has  made  it 
necessary  for  us  to  remove  children  from  homes  where  foster 
parents  could  not  provide  suitable  and  necessary  food. 

An  increase  in  the  amount  paid  for  board  is  necessary  to 
meet  these  conditions.  While  the  financial  element  is  far  from 
being  the  first  consideration  in  securing  suitable  homes  for  our 
constantly  expanding  numbers,  it  is  an  important  factor  which 
must  be  dealt  with  justly. 

We  received  1,439  applications  for  children  last  year.  Five 
hundred  eighty-nine  requested  older  boys  and  girls  whose  serv- 
ices were  required  for  wages.  Eight  hundred  fifty  families 
applied  for  children  twelve  years  of  age  or  younger,  and  after 
investigation  but  432  of  this  number  were  approved. 

The  care  of  the  feeble-minded  outside  an  institution  still  pre- 
sents its  serious  diflBculties.  During  the  past  year  39  children 
have  been  added  to  the  list  segregated  in  boarding  homes, 
which  has  been  our  only  resource  the  past  few  years,  —  26  boys 
from  five  to  fifteen  years  old,  and  13  girls  from  nine  to  seven- 
teen years  of  age.    It  was  necessary  to  send  to  the  State  In- 
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firmary  as  "unboardable"  9  boys  and  10  girls,  — 7  for  medical 
treatment;  5  as  incorrigible;  1  partially  blind  and  helpless;  and 
6  as  idiotic. 

On  November  30,  1917,  55  boys  and  78  girls  from  five  to 
twenty  years  of  age  were  at  board  in  special  homes.  As  75  per 
cent  of  the  girls  were  over  fifteen  years  of  age  the  grave  respon- 
sibility for  their  safe  keeping  in  the  community  is  obvious. 
Only  24  of  33  homes  in  use  during  the  year  are  now  available, 
—  a  distinct  loss  to  the  department  because  of  the  great  diffi- 
culty in  finding  suitable  women  willing  to  assume  the  burden. 
Twenty-one  girls  and  30  boys  have  been  in  public  schools  for 
the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  year.  It  was  found  necessary  to  re- 
move several  whose  failure  to  progress  made  their  continued 
attendance  unwarranted. 

During  the  year  10  more  girls  were  given  a  trial  at  domestic 
work  at  small  wages,  and  under  careful  visitation  appear  to  be 
doing  well  and  seem  to  justify  the  experiment  of  a  year  ago. 
Three  girls  on  probation  to  relatives  are  engaged  in  industrial 
work,  and  are  very  happy  to  be  earning  their  own  living. 

The  State  schools  for  the  feeble-minded  are  still  overcrowded, 
and  but  few  of  the  many  needy  cases  could  be  admitted  this 
year,  —  a  total  of  13  boys  and  17  girls.  We  are  indebted  for  a 
few  of  that  number  to  vacancies  therein  caused  by  death  from 
influenza. 

Unless  relief  by  institutional  care  for  the  feeble-minded  girl 
approaching  her  majority  is  soon  forthcoming,  she  must  per- 
force step  back  into  her  old  environment  to  shift  for  herself,  and 
our  years  of  effort  to  protect  her  and  the  community  will  have 
been  only  partially  successful. 

Investigating  Department. 

The  unusual  demand  for  labor  and  the  high  wages  paid  show 
their  influence  on  the  statistics  of  the  investigating  department 
for  the  year.  For  the  first  time  there  has  been  a  diminution  of 
applications  for  aid,  and  the  amount  of  money  contributed  by 
relatives  through  voluntary  agreements  has  been  nearly  doubled. 

Many  gloomy  prophecies  were  made  regarding  the  increase  of 
illegitimacy  due  to  war  conditions,  but  these  have  proved  to  be 
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unfounded  so  far  as  tbis  department  is  affected.  There  has  been 
no  perceptible  increase  in  applications  for  illegitimate  children. 
Although  many  of  the  mothers  have  reported  alleged  fathers  to 
be  in  the  service,  the  aggregate  of  cases  is  probably  not  greater 
than  it  would  be  in  normal  peace  times.  Less  than  300  of  the 
1,432  applications  received  were  for  illegitimate  children. 

During  the  year  the  department  received  304  dependent  chil- 
dren  under  section  36,  chapter  83  of  the  Revised  Laws.  Sixty- 
six,  or  21.7  per  cent,  of  this  number  were  illegitimate.  The  fol- 
lowing diagram  shows  the  chief  causes  for  the  reception  of  these 
children:  — 


Illegitimate  children  received  and  causes  for  acceptance. 


The  large  proportion  of  mentally  deficient  mothers  in  the 
cases  of  illegitimate  children  is  significant.  A  well-defined 
policy  has  been  established.  Unless  the  mother  is  mentally  or 
physically  below  grade  the  effort  is  to  help  her  to  meet  her  own 
problem  rather  than  relieve  her  of  it.  But  37.2  per  cent  of  the 
children  received  came  for  other  reasons. 
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The  following  diagram  shows  the  causes  for  acceptance  of  the 
238  dependent  children  received  who  were  l^itimate :  —

When  the  mother  is  removed  from  the  family  circle  by  death 
or  illness  the  problem  becomes  a  difficult  one.  It  is  possible  in 
only  a  few  instances  to  make  plans  by  which  the  family  may  be 
kept  together.  Thirty  per  cent  of  the  legitimate  children  re- 
ceived were  taken  by  reason  of  the  death  of  the  mother,  and  21 
per  cent  because  of  her  illness.  This  proportion  was  greatly 
increased  by  the  influenza  epidemic  of  the  last  three  months  of 
the  year. 

Many  of  the  cases  have  other  contributing  conditions  thau 
those  assigned,  but  in  every  instance  the  reason  was  chosen 
which  turned  the  decision.  In  cases  where  desertion  of  father  is 
given  as  the  primary  cause  there  is  added,  many  times,  in- 
efficiency or  immorality  of  the  mother  such  as  to  make  mother's 
aid  inadvisable,  but  not  sufficiently  pronounced  to  warrant  neg- 
lect proceedings. 
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The  department  had  committed  to  its  care  during  the  year, 
under  section  20,  chapter  83  of  the  Revised  Laws,  101  children, 
71  less  than  the  preceding  j'^ear;  18  of  these  were  foundlings. 
Most  cases  of  abandoned  children  and  orphans  with  no  one 
legally  responsible  for  them  are  so  committed  by  advice  from 
the  department.  Four  of  the  foundlings  were  identified  and  in 
two  instances  returned  to  relatives.

Licensed  Boarding  Houses  for  Infants. 

During  the  last  ofBcial  year  349  licenses  to  maintain  boarding 
houses  for  infants  were  granted  by  the  Board  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  2,  chapter  83,  Revised  Laws,  in  75  cities  and 
towns,  in  addition  to  the  353  licenses  in  force  at  the  expiration 
of  the  previous  year;  319  licenses  expired  by  the  one-year  limi- 
tation; 60  were  revoked,  —  54  on  account  of  change  of  resi- 
dence, 3  for  neglect  of  infants,  2  for  intemperance,  1  by  death; 
and  323  licenses,  permitting  the  boarding  of  673  infants  in  72 
cities  and  towns,  remained  in  force  November  30,  1918.  These 
represent  the  licensed  homes,  not  only  of  infants  supported  by 
the  Commonwealth,  but  of  those  placed  out  by  parents  and 
many  private  agencies. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  licenses  issued,  the 
number  of  cities  and  towns  where  licensees  reside,  the  number  of 
licenses  expired  and  revoked,  the  whole  number  in  force,  etc., 
for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1918,  and  twenty-six  preced-

During  the  year  ending  November  30,  1918,  212  visits  of  in- 
spection of  lying-in  hospitals  were  made  by  the  inspector.  Par- 
ticular effort  was  made  to  see  that  the  hospital  authorities  used 
some  prophylactic  in  the  eyes  of  new-bom  infants  in  accordance 
with  Rule  8  of  the  Regulations  for  Lying-in  Hospitals.  Rule  8 
is  as  follows:  — 

Each  licensee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  use  at  every  birth, 
for  the  prevention  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  of  either  the 
1  per  cent  solution  of  nitrate  of  silver  furnished  to  physicians 
by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  or  some  similar  preparation 
having  the  approval  of  the  said  Department. 

Three  hundred  sixty-six  notices  of  the  discharge  from  lying-in 
hospitals  of  infants  who  have  had  sore  eyes  were  received  dur- 
ing the  year  in  accordance  with  Rule  9  of  the  regulations. 
These  notices  were  received  from  28  hospitals  having  a  total 
number  of  births  during  the  year  of  9,513.  According  to  these 
figures  sore  eyes  developed  in  3.45  of  the  births  as  compared 
with  5.49  in  1917,  4.67  in  1916  and  5.50  in  1915. 

The  foUow^ing  table  shows  in  detail  the  reports  received  from 
lying-in  hospitals  in  accordance  with  Rule  9  for  the  period  of 
December  1,  1917,  to  November  30,  1918:  — 
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Ttjition  of  Children  under  the  Care  and  Control  of 

THE  Board. 

Section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by 
chapter  78  of  the  General  Acts  of  1915,  provides  that  — 

For  the  tuition  in  the  public  schools  in  any  city  or  town  of  a 
child  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  who  shall  be 
placed  elsewhere  than  in  his  own  home  by  the  state  board  of 
charity  ...  or  kept  under  the  control  of  .  .  .  said  board  in 
said  city  or  town,  the  commonwealth  shall  pay  to  said  city 
or  town  .  .  .  seyenty-five  cents  for  each  week  of  five  days,  or 
major  parts  thereof,  of  attendance  of  every  such  child  in  the 
public  schools.  For  the  transportation  to  and  from  a  public 
school  of  any  child  whose  tuition  is  payable  by  the  common- 
wealth .  .  .  the  commonwealth  .  .  .  shall  pay  to  the  city  or  town 
furnishing  such  transportation,  for  each  week  of  five  days  or  major 
part  thereof,  an  amount  equal  to  the  average  amount  for  each 
child  paid  by  said  city  or  town  per  week  for  the  transportation  of 
children  to  and  from  school  over  the  route  by  which  such  child  is 
conveyed. 

Under  the  operation  of  this  law  bills  received  from  224  cities 
and  towns  for  the  tuition  and  transportation  of  3,001  children, 
amounting  to  $60,193.54,  —  viz.,  schooling,  $55,399.50;  trans- 
portation, $4,794.04,  —  were  audited  by  the  Board  and  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  during  the  last  official 
year,  as  follows:  —

Charitable  Corporations 

The  State  Board  of  Charity  endorses  no  private  charitable  organiza- 
tion or  agency.  This  rule  is  absolute,  regardless  of  the  known  standing 
of  any  such  society.  Inspection  and  the  publication  of  the  annual  return 
in  this  volume  do  not  mean  approval;  on  the  contrary,  inspection  may 
mean  the  discovery  of  conditions  calling  for  condemnation.  No  agency  is 
warranted,  therefore,  in  using  the  fact  of  inspection  in  such  manner  as  to 
lead  the  public  to  believe  that  the  State  Board  has  approved  or  in  any 
sense  recommends  its  work. 


PRIVATE  CHARITABLE  CORPORATIONS. 


Government  supervision  of  private  charitable  corporations  is 
provided  in  three  legislative  enactments,  the  first  of  which  re- 
quires the  State  Board  of  Charity  to  investigate  all  petitions 
for  charitfible  charters,  while  the  second  and  third  call  for 
annual  inspection  and  annual  reporting.  In  the  following  pages 
of  this  part  of  the  report  the  functions  of  the  Board  and  the 
year's  work  under  these  several  statutes  are  explained.  This 
statement  is  followed  by  abstracts  of  the  annual  returns  of  the 
various  charities  in  a  form  intended  to  serve  as  a  handbook  of 
all  the  incorporated  charities  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Investigation  of  Charitable  Organisatione  seeking  Incorporation. 

AcTB  OF  1010,  Chaptbr  181. 

Section  1.  Before  making  and  issuing  a  certificate  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  a  charitable  corporation  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  shall 
also  forward  such  statement  as  is  described  in  the  preceding  section  to 
the  state  board  of  charity,  which  shall  immediately  make  an  investiga- 
tion as  to  thc^  persons  who  have  asked  to  be  incorporated  and  as  to  the 
purposes  of  the  incorporation/  and  any  other  material  facts  relative 
thereto,  and  shall  give  them  a  public  hearing,  notice  of  which  shall  be 
published  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  some  paper  pub- 
lished in  the  county  in  which  the  corporation  is  to  have  its  principal 
office  or  rooms,  and  if  said  office  or  rooms  are  to  be  in  Boston,  in  some 
Boston  daily  paper,  the  last  publication  to  be  at  least  three  days  before 
the  day  set  for  the  hearing,  and  shall  forthwith  report  to  the  secretary 
of  the  commonwealth  all  the  facts  ascertained  by  it.  If  it  appears  to  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth  from  said  report  or  otherwise  that  the 
probable  purpose  of  the  formation  of  the  proposed  corporation  is  to  cover 
any  ill^^l  business,  or  that  the  persons  asking  for  incorporation  are  not 
suitable  persons,  from  lack  of  financial  ability  or  from  any  other  cause, 
he  shaU  refuse  to  issue  his  certificate.  If  he  refuses  to  issue  his  certificate, 
the  persons  asking  to  be  incorporated  may  appeal  to  the  superior  court, 
trhich  shall  hear  the  case  and  finally  determine  whether  or  not  the  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation  shall  be  issued. 
SscnoN  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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During  the  year  ending  November  30,  1918,  51  applications 
for  charters  have  been  referred  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  this  Board,  which  has  investigated,  given  hear- 
ings and  reported  on  the  39  applications  noted  below.  In  1 
case  the  petition  was  withdrawn  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
before  the  hearing.  Reports  were  made  also  in  the  case  of  2 
other  petitions  previously  received  and  pending  when  the  year 
began.    Eleven  cases  were  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Wesley  Foundation  at  Harvard  University,  Cambridge. 

World  War  Associates  of  Taunton,  The,  Taunton, 

Thirty-five  of  the  above  petitions  have  been  granted  and 
charters  issued,  while  4  have  been  refused. 

During  the  eight  years  and  nine  months  which  have  elapsed 
since  the  passage  of  the  law  (March  7,  1910,  to  November  30, 
1918)  the  Board  has  reported  upon  466  applications  for  charters, 
385  of  which  were  granted,  68  refused,  1  withdrew  after  investi- 
gation, and  12  had  not  been  acted  upon  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  up  to  November  30,  1918.  In  54  other  cases  the  applica- 
tions were  withdrawn  before  investigation.

Inspection  of  Charitable  Corporations. 

Chapter  379  of  the  Acts  of  1909  requires  the  State  Board  of 
Charity  to  make  annual  inspection  of  charitable  corporations 
which  consent  to  said  inspection.  The  text  of  the  act  is  as  fol- 
lows: — 

Acts  of  1900,  Chaptsb  379. 

Section  1.  The  state  board  of  charity,  upon  the  request  or  with  the 
consent  of  a  charitable  corporation  which,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
fourteen  of  chapter  eighty-four  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by 
chapter  four  hundred  and  two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  three,  is  required  to  make  an  annual  report  to  said  board,  shall,  at 
least  once  in  every  year,  visit  and  inspect  the  institution  or  investigate 
the  work  of  such  corporation. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

One  hundred  eighty-two  inspections  have  been  made  during 
the  past  year  involving  numerous  conferences  with  directors  and 
manv  visits  to  institutions.

There  have  been  126  inquiries  in  regard  to  particular  agencies 
by  persons  not  connected  with  them  as  officers  or  members,  and 
335  inquiries  on  general  matters  connected  with  the  field  of 
private  charity. 
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Number  and  ClaBsiflcation  of  Incorporated  Charities  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  more  than  1,000  corporations 
chartered  as  charities  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Of  these,  substantially  three-fourths  remain  in  active  operation 
and  make  annual  returns  to  this  Board  as  required  by  law. 
The  residue  of  active  agencies  that  for  various  reasons  fail  to 
make  the  returns  is  negligible.. 

The  number  of  reports  published  this  year  is  smaller  than 
that  of  last  year,  due  to  a  change  in  the  time  of  going  to  press. 
Formerly  it  has  been  the  practice  to  include  all  reports  received 
down  to  the  time  of  sending  copy  to  the  printer.  For  this  year 
and  hereafter  those  reports  only  are  to  be  printed  which  are 
received  within  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  volume. 

The  671  active  charitable  corporations  report  the  mainte- 
nance of  a  total  of  691  institutions  or  agencies,  of  \irhich  92  are 
homes  for  the  aged;  67  maintain  nurseries  or  children's  homes, 
or  place  children  out  in  family  homes;  128  are  hospitals  or 
agencies  rendering  aid  to  the  sick;  86  give  material  relief  pri- 
marily. The  large  miscellaneous  group  of  352  societies  includes 
for  the  most  part  those  varied  enterprises  of  a  civic  or  elee- 
mosynary natiu'e  that  abound  in  a  thickly  populated  industrial 
community  like  Massachusetts. 

An  analysis  of  the  returns  made  in  1918  shows  the  total 
capital,  real  and  personal,  of  all  these  charities  to  be  $117,183,- 
985.49.  Incumbrances  on  real  estate  came  to  but  $2,213,250.31. 
The  total  receipts  for  the  year  were  $21,910,372.14,  of  which 
$5,296,409.85  came  from  beneficiaries,  and  $3,465,464.40  from 
investments.  The  total  outgo  for  all  purposes  for  the  year  was 
$17,934,239.88.  These  agencies  reported  11,815  paid  employees. 
Instances  of  aid,  though  worthless  as  a  total  for  statistical  pur- 
poses, indicate  that  this  group  of  charities  during  the  year  in 
question  rendered  some  sort  of  charitable  assistance  to  over 
1,000,000  separate  individuals. 

Homes  for  the  Aged. 

One  hundred  six  of  the  incorporated  charities  of  Massachu- 
setts are  homes  for  the  aged.  So  long  as  the  decline  of  physical 
vigor  creeps  like  a  disease  upon  advancing  years,  so  long  will 
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there  be  need  of  sympathetic  help  for  the  aged  poor  by  those  to 
whom  life  has  brought  greater  fortune^  or  whose  strength  to 
serve  remains  still  unimpaired.  The  aged  do  not  present  so 
tender  an  appeal  as  helpless  childhood^  nor  is  their  succor  at- 
tended by  any  hope  of  a  return  to  self-support.  Nevertheless, 
they  have  a  forceful  claim  upon  the  sympathies  of  a  public 
most  of  whom  are  struggling  to  fend  off  that  same  misfortune 
from  themselves.    The  need  is  always  great. 

These  homes  are  meeting  it  in  the  main,  with  earnest  and 
efficient  effort,  seeking  constantly  to  expand  capacity  in  order 
to  take  in  those  who  wait  and  who  must  otherwise  remain  un- 
cared  for. 

Ten  of  the  106  corporations  are  not  yet  in  active  operation, 
the  usual  reason  being  the  necessity  of  accumulating  funds  in 
order  to  build.  Six  of  the  group  have  failed  to  make  report  to 
this  department,  and  are  therefore  not  included  in  the  following 
statistics.  Sixty-six  of  the  remaining  90  have  reported  certain 
detailed  information  that  may  be  found  of  value  in  a  brief 
description  of  the  facilities  and  methods  of  institutional  care  for 
the  aged  in  Massachusetts. 

I.    Capacity  and  Numbers. 

These  66  homes  have  a  normal  bed  capacity  of  2,422,  i.e.,  an 
average  of  36.7  beds  for  each  home.  On  this  average  as  a  basis  * 
the  entire  95  homes  show  a  normal  capacity  of  3,303  beds, 
enough  to  care  for  a  little  less  than  1  in  every  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Commonwealth.  Barring  an  accidental  case  here 
and  there,  each  bed  is  occupied,  and  there  are  approximately 
800  applicants  waiting  to  be  admitted.  These  waiting  lists 
vary  from  a  single  applicant  to  60.  In  connection  with  the 
numbers  of  aged  persons  cared  for  in  these  homes,  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  in  the  corresponding  year  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  Massachusetts  showed  a  census  of  2,699 
dependents  over  sixty  years  of  age  in  their  170  almshouses  at 
the  close  of  1918.  In  addition  to  these  there  were  5,808  persons 
sixty  years  of  age  or  over  who  were  aided  in  some  manner  by 
the  cities  and  towns  diuring  the  year.  The  State  government 
gave  institutional  care  to  1,768  in  this  age  group,  and  reim- 
bursed cities  and  towns  for  relief  given  to  1,062  others.    The 
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exact  number  of  aged  persons  under  public  care  at  the  time  the 
census  of  the  private  homes  was  taken  cannot  be  ascertained, 
but  it  is  possible  from  the  above  figures  to  estimate  the  number 
of  persons  sixty  years  of  age  or  over  who  are  under  public  care 
at  about  double  the  number  in  our  private  homes  for  the  aged. 
The  total  number  of  aged  persons  in  the  State  at  the  present 
time  receiving  aid  either  from  public  funds  or  private  sources 
approximates  10,000. 

II.    Cost. 

The  total  expense  of  caring  for  the  inmates  of  the  private 
homes  was  $1,128,108.09.  Taking  the  average  daily  population 
as  the  full  bed  capacity,  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  would  be 
$6.57.  The  sum  of  $234,146.11  was  received  from  or  on  account 
of  inmates  in  the  90  homes,  mostly  in  entrance  fees.  The  total 
capital,  real  and  personal,  held  by  the  group  was  $13,392,426.14, 
of  which  $9,599,072.77  was  persbnalty,  mostly  investments, 
which  yielded  $483,921.05  last  year.  The  trusts,  therefore, 
paid  approximately  five-sevenths  and  the  patients  two-sevenths 
of  the  cost  of  maintenance.  As  entrance  fees  in  the  past 
have  undoubtedly  gone  to  swell  present  investments,  this 
comparison  is  not  to  be  taken  as  an  absolute  estimate  of  the 
degree  of  dependency.  It  is  also  to  be  remembered  that  the 
entrance  fee  is  made  up  in  many  cases  from  private  donations. 

III.    The  Waiting  List. 

The  800  persons  waiting  to  enter  the  homes  for  the  aged  have 
no  recourse  but  to  bide  their  time.  If  all  other  means  fail,  and 
funds  are  used  up  while  waiting,  their  disposition  is  the  public 
almshouse.  In  the  private  home  there  is  the  feeling  that  the 
inmate  is  there  according  to  a  contract,  his  part  of  which  has 
been  performed.  It  is  far  from  the  realization  of  utter  depend- 
ency. It  permits  the  continuance  of  that  pride  of  personal  inde- 
pendence without  which  the  lot  of  the  aged  poor  becomes 
doubly  sad.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  where  the  indi- 
vidual has  some  means  remaining,  or  where  relatives  or  friends 
are  able  to  make  up  the  fee,  there  is  rivalry  to  secure  the 
vacant  places  in  these  homes.  Some  boards  of  directors  seek  to 
extend  aid  to  persons  outside  the  home  when  all  the  beds  are 
taken.    In  the  main,  however,  activities  do  not  extend  beyond 
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tfae  home  itself,  and  the  officials  do  not  make  special  effort  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  condition  of  the  aged  poor  in  the 
field  surrounding,  but  outside,  their  institution. 

IV.  Terms  of  Admission. 

Admission  fees  vary  all  the  way  from  $50  to  $800.  The  terms 
of  testamentary  trusts  often  restrict  directors  so  narrowly  as  to 
govern  also  the  amount  of  the  admission  fee.  Ten  homes  ad- 
mit without  charge.  Three  in  the  group  are  boarding  homes 
-where  a  charge  is  made  by  the  week.  About  1  in  every  14  of 
the  present  occupants  of  the  homes  has  paid  more  than  the 
x^^ular  entrance  fee. 

Nine  of  the  66  homes  that  reported  required  no  physical 
-examination  before  admittance.  Over  half  of  those  requiring 
such  an  examination  employed  the  home  doctor  as  a  regular 
practice.  All  required,  however,  that  the  candidate  should 
show  a  fair  condition  of  mind  and  body.  The  reason  for  this 
bar  is  obvious.  A  home  for  the  aged  which  attempts  to  care 
for  chronic  invalids  is  confronted  at  once  with  a  difficult  hos* 
pital  problem.  The  average  age  limitation  is  that  the  candidate 
must  be  sixty  years  or  over.  Thirteen  out  of  66  imposed  no 
residence  limitations.  The  usual  form  of  such  restrictions  is  a 
requirement  that  the  candidate  must  have  been  a  resident  for 
five  years  or  for  ten  years,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  town  in 
which  the  home  is  situated.  It  is  usually  fixed  by  the  terms  of 
the  principal  or  original  testamentary  trust.  Thirty-eight  out 
of  the  66  imposed  no  limitation  regarding  religious  belief,  and 
42  had  no  requirement  as  to  nationality. 

V.  Activities  of  Inmates. 

The  reports  show  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  inmates 
iire  expected  to  look  after  their  rooms  and  help  generally  about 
the  house  when  able.  This  wholesome  activity  should  be 
accorded  the  more  able  in  body.  The  mere  chore  of  keeping  a 
single  window  box  watered  is,  so  far  as  it  goes,  an  interest  in 
life.    It  affords  something  to  look  forward  to.

VI.    Co-operation  with  Other  Aoekcies. 

The   reports   of   consultation   and  joint   study   with   other 
agencies  are  not  encouraging.    For  the  most  part,  the  home  for 
the  aged  has  no  special  knowledge  of  the  extent  of  the  '' old- 
age'*  problem  in  the  community  in  which  it  is  located.     It 
learns  of  individual  cases  of  need  for  institutional  care  through 
applications  only.    Very  few  home  officials  know  the  extent  of 
public  aid  to  aged  persons  in  the  locality.    In  the  development 
of  the  home,  therefore,  the  managaoaent  tends  to  yield  to  the 
point  of  greatest  pressure.    It  is  likely,  under  such  a  policy,  to 
meet  a  long  waiting  list  with  an  increase  of  admission  fees 
rather  than  by  an  extension  of  facilities;    or  to  accept  those 
inmates  who  can  oifer  most  as  an  inducement.    Such  a  narrow 
policy  is  likely  to  result  from  failure  to  keep  in  close  relation- 
ship with  other  local  civic  and  social  interests.    Inspection  by 
this  department  reveals  a  creditable  standard  of  housekeeping 
and  general  care,  with  surprisingly  few  complaints  either  of 
dietary  or  of  failure  to  render  proper  medical  or  physical  atten- 
tion. 

Annual  Beporto  of  Charitable  CorporationB. 

The  law  provides  that  the  Board  shall  receive  annual  reports 
of  all  charitable  corporations  whose  personal  property  is  exempt 
from  taxation,  and  for  the  dissolution  of  corporations  which 
fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  report  to  this  Board.  The  text 
of  the  law  is  as  follows  (Revised  Laws,  chapter  84,  section  14, 
amended  by  Acts  of  1903,  chapter  402,  amended  by  Acts  of 
1913,  chapter  82):  — 

Section  1.  A  charitable  corporation  whose  personal  property  is  exempt 
from  taxation  imder  the  provisions  of  clause  three  of  section  five  of  chap- 
ter twelve  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  make  to 
the  state  board  of  chanty  a  written  or  printed  report  for  its  last  financial 
year,  showing  its  property,  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  the  whole  number 
and  the  average  number  of  its  beneficiaries  and  such  other  information  as 
the  board  may  require.  If  any  corporation  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  fail  for  two  successive  years  to  file  the  said  report,  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  upon  application  by  the  state  board  of  charity,  after  notice 
and  a  hearing  may  decree  a  dissolution  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  first  day  of  November 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 
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Of  889  corporations  whose  returns  were  called  for  during  the 
last  official  year,  94  failed  to  respond  and  25  were  received  too 
late  to  be  printed.  The  remaining  770  corporations  filed  re- 
ix>rts.    The  names  of  the  delinquent  corporations  follow:  —

THE  CITY  AND  TOWN  ALMSHOUSES. 


Laws  relatixiff  to  Almshouses. 

For  the  information  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  masters  of 
almshouses  and  others  concerned,  certain  laws  relating  to  alms- 
houses are  here  summarized. 

The  State  Board  of  Charity  is  required  to  visit  annually  all 
city  and  town  almshouses,  and  to  include  in  its  Annual  Report 
a  statement  of  their  condition  and  management,  with  its 
suggestions  and  recommendations  relative  thereto.  (Revised 
Laws,  chap.  84,  sect.  5.) 

The  master  of  every  almshouse  must  keep  a  register,  in  a 
form  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Charity,  of  the  names  of 
the  persons  received  or  committed,  the  cities  or  towns  to  which 
they  belong,  and  the  dates  of  their  reception  and  discharge. 
(Revised  Laws,  chap.  30,  sect.  17.) 

Every  inmate  of  an  almshouse  able  to  work  shall  be  kept 
diligently  employed  in  labor.  If  he  is  idle  and  does  not  per- 
form such  reasonable  task  as  is  assigned,  or  if  he  is  stubborn 
and  disorderly,  he  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  orders 
and  regulations  established  by  the  directors.  (Revised  Laws, 
chap.  30,  sect.  2L  See  also  opinion  of  Attorney-General,  given 
to  State  Board  of  Charity,  November  21,  1904.) 

The  only  children  who  can  be  lawfully  supported  in  a  city 
or  town  almshouse  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  months  are: 
(1)  those  who  are  so  defective  in  body  or  mind  as  to  ma]|ce  their 
retention  in  an  almshouse  desirable;  (2)  those  who  are  under 
two  years  of  age;  (3)  those  who  are  under  three  years  of  age, 
with  mothers  who  are  almshouse  inmates  and  suitable  persons 
to  aid  in  taking  care  of  them.  In  cases  of  failure  of  overseers 
of  the  poor  to  remove  children  illegally  in  almshouses,  the  State 
Board  of  Charity  is  required  to  remove  them  and  provide  for 
them  otherwise,  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or  town  concerned. 
(Revised  Laws,  chap.  81,  sect.  6;  Acts  of  1905,  chap.  303; 
also  Acts  of  1913,  chap.  112.) 
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Provision  is  made  that  tramps  and  vagrants,  as  well  as 
criminals,  shall  be  confined  in  separate  and  distinct  quarters  in 
all  almshouses,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  associate  or  com- 
municate with  pauper  inmates.  (Acts  of  1905,  chap.  348.) 
Almshpuse  officials  knowingly  violating  this  law  are  liable  to  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $300,  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. (Acts  of  1904,  chap.  274.)  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  tramps  and  vagrants,  if  physically  able,  shall  per- 
form labor  of  some  kind,  and  shall  be  lodged  under  conditions 
prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  (Acts  of  1905, 
chap.  344.) 

The  State  Board  of  Charity  is  authorized  to  advise  with  and 
assist  overseers  of  the  poor  in  preparation  of  plans  for  alms- 
house buildings.    (Acts  of  1905,  chap.  162.) 

Inspection  of  AlnuhouBes. 

During  the  official  year  every  almshouse  has  been  visited 
oixce,  46  have  been  visited  twice,  14  three  times  and  3  four 
times.  The  inspector  has  conferred  with  overseers  of  the  poor 
or  their  representatives  of  55  cities  and  towns  in  regard  to  alms- 
house conditions,  or  on  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  business 
of  the  Board.  Individual  members  of  the  Board  have  made 
visits  from  time  to  time. 

AlnuhouBes  closed. 

The  almshouse  at  Shrewsbury  has  been  closed  and  the  in- 
mates provided  for  on  the  Home  Farm  in  Worcester. 

The  almshouse  in  Sherborn  has  been  closed,  the  last  inmate 
having  passed  away  during  the  year. 

The  almshouse  at  Weymouth  was  burned,  the  inmates  being 
provided  for  at  the  Braintree  almshouse. 

The  almshouse  at  Conway,  closed  last  year,  has  been  re- 
opened. 

Management. 

In  156  almshouses  the  management  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
warden  and  matron,  and  in  7,  of  a  matron  only.  The  combined 
salaries  of  these  officials  average  about  $1,100  per  annum  for 
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the  cities,  and  about  $500  for  the  towns,  in  addition  to  their 
board  and  lodging,  the  total  amount  of  all  salaries  being 
$106,883.  In  a  number  of  case's  the  warden  performs  other 
services  for  the  town  without  extra  compensation.  The  greatest 
length  of  service  in  any  one  place  is  that  of  Lexington,  where 
the  warden  and  matron  have  served  thirty-four  years;  at 
Haverhill  the  warden  and  matron  have  served  thirty-one 
years;  at  Springfield  the  warden  has  serv^  thirty  years;  at 
Beverly  the  warden  has  served  twenty-three  years;  at  Harwich 
the  warden  and  matron  have  served  twenty-two  years;  at 
Richmond  the  matron  has  served  twenty  and  one-half  years; 
at  Bedford  the  warden  and  matron  have  served  nineteen  years; 
at  Canton  the  warden  has  served  nineteen  years  and  the 
matron  sixteen  years;  iat  Somerville  the  warden  and  matron 
have  served  seventeen  and  one-half  years;  at  Swansea  the 
warden  and  matron  have  served  seventeen  and  one-half  years; 
at  Maynard  the  warden  and  matron  have  served  sixteen  years; 
and  at  North  Attleborough  the  warden  has  served  sixteen 
years. 

About  three  quarters  of  the  cities  and  towns  employ  a  total 
of  416  assistants,  who  are  generally  paid  by  the  city  or  town, 
but  in  a  few  instances  by  the  warden. 

Thirty-four  cities  and  towixs  are  reported  as  employing  a 
total   of   177   nurses  in  almshouses,   as  follows:    Beverly,    1 
Boston,    65;     Cambridge,    4;     Chicopee,    2;    Fall    River,    12 
Fitchburg,    2;     Franjdin,    1;     Gloucester,    2;     Greenfield,    1 
Haverhill,  6;  Holyoke,  5;  Lawrence,  14;  Lancaster,  1;  Lee,  1 
Lexington,  1;  Lowell,  8;  Lynn,  2;  Maiden,  3;  Middleborough 
1;   North  Adams,  1;   North  Attleborough,  1;   Northampton,  1 
Pepperell,  1;  Pittsfield,  1;   Plymouth,  1;  Salem,  4;  Somerville 
2;   Springfield,  10;   Taunton,  2;   Westfield,  1;    Winchendon,  1 
Worcester,  10.    It  appears  to  the  Board  a  matter  of  no  little 
importance,  especially  in  almshouses  where  the  matron  is  the 
working   housekeeper,   that   in   every   case   of   serious   illness, 
where  hospital  care  is  not  available,  the  service  of  a  nurse 
should  be  procured. 

Twelve  cities  and  towns  are  co-operating  with  the  local 
district  nursing  associations,  and  as  a  result  the  district  nurse 
is  called  to  the  almshouse  in  these  places  whenever  needed. 
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The  Board  urges  the  extension  of  this  practice  where  district- 
nursing  associations  are  established,  and  where  regular  nurses 
cannot  be  permanently  employed  in  the  almshouses. 

Construction. 

In  103  almshouses  one  or  more  sitting-rooms  are  provided 
for  the  use  of  the  inmates;  6  use  corridors  for  sitting-rooms; 
and  48  use  dining-rooms.  In  109  almshouses  one  or  more 
smoking-rooms  are  provided  for  the  use  of  the  inmates. 
Twenty-two  almshouses  are  provided  with  an  assembly  room 
or  chapel.  There  are  2,805  sleeping-rooms,  25  wards  and  120 
dormitories,  with  6,487  beds. 

One  hundred  thirty-nine  almshouses  have  improved 
plumbing. 

In  1  almshouse  the  heating  is  by  hot  air;  in  15,  by  hot 
water;  in  101,  by  steam;  in  24,  by  stoves;  in  9,  by  hot  air 
and  stoves;  in  4,  by  hot  air  and  steam;  in  3,  by  hot  water  and 
stoves;  in  1,  by  hot  water  and  steam;  and  in  7,  by  steam  and 
stoves. 

Oil  furnishes  light  for  55  almshouses,  gas  for  1,  electricity 
for  95,  gas  and  electricity  for  4,  gas  and  oil  for  2,  and  oil  and 
electricity  for  2. 

Fire  escapes  appear  to  be  provided  in  all  cases  where  they 
are  a  matter  of  importance.  In  questionable  cases  the  Board 
has  called  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  District  Police. 

In  97  almshouses  special  hospital  accommodations  are  pro- 
vided, either  by  setting  apart  one  or  more  rooms,  or,  in  a  few 
instances,  by  separate  buildings. 

The  total  valuation  is  $5,406,093.55.  The  cost  of  repairs  and 
improvements  for  the  year  amounts  to  $108,205.36,  of  which 
$48,847.45  was  spent  on  new  construction  at  Long  Island, 
Boston.  These  figures  are  based  on  returns  made  by  the 
overseers  of  the  poor. 

Inmates. 

The  number  of  inmates  of  all  the  almshouses  at  the  time  of 
visitation  was  3,985,  viz.,  2,199  men,  1,640  women,  76  boys 
and  70  girls;  the  largest  number  in  any  one  almshouse  being 
1,054  in  Boston,  and  the  smallest,  1.  Among  the  other  alms- 
houses with  large  populations  may  be  mentioned  Lowell,  with 
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451;  Fall  River,  with  284;  Cambridge,  with  181;  New  Bed- 
ford, with  221;  Lawrence,  with  176;  Worcester,  with  176; 
Holyoke,  with  123;  and  Springfield,  with  146. 

The  ages  of  the  inmates  of  all  the  almshouses  were  as  follows: 
forty-one  under  2;  twenty-seven  between  2  an4  5;  thirty-seven 
between  5  ai\d  15;  eleven  between  15  and  21;  sixty-four 
between  21  and  30;  one  hundred  twenty-nine  between  30  and 
40;  three  hundred  twenty-four  between  40  and  50;  six  hundred 
fifty-eight  between  50  and  60;  one  thousand  one  hundred 
eighty-two  between  60  and  70;  one  thousand  fifty-nine  be- 
tween 70  and  80;  four,  hundred  sixteen  between  80  and  90; 
thirty-nine  between  90  and  100;  and  three  over  100;  or,  under 
a  different  grouping,  one  hundred  sixteen  were  unfder  21  years 
of  age;  one  hundred  ninety-three  between  21  and  40;  nine 
hundred  eighty-two  between  40  and  60;  and  two  thousand  six 
hundred  ninety-nine,  60  and  over. 

In  61  of  the  almshouses  there  was  a  complete  separation  of 
the  sexes;  in  28  the  sexes  were  separated  at  night  only;  in 
52  they  were  separated  except  at  meals;  in  20  there  was  no 
separation. 

Board  was  paid  by  friends,  or  by  themselves,  for  a  total  of 
138  inmates. 

There  were  74  able-bodied  inmates  under  sixty  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  visitation. 

There  were  10  soldiers  and  7  soldiers'  widows. 

Consumptives. 

There  were  69  consumptive  cases  found  in  5  almshouses,  viz., 
Boston,  64;  Lowell,  2;  Marlborough,  1;  Provincetown,  1; 
and  Westfield,  1.  It  was  reported  that  all  these  patients  were 
separated  from  the  rest  of  the  inmates  and  received  special 
treatment  and  diet. 

The  Board  has  always  urged  segregation,  special  treatment 
and  diet  in  all  cases  of  consumption^  In  cases  where  these 
conditions  cannot  be  complied  with,  the  attention,  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  or  boards  of  health  has  been  called  to  the 
necessity  of  better  care,  and  a  recommendation  made  that  the 
patient  be  provided  for  under  the  board  of  health  outside  of 
the  almshouse.

Defectives. 

In  128  almshouses  there  was  a  total  of  1,196  defective  in- 
mates, of  whom  414  were  reported  as  mentally  defective;  46 
epileptic;  599  cripples;  111  blind;  4  mentally  defective  and 
cripples;  2  cripples  and  blind;  7  deaf  and  dumb;  5  mentally 
defective  and  blind;  2  mentally  defective  and  epileptic;  1 
epileptic,  crippled  and  mentally  defective;  1  mentally  defective 
and  dwarfed;  1  cripple  who  is  also  a  dwarf;  2  deaf,  dumb  and 
blind;  and  1  dumb  and  mentally  defective.  As  has  been  the 
custom  in  the  past,  the  presence  of  persons  believed  to  be 
suffering  from  serious  mental  derangement  has  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases,  but  so  congested  are  the  schools  for  the  feeble-minded 
that  in  several  instances  cities  and  towns  have  had  to  retain  in 
their  almshouses  cases  which  evidently  should  have  been  cared 
for  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases.  While  it  is  conceded  that  supervision  to  a  limited 
extent  can  be  given  to  these  cases  in  almshouses,  the  Board 
realizes  that  it  is  not  the  proper  place  for  many  of  them. 

Vagrants. 

During  the  past  year  a  total  of  18  tramps  was  reported  in  5 
almshouses  as  being  both  lodged  and  fed.  In  all  of  these  they 
were  wholly  separated  from  the  other  inmates  as  the  law 
requires.  The  almshouses  having  tramps  were:  Braintree,  2; 
Carlisle,  1;  Sturbridge,  2;  Wareham,  6;  Westford,  7.  In  a 
few  other  instances  vagrants  were  fed  but  not  lodged. 

Acts  op  1905.  Chapter  344. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  lodging  of  tramps  and  vagrants 

by  cities  and  towns. 

Cities  and  towns  which  provide  lodging  for  tramps  and  va- 
grants shall  require  them,  if  physically  able,  to  perform  labor  of 
some  kind  in  return  for  the  lodging  and  food  furnished  to  them; 
and  the  places  in  which  such  persons  are  lodged  shall  be  kept 
in  such  order  and  condition  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  state 
board  of  health.     [Approved  April  26,  1905, 
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Libraries  of  Books, 

The  following  towns  provide  libraries  of  books  for  the 
inmates:  Beverly,  Boston,  Brookfield,  Brookline,  Cambridge,

and  in  many  instances  newspaper  and  magazines  are  regularly 
supplied. 

Farms  and  Farm  Products. 

In  connection  with  the  163  almshouses  is  a  total  of  about 
15,000  acres.  Of  these,  during  the  past  year,  1,860  were 
ploughed  and  3,291  were  tilled.  Among  the  towns  having  the 
largest  acreage  are  Gardner,  with  400  acres,  Worcester  with 
376,  Ipswich  with  365,  North  Adams  with  300,  and  Brookfield 
with  297.  Worcester  tills  150  acres  and  Boston  100.  The  chief 
products  are  milk  and  vegetables.  Some  of  the  other  products 
are  hay,  apples,  cream,  pork,  butter,  poultry,  strawberries, 
small  fruits  and  plants  for  market. 

Fire  Protection. 

For  the  safety  of  the  inmates  and  the  preservation  of  nlunici- 
pal  property  it  seems  absolutely  necessary  that  every  alms- 
house should  be  provided  with  some  form  of  fire  protection. 
The  Board  is  gratified  to  note  the  co-operation  of  the  boards  of 
overseers  in  this  matter. 

Recommendations  made. 

In  addition  to  minor  suggestions  —  which  deal  particularly 
with  the  care  of  individual  cases  —  made  by  the  Board's  in- 
spector during  his  visits  to  tlie  various  almshouses,  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  and  recommendations  have  been  made  by  the 
Board  in  its  communications  to  various  boards  of  overseers: 
Ayer,  inquiry  as  to  a  supposed  case  of  tuberculosis;  Brookfield, 
that  the  heating  plant  be  repaired;  Braintree,  better  accommo- 
dations for  the  Weymouth  inmates;  Bridgewater,  need  of 
removal  of  an  unsafe  fire  escape;   Billerica,  need  of  new  floors 
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in  inmates'  rooms;  Braintree,  that  the  almshouse  register 
should  not  be  removed;  Chicopee,  application  should  be  made 
for  a  lying-in  license;  Canton,  in  the  case  of  an  aged  woman 
with  able-bodied  sons,  an  investigation  should  be  made  to 
determine  their  ability  to  share  the  expense  of  her  support; 
Dedham,  need  of  increased  heating  facilities;  Dana,  that  a 
cellar  bulkhead  be  built;  East  Bridgewater,  that  the  staircase 
used  by  the  men  be  made  safe;  Fairhaven,  that  a  girl  with 
her  baby  now  an  inmate  be  placed  upon  the  pay  roll  at 
wages;  Gloucester,  that  a  feeble-minded  woman  be  examined 
and  if  found  defective  be  placed  in  a  proper  institution; 
Georgetown,  need  of  repairs  to  water  system;  Groveland, 
need  of  general  renovation  in  inmates'  sitting-room;  Hudson, 
need  of  having  steam  pipes  covered  for  better  conservation  of 
fuel;  Haverhill,  need  of  improvements  in  plumbing  and  a  drip 
pipe  in  the  women's  dormitory;  Ipswich,  need  of  new  heater, 
a  telephone  and  the  advisability  of  an  inexpensive  plan  of 
remodeling;  Leominster,  need  of  new  washing  machine; 
Hingham,  that  an  inmate  be  examined  with  a  possible  view  to 
commitment  to  a  hospital  for  the  insane;  Lawrence,  that  other 
provisions  be  made  at  once  for  the  care  of  a  child,  a  foundling, 
now  at  the  almshouse  beyond  the  limit  allowed  by  law,  and 
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also  that  the  Commission  for  the  Blind  be  asked  to  visit  and 
plan  for  a  blind  inmate;  Lunenburg,  need  of  new  bedding; 
Milford,  need  of  improved  laundry  facilities  and  a  large 
refrigerator;  Marshfield,  that  an  almshouse  register  be  pro- 
cured, minor  improvements  made  and  that  a  wheel  chair  be 
provided  for  an  aged  woman,  a  cripple;  Methuen,  need  of  an 
attendant  for  a  sick  woman,  also  suggested  that  electric  lights 
be  installed;  Marlborough,  need  of  improvements  in  men's 
bath-room;  Medford,  need  of  additional  supply  of  milk; 
Marblehead,  that  hot  water  be  provided  in  men's  bath-room, 
and  that  an  inmate  should  be  examined  with  a  view  to  com- 
mitment to  a  hospital  for  the  insane;  Newburyport,  that  a 
woman  inmate  with  two  illegitimate  children  be  examined  with 
a  view  to  placing  her  in  a  proper  institution;  North  Adams, 
that  a  woman  apparently  mentally  defective  should  be  ex- 
amined with  a  view  to  having  her  committed  to  a  hospital  for 
the  insane;  Peabody,  need  of  new  mattresses,  also  need  of  better

previous  recommendation  that  electric  lights  be  installed; 
Spencer,  need  of  new  plumbing  in  men's  bath-room;  Randolph,

Winchendon. 

On  July  30,  1918,  the  buildings  at  the  Winchendon  alms- 
house were  destroyed  by  fire  caused  by  lightning.  All  inmates 
were  taken  from  the  building  in  safety.  At  a  special  town 
meeting  held  August  24  the  town  voted  to  purchase  a  large 
house,  which  occupied  one  of  the  most  sightly  locations  in  the 
town.  This  house  with  slight  remodeling  —  the  installation  of 
an  additional  bath-room,  the  building  of  a  partition  and  a  fire 
escape  —  has  been  converted  into  one  of  the  best  almshouses 
of  its  size  in  the  State.  The  entire  cost,  together  with  the  pur*- 
chase  of  an  additional  section  of  good  land,  repairs,  etc.,  was 
less  than  the  amount  received  from  insurance. 

General  Conditions. 

This  year  has  closed  leaving  as  almshouse  inmates  only  those 
who,  because  of  age,  infirmities  or  peculiarities,  can  rightfully 
be  considered  inmates.  Wages  have  been  high  and  employ- 
ment for  everybody  plentiful,  so  that  the  able-bodied  inmate 
has  gone  to  work.     Many  of  the  almshouses  have  been  seri- 
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ously  handicapped  in  the  matter  both  of  inmate  help  and  paid 
assistance.  Not  only  has  this  had  its  effect  on  the  running  of 
the  almshouse  farm,  but  it  has  taxed  the  strength  of  many  of 
the  matrons,  who,  unable  to  procure  assistance,  and  having  as 
inmates  only  the  aged  and  sick,  have  found  their  labors  in- 
creased even  in  the  face  of  decreasing  numbers.

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Numbers  Relieved. 

The  following  information  covers  public  relief,  whether  ren- 
dered in  institutions  or  outside,  and  aid  rendered  by  all  public 
agencies,  whether  State  or  local.  » 

The  tables  given  below  are  arranged  to  show  numbers  relieved 
and  their  analysis  by  age,  sex  and  nativity.  The  tabulations 
are  concluded  by  figures  for  cost  of  all  relief. 

Table  I.  shows  the  number  supported  or  relieved  by  the 
several  cities  and  towns  during  the  year  beginning  April  1, 
1917,  and  ending  March  31,  1918.  All  persons  are  inchided, 
regardless  of  settlement.  The  total  number  receiving  aid  in 
any  form,  exclusive  of  vagrants  and  wayfarers,  was  83^562. 
Of  this  number,  10,626  were  aided  in  institutions,  and  72,936  — 
the  remainder  —  outside,  either  in  private  families  or  in  their 
own  homes.  Of  the  persons  aided  in  institutions,  7,451  were 
relieved  in  the  various  city  and  town  almshouses,  leaving  3,175 
who  were  cared  for  in  other  institutions.  Of  the  outside  aid, 
1,596  cases  were  aided  in  private  families  other  than  their  own, 
while  71,340  were  reported  as  having  been  aided  in  their  own 
homes.  This  last  figure  thus  comprises  practically  all  city  and 
town  aid  usually  known  as  local  public  outdoor  relief,  including 
that  under  chapter  763,  Acts  of  1913. 

There  is  a  decrease  of  25  per  cent  from  the  preceding  year 
in  the  nimiber  aided  in  institutions,  and  of  6.6  per  cent  in  the 
number  aided  outside. 

Table  II.  supplies  the  same  data  for  persons  aided  or  relieved 
by  the  State  as  is  shown  in  Table  I.  for  local  relief.  In  addi- 
tion to  aid  rendered  directly  by  the  State,  this  table  includes 
also  all  those  cases  included  in  Table  I.,  in  which  the  relief 
has  been  rendered  by  cities  and  towns  in  the  first  instance 
and  reimbursed  by  the  State  as  required  by  law.    This  table 
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shows  26,641  persons  aided  by  the  State.  Of  this  number, 
the  aid  in  20,621  cases  was  first  rendered  by  the  several  cities 
and  towns.  The  remaining  6,020  cases  were  aided  by  the  State: 
4,301  of  them  at  the  State  Infirmary;  971  in  the  almshouse 
wards  at  the  State  Farm;  89  at  the  Massachusetts  Hospital 
School;   and  659  at  the  State  sanatoria  for  tubercular  patients. 

• 

Table  III.  affords  a  rapid  glance  at  the  movement  of  popu- 
lation in  the  dependent  group  during  the  year  under  anal^'Bis. 
Thus  it  appears  that  48,174  cases  represented  approximately 
the  total  number  of  persons  receiving  aid  April  1,  1917.  About 
80  per  cent  of  these  were  receiving  relief  locally.  Durmg  the 
year  41,408  new  cases  were  admitted  to  relief,  40.6  per  cent  of 
which  were  aided  either  directly  or  through  reimbursement  by 
the  State.  The  persons  who  passed  out  of  care  during  that 
same  period  numbered  41,454,  viz.,  city  and  town  cases,  25,606; 
Stater  cases,  15,848.  Those  in  this  total  released  by  death 
numbered  2,537,  and  2,217  were  persons  transferred.  At  the 
close  of  the  year,  therefore,  the  cities  and  towns  had  37,335 
persons  in  receipt  of  relief,  and  the  State  had  10,793,  making 
a  total  of  48,128. 

Table  IV.  begins  classification  of  the  whole  number  of  persons 
aided,  and  shows  the  analysis  by  color,  nativity  and  sex.  Of 
the  89,582  persons  so  aided,  42,520  were  males  and  47,062 
were  females.  The  colored  races  furnished  only  1.7  per  cent, 
or  1,542,  of  the  whole  number.  The  native-born  whites  — 
60,482  —  still  number  more  than  double  the  foreign  born  of 
the  white  races,  the  26,781  of  this  latter  group  representing  a 
proportionate  decrease  of  11.9  per  cent  from  last  year.  The 
females  of  the  total  native  bom  outnumber  the  males  by  5 
per  cent,  while  of  the  total  foreign  born,  the  females  outnumber 
the  males  by  26  per  cent. 

Table  V.  gives  a  further  interesting  analysis  of  the  native- 
born  persons  aided  during  the  year  classified  by  parent  nativity. 

The  parents  of  19,423  were  both  native;  29,478  were  children 
of  foreign-born  parents;  11,201  were  of  parents  one  of  whom 
was  foreign  born  or  unknown;    while  the  nativity  of  parents 
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in  1^708  cases  remained  unascertained.  It  appears  from  this 
table,  therefore,  that  of  tte  89,582  persons  receiving  aid  in 
Massachusetts  in  the  year  ending  March  31,  1918,  there  were 
at  least  56,450  who  were  either  foreign  born  or  were  of  the 
first  generation  in  our  citizenship. 

By  Table  VI.  it  appears  that  of  the  89,582  cases  aided, 
8,673  were  under  five;  37,946  were  under  fifteen;  45,534,  or 
50.8  per  cent,  including  the  above,  were  ynder  twenty;  31,515, 
or  35.1  per  cent,  were  between  twenty  and  sixty;  and  11,337, 
or  12:6  per  cent,  were  over  that  age.  The  ages  of  1,196  were 
imknown. 

Among  the  poor  persons  relieved  are  always  a  considerable 
number  .of  mental  defectives  who  for  one  reason  or  another 
have  not  been  committed  and  are  therefore  not  cared  for  in 
the  special  institutions,  such  as  the  asylums  for  the  insane, 
maintained  for  that  purpose.  In  regard  to  this  class  it  is  to 
be  noted  further  that,  since  no  court  has  passed  upon  their 
mental  condition,  their  classification  here  is  made  only  because, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  respective  authorities  making  the  returns, 
there  is  no  doubt  of  their  defect.  Table  VII.  affords  a  rough 
classification  into  three  groups,  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
defect,  and  a  division  by  sex.  The  total  number  thus  cared 
for  was  445,  namely,  237  males  and  208  females.  Three  hun- 
dred fifty-three  of  these  cases  were  relieved  by  the  cities  and 
towns;  the  remaining  92  of  the  number,  having  no  settlement, 
were  aided  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  One  hundred  ninety- 
nine  of  the  whole  number  were  classed  as  "inslne",  mostly 
the  senile  and  mildly  insane  to  be  found  in  the  almshouses. 
This  total  includes  113  males  and  86  females.  One  hundred 
eighty-nine  were  called  "idiotic",  namely,  90  males  and  99 
females.  The  "epileptics"  totaled  57,  of  whom  34  were  males 
and  23  were  females. 

Table  VIII.  calls  attention  more  pointedly  to  the  sex  and  the 
nature  of  discharge  from  relief  of  those  persons  who  passed  out 
of  aid  Juring  the  year.  Of  the  41,454  cases  so  dismissed,  21,900 
were  males  and  19,554  were  females.    Forty  and  eight-tenths 
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per  cent,  or  16,932,  were  released  to  the  care  of  relatives  or 
friends.  In  this  group  the  females  preponderated  slightly. 
About  5.3  per  cent,  or  2,217,  of  the  whole  number  were  trans* 
f erred  to  other  institutions,  while  6.1  per  cent,  47.6  per  cent 
of  the  aggregate,  were  discharged  without  relatives  or  friends 
or  other  authorities  agreeing  to  look  after  them.  The  great 
majority  in  this  last  group  were  persons  assisted  through  ill- 
ness, after  which  they  became  self-supporting  again. 

As  appears  from  Table  IX.  the  foreign  bom  who  were  re- 
ceiving public  relief  during  the  year  numbered  26,972,  or  30.1 
per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of  persons  aided.  This  per- 
centage is  less  than  the  proportion  of  foreign  born  in  the  popu- 
lation generally  (31.4  per  cent)  by  1.3  per  cent.  Canada 
furnished  5,985  of  this  number;  England  and  Wales,  1,913; 
Germany,  336;  Ireland,  7,778;  Italy,  2,597;  Russia  and 
Poland,  2,776;  Scandinavia,  567;  and  Scotland,  566;  all  other 
countries,  4,454. 

Table  X.  shows  the  percentage  of  the  various  classes  aided 
to  the  whole  number  relieved.  Thus  of  the  89,582  persons 
relieved,  70.26  per  cent  were  settled  cases,  receiving  their 
assistance  out  of  local  taxes;  29.74  per  cent  were  unsettled, 
and,  though  relieved  by  the  respective  cities  and  towns  in  the 
first  instance  in  a  majority  of  cases,  were  ultimately  aided  out 
of  the  State  tax.  As  to  the  place  in  which  relief  was  given, 
18.58  per  cent  of  the  total  were  aided  in  institutions,  namely, 
8.32  per  cent  in  almshouses;  6.72  per  cent  in  State  institutions; 
and  a  small  residue  of  3.54  per  cent  in  other  institutions,  mostly 
under  private  management.  Outdoor  relief,  designated  as  aid 
"outside,"  was  given  in  81.42  per  cent  of  all  the  cases.  Most 
of  these,  namely,  79.64  i>er  cent,  were  relieved  in  their  own 
homes.  Aid  was  given  in  private  families  other  than  the 
recipient's  own  —  mostly  boarded  cases  —  in  1.78  per  cent. 

•Percentages  of  age  show  that  51.88  per  cent  were  minors, 
34.13  per  cent  were  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  sixty, 
and  12.66  per  cent  were  sixty  or  over.    The  ages  of  1.33  per 
cent  were  unknown. 
Sexes  were  almost  even,  females  rating  52.53  per  cent. 
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The  number  of  colored  persons  was  very  small,  totaling  only 
1.72  per  cent. 

By  reason  of  thoroughgoing  classification  in  the  care  of  de- 
fectives, the  percentage  of  those  mentally  deficient  persons 
still  cared  for  as  poor-relief  cases  is  exceedingly  small,  and 
tends  always  to  decrease.  The  mental  condition  of  all  the 
cases  aided  shows,  on  analysis,  that  99.50  p>er  cent  were  sane, 
.22  per  cent  were  insane,  .21  per  cent  were  idiotic  and  .07  per 
cent  were  epileptic.  The  proportion  of  sane  persons  in  last 
year's  returns  was  99.44  per  cent. 

It  is  further  of  interest  to  view  at  a  glance  the  numerical 
relationship  to  the  whole  population  of  the  persons  relieved 
at  public  expense  as  appears  in  Table  XI.,  which  exhibits  the 
number  of  each  class  in  every  thousand  of  the  population  of 
the  State  on  a  basis  of  the  census  of  1915.  Thus  it  is  shown 
that  in  *each  thousand  of  the  population  there  were  24.25 
indigent  persons  relieved  at  public  expense.  Eleven  and  fifty- 
one  hundredths  of  these  were  males  and  12.74  were  females. 
The  native  bom  numbered  16.73  in  the  thousand;  foreign 
born,  7.30;  native  bom  of  foreign  parentage,  7.98;  and  those 
of  unknown  nativity,  .22.  The  proportion  of  vagrants  reported 
was  3  in  the  thousand. 

Cost  of  Poor  Relief. 

The  funds  laid  out  by  the  several  cities  and  towns  for  all 
poor  relief  within  their  respective  fiscal  years  are  shown  in 
Table  XII.  The  aggregate  is  classified  as  "ordinary"  or 
maintenance,  and  "extraordinary"  or  special.  Together  with 
the  ordinary  outlays  are  shown  the  receipts  on  account  of 
maintenance,  and  the  difference,  set  out  under  "net  ordinary 
expenditures."  The  ordinary  outlay  is  classified  as  expenses 
in  institutions  and  outside.  This  subdivision  follows  the  classi- 
fications in  Table  I.  regarding  the  nature  and  the  place  of  aid. 
The  grand  totals  in  Table  XII.  show  that  an  aggregate  of 
$5,168,294.14  was  laid  out  by  the  several  cities  and  towns. 
Of  this  sum,  $5,056,843.04  was  ordinary  outlay,  or  maintenance; 
the  remainder,  or  $111,451.10,  was  expended  for  sundry  im- 
provements, all  of  it  at  the  city  and  town  almshouses  except 
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$40.  Of  the  money  laid  out  for  maintenance,  $1,601,085.69 
was  expended  for  almshouse  care  and  $360,620.90  for  relief  in 
other  institutions.  Care  in  private  families  took  $263,738.25, 
and  relief  in  the  recipients*  own  homes,  i.e.,  outdoor  poor 
relief,  totaled  $2,505,268.26.  The  cost  of  administration,  in- 
cluding salary  and  office  expenses  of  the  overseers,  but  ex- 
clusive of  institution  administration,  came  to  $326,139.94.  The 
total  receipts  on  account  of  ordinary  expenditures  were  $1,322,- 
210.05,  classified  as  receipts  on  account  of  institutions,  $472,- 
956.78,  and  all  other,  $849,253.27.  This  latter  portion  of  the 
receipts  is  made  up  mostly  of  reimbursements  by  cities  and 
towns  ultimately  liable,  and  from  the  State  treasury  in  un- 
settled cases.  Subtracting  receipts  leaves  $3,734,632.99  as  the 
net  ordinary  outlay. 

In  Table  XIII.  the  analysis  shown  for  cities  and  towns  by 
Table  XII.  is  carried  out  for  cases  aided  out  of  State  funds. 
Of  the  $1,445,192.28  expended  for  this  purpose,  $1,430,434.19 
was  on  account  of  ordinary  expenditures,  laid  out  as  follows: 
at  the  State  Infirmary,  $359,761.72;  at  the  State  Farm, 
$86,615.15;  at  the  four  State  sanatoria,  $173,510.99;  at  the 
Hospital  School,  $16,359.52;  and  all  other  expenditures,  out- 
side of  institutions,  $794,186.81.  Extraordinary  expenditures 
totaled  $14,758.09,  —  all  expended  for  special  improvements  ^t 
the  several  institutions  just  enumerated.  Inasmuch  as  it  is 
impossible  to  trace  institution  expenditures  to  the  separate 
individuals  receiving  the  aid,  the  figures  set  out  under  the 
State  tables  of  cost  are  arrived  at  by  taking  from  total  expend- 
itures that  proportion  which  the  number  relieved  bears  to  the 
total  inmate  population  of  the  institution. 

In  Table  XIV.  State  and  local  outlays  are  added,  showing 
that,  of  the  $5,291,276.37  expended  for  public  poor  relief, 
$5,165,067.18  was  for  ordinary  outlays,  of  which  $2,124,997.19 
went  for  institutional  relief  and  $3,040,069.99  was  for  re- 
lief outside.  The  total  of  extraordinary  expenditures  was 
$126,209.19.

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MASSACHUSETTS  NAUTICAL  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  CommonweaUh  of 

Massachusetts. 

The  commissioners  have  the  honor  to  submit  their  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  school  for  the  year  1918. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  and  the  Demands  upon  the 

School. 

The  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  offers  instruction  in 
iseamanship,  navigation  and  marine  engineering  to  the  sons  of 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth;  graduates  are  qualified  for 
service  as  deck  and  engineer  officers  in  the  American  merchant 
marine.  The  school  ship  is  the  U.  S.  S.  "Nantucket,"  a 
vessel  loaned  to  the  Commonwealth  by  the  Navy  Department. 
Students  are  admitted  in  the  spring  and  autumn,  and  the 
<jourse  of  instruction  covers  two  years.  The  cadet's  cost  of 
<!lothing  and  books  is  $130  the  first  year  and  $25  the  second 
year. 

The  work  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  in  educating 
4ind  training  young  men  of  the  State  for  a  seafaring  life  is 
•essentially  and  efficiently  helpful  to  the  program  of  the  Amer- 
ican merchant  marine,  and  the  future  is  full  of  promise.  Es- 
tablished twenty-seven  years  ago,  improvements  in  equipment 
and  in  the  courses  of  study  have  been  made  each  year.  The 
•demand  for  nautical  education  such  as  this  school  provides  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  at  the  last  semiannual  examination 
to  fill  26  vacancies  there  were  150  applicants.  The  school  has 
for  several  years  been  unable  to  accommodate  all  the  properly 
qualified  applicants  for  admission. 
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The  Work  maintained  during  the  War. 

During  the  past  eighteen  months  the  urgent  need  of  oflScers- 
for  the  Navy  and  for  the  merchant  service  made  it  difficult 
to  maintain  the  corps  of  instructors  and«  officers  on  a  normal 
basis.  The  '* Nantucket"  was  assigned  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment to  the  First  Naval  District,  and  in  July  a  heavier  battery 
was  installed  on  the  ship;  some  of  the  officers  were  enrolled 
in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force;  and  the  late  summer  cruise  was 
restricted  to  the  territorial  waters  of  New  England.  Various 
other  difficulties  were  created  by  war  conditions.  The  success- 
ful continuation  of  the  school  under  these  circumstances  is  due 
largely  to  the  naval  officers  serving  successively  as  superin- 
tendents, —  Capt.  P.  W.  Hourigan  and  Commanders  W.  F. 
Low  and  C.  N.  Atwater,  —  who  accomplished,  through  their 
tireless  efforts,  the  opportune  solution  of  many  difficult  situa- 
tions. 

The  thanks  of  the  school  are  due  to  Hon.  Josephus  Daniels, 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Rear  Admiral  Spencer  S.  Wood,. 
U.  S.  N.,  commandant.  First  Naval  District,  and  Capt.  William 
R.  Rush,  U.  S.  N.,  commandant  of  the  Boston  Navy  Yard, 
for  courtesies  extended  and  assistance  rendered  during  the  past, 
year. 

The  School  Record. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  178  students  on  the 
rolls  of  the  school.  They  came  from  74  cities  and  towns  of

Their  previous  education  was  as  follows:  high  school,  155; 
academies,  11;  technical  schools  and  business  colleges,  3; 
grammar  schools,  9. 

The  average  age  of  the  cadets  at  entrance  was  eighteen 
years.  There  have  been  graduated  during  the  year  48  cadets, 
25  in  the  spring  and  23  in  the  autumn.  The  number  of  cadets 
enrolled  in  the  school  at  present  is  116,  this  being  the  largest 
number  the  "Nantucket"  can  accommodate. 


The  Name  op  the  Schoolship  changed. 

The  Navy  Department  changed  the  name  of  the  "Ranger" 
to  "Nantucket"  on  March  20,  1918,  such  action  being  taken 
to  avoid  duplication  of  names,  as  the  name  of  "Ranger"  had 
been  assigned  to  one  of  the  new  battle  cruisers.  The  new 
name  is  an  appropriate  one  as  Nantucket  has  from  the  earliest 
days  been  closely  connected  with  American  shipping,  and  at 
one  time  it  was  the  home  port  of  a  large  fleet  of  sailing  vessels; 
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V 

it  has  furnished  a  lai^e  number  of  men  to  man  American 
ships,  both  in  time  of  war  and  peace.  The  first  nautical  school 
in  the  country,  established  by  an  English  naval  officer.  Sir 
Isaac  Coffin,  about  the  year  1830,  was  located  in  Nantucket, 
and  instruction  was  given  on  board  a  brig  with  a  class  of  21 
boys. 

The  "Nantucket"  is  a  barkentine-rigged  steamer  of  1,261 
tons,  and  is  built  of  iron,  with  the  following  dimensions: 
length,  177.4  feet;  beam,  32  feet;  draft,  14  feet.  This  ship 
has  a  wireless  telegraph  outfit,  submarine  signal  apparatus,  a 
steam  capstan,  steam  steering  gear,  a  complete  electrical  outfit, 
and  is  equipped  with  the  latest  appliances  for  technical  and 
hygienic  purposes.  There  is  a  complete  outfit  of  boats,  ample 
in  capacity  to  carry  all  on  board,  and  among  them  is  a  motor 
barge. 

Clothing  Deposit. 

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  uniforms  and  other  regulation 
articles  required  by  a  cadet  upon  entering  the  school  necessi- 
tated an  advance  in  the  first  year  deposit  from  $90  to  $130, 
the  deposit  for  the  second  year  remaining  at  $25. 

Graduates  in  the  War. 

The  record  of  the  graduates  in  the  war  has  been  highly 
creditable;  257  graduates  have  served  as  officers  in  the  Navy, 
the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  the  Marine  Corps  and  auxiliary 
services,  with  commissions  ranging  from  ensigns  to  commanders. 
In  addition,  151  graduates  have  served  as  officers  in  the  Ameri- 
can merchant  marine,  of  whom  22  were  in  command  of  their 
ships.  Many  others  volunteered  for  hazardous  duty  in  sub- 
ordinate but  highly  important  service  in  the  war  zone. 

In  time  of  war  the  graduates  of  this  school  have  constituted 
an  important  element  in  the  military  organization,  and  have 
contributed  equally  to  the  successful  operation  of  transport  and 
merchant  shipping.  With  the  return  of  peace,  they  are  more 
than  ever  in  demand  to  support  and  develop  our  maritime 
trade. 
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The  American  Merchant  Marine. 

The  American  merchant  marine  has  entered  a  new  era,  and 
the  prospect  is  excellent.  The  current  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Navigation  shows  that  the  total  tonnage  of  merchant 
vessels  of  the  United  States  on  June  30,  1918,  was  9,924,518 
tons,  as  against  7,928,688  tons  on  the  same  date  in  1914.  In 
four  years  foreign-going  vessels  have  increased  from  1,076,152 
tons  to  3,603,706  tons.  The  increase  in  our  total  tonnage 
during  the  past  year  is  more  than  double  that  of  any  previous 
year  in  the  history  of  the  country.  For  the  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1918,  608  sea-going  vessels  were  built  in  the  United  States, 
aggregating  1,876,471  gross  tons,  compared  with  an  output  of 
225,122  gross  tons  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  During 
the  year  1917  Congress  authorized  the  construction  of  ships 
to  the  extent  of  $1,234,000,000. 

The  new  ships  are  large  and  well  equipped  and  have  com- 
fortable quarters  for  officers  and  crew;  the  salaries  paid  are 
higher.  While  the  extraordinary  development  of  American 
shipping  during  the  past  two  years  has,  of  course,  been  due 
to  the  exigencies  of  the  war,  it  is  well  assured  that  our  country 
will  retain  the  prominent  place  it  now  holds  as  one  of  the 
greatest  maritime  powers  in  the  world. 

Winter  Term,  1917-18. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  former  superintendent  Capt. 
P.  W.  Hourigan,  U.  S.  N.,  on  the  winter  term  1917-18:  — 

Immediately  after  graduating  the  class  on  Sept.  13,  1917,  the  cadets 
were  given  leave,  and  the  "Ranger"  (now  "Nantucket'')  went  alongside 
the  Navy  Yard  to  fit  for  the  winter  term.  , 

On  Sept.  29,  1917,  the  examinations  for  admission  were  held.  There 
were  161  applicants,  of  whom  the  leading  35  were  selected,  making  the 
total  enrollment  of  the  school  112.  This  was  8  more  than  the  usual  com- 
plement, and  was  decided  on  because  of  the  urgent  demand  for  competent 
merchant  officers  at  this  time. 

On  October  15  the  ship  shifted  her  berth  to  her  regular  winter  quarters 
at  North  End  Park,  and  all  cadets  returned  from  leave  on  the  17th. 
The  routine  school  work  began  on  October  22  and  continued  uninter- 
ruptedly imtil  graduation  day  on  March  20, 1918. 
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The  changes  m  instructors,  due  to  the  many  who,  during  the  siunmer, 
had  taken  up  active  duty  in  the  Navy,  caused  but  little  embarrass- 
ment. 

With  the  higher  scholastic  standing  possessed  by  the  newly  entering 
classes  (due  to  the  greatly  increased  number  of  candidates)  the  work  of 
instruction  was  much  facilitated;  less  time  was  necessary  than  in  pre- 
vious years  in  reviewing  the  newcomers  in  the  minor  academic  sub- 
jects. 

The  conferring  of  a  "star"  (worn  on  the  coat  collar)  on  all  cadets  who, 
at  the  close  of  a  school  term,  attain  a  percentage  of  85  per  cent,  has  worked 
excellently.  It  is  believed  that  it  will  spur  to  full  effort  those  cadets  who, 
because  of  advantages  previous  to  entering  the  school,  or  of  greater  apti- 
tude as  students,  have  not  been  compelled  to  exert  themselves,  and  so 
have  set  a  demoralizing  example  to  others.  The  increased  effort  is  ap- 
parent, and  the  star  is  worn  with  much  pride  by  those  attaining  it. 

The  afternoon  periods  of  practical  work  and  ship's  work  were  fully 
carried  out.  Owing  to  the  very  severe  winter,  outdoor  drills  were  some- 
what interfered  with,  but  substitutes  were  always  made.  These  periods 
were  entirely  devoted  to  practical  instruction  and  exercises.  Until  the 
weather  became  cold,  the  members  of  the  fourth  class  were  exercised  in 
boats  under  oars.  Infantry  drill  was  continued  until  the  condition  of  the 
park  and  the  continued  cold  made  it  no  longer  possible.  Signals  (flags, 
semaphore  and  "blinker")  were  taught  all  classes,  and  it  was  made  a  posi- 
tive requirement  that  all  of  the  first  class  (navigation)  be  proficient. 
Knotting  and  splicing  and  sailmaking,  both  in  instruction  ai)d  in  over- 
hauling the  ship's  equipment,  were  continued  throughout  the  term.  A 
complete  new  set  of  rigging  for  all  boats  was  turned  out.  A  detail  of  the 
junior  cadets  was  daily  assigned  to  instruction  in  the  engine  room. 

The  engineer  cadets  (first  and  second  classes)  were  instructed  in  the 
following:  operations  of  boilers  and  auxiliary  machineiy  under  port  watch 
conditions;  examination,  cleaning  and  care  of  boilers  not  in  use,  for  the 
prevention  of  corrosion  and  pitting;  overhauling  auxiliary  machinery, 
pumps,  dynamos,  steering  and  anchor  engines;  overhauling  and  grinding 
in  valves  and  remaking  leaky  pipe  joints;  taking  up  lost  motion  in  crank, 
crosshead  guides,  main  and  thrust  bearings  of  main  engine;  taking  down, 
reassembling  and  operating  demonstrating  compound  marine  engine  and 
duplex  pump;  repairs  to  electric  plant  and  fixtures. 

The  general  improvement  in  the  physique  of  the  cadets  during  the 
winter  is  gratifying,  as  shown  in  the  table  below.  The  winter  was  un- 
usually severe,  confining  the  cadets  to  the  ship  to  a  great  extent  during 
recreation  periods. 

For  the  whole  school  the  gains  were  as  follows:  —

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Very  regretfully  the  ship  was  compelled  to  part  with  the  name  "  Ranger/' 
which  had  been  hers  since  building;  it  is  a  historic  one  and  was  in  itself 
an  inspiration.  The  name  had  been  decided  on  by  the  Navy  Department 
for  one  of  the  new  battle  cruisers  now  building.  At  the  request  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  the  name  ''Nantucket"  was  given  the  school  ship 
as  being  a  traditional  seafaring  one. 


The  Summer  Term. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  Commander  Charles  N.  At- 
water,  U.  S.  N.,  on  the  summer  cruise:  — 

Because  of  the  illness  and  detachment  of  my  predecessor,  it  devolves 
upon  me,  although  I  only  assumed  the  superintendency  on  August  14,  to 
report  upon  the  entire  summer  cruise. 

The  "Nantucket"  left  the  navy  yard  May  3,  1918,  and,  after  visiting 
Provincetown  and  Vineyard  Haven,  proceeded  to  Chesapeake  Bay.  The 
run  down  the  coast  accustomed  the  cadets  to  sea  routine  and  sea  duties, 
so  that  the  summer's  work  was  fairly  underway  when  Washington,  the 
first  port  of  call,  was  reached.  Anchors  were  carried  out  to  moor  the  ship 
in  a  narrow  berth  between  Potomac  Park  and  the  city,  and  during  the 
vessel's  stay  the  cadets  were  given  an  opportunity  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  seat  of  the  national  government. 

The  next  port  visited  was  Annapolis,  Md.,  where  Rear  Admiral  Eberle, 
the  superintendent  of  the  Naval  Academy,  afforded  the  cadets  an  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  the  workings  and  facilities  of  the  greatest  of  nautical 
schools.  Among  the  midshipmen  who  came  on  board  the  "Nantucket" 
were  two  of  our  graduates. 

At  Baltimore  all  the  seamen  and  firemen  left  the  ship  in  a  body.  For- 
tunately, the  cadets  had  by  that  time  become  fairly  good  seamen  and  fire- 
men themselves  and  were  able  to  perform  these  duties  until  the  ship  was 
back  in  Boston. 

On  the  30th  of  June  the  ship  left  Chesapeake  Bay  and  on  July  1  arrived 
at  the  New  York  Navy  Yard.  German  submarines  were  then  active 
along  the  coast,  so  that  diuing  the  run  double  lookouts  were  maintained, 
and  crews  of  cadets  stood  watches  beside  loaded  guns.  A  heavier  battery 
was  awaiting  the  "Nantucket"  at  New  York,  and  it  was  placed  on  board 
to  be  carried  to  Boston  for  installation.  The  new  battery  consists  of  one  4- 
inch  forty-caliber  and  two  3-inch  fifty-caliber  single  action,  breach  load- 
ing, quick-firing  guns,  and  these  and  their  accessories  were  deposited  and 
secured  on  the  quarterdeck.  After  stopping  at  several  ports  on  the  way, 
Boston  was  reached  on  July  14. 

The  removal  of  the  battery  of  four  6-pounders  and  the  work  of  shoring- 
up  and  placing  the  foundations  for  the  new  guns  took  until  August  6, 
when  15  tons  of  ammunition  for  the  new  guns  were  received.  It  was  not 
until  August  9  that  the  ship  was  able  to  proceed  to  Hingham  Bay  and 
resume  the  interrupted  work  of  the  cruise. 


/ 
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By  August  26  the  cadets  had  been  well  drilled  at  the  new  guns,  and  on 
that  date  the  guns  were  fired  at  various  elevations  and  trains  to  test  their 
mounts.  The  test  was  carried  out  20  miles  to  the  eastward  of  Boston 
Light,  under  a  naval  board  appointed  by  the  commandant  of  the  First 
Naval  District,  and  was  successful. 

On  August  28  the  '^Nantucket "  left  Boston  and  for  the  first  time  passed 
through  the  Cape  Cod  Canal.  The  next  six  weeks  were  spent  in  cruising 
and  exercising  in  Buzzards  Bay,  Gardiners  Bay  and  Long  Island  Sound. 
Influenza  became  epidemic  on  board  while  at  New  Bedford,  and  so  many 
cases  developed  that  early  in  October  it  became  advisable  to  retium  to 
Boston.  After  anchoring  two  days  in  Presidents  Roads  the  ship  went 
into  her  winter  berth  at  North  End  Park  on  October  8.  Throughout  the 
cruise  the  cadets  showed  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  advantages  to  be 
gained  at  this  time  by  acquiring  a  nautical  education.  On  October  9  the 
first  class  was  graduated,  and  the  graduates  took  the  examinations  of  the 
Steamboat  Inspection  Service  for  licenses  as  third  mates  or  third  assistant 
engineers,  and  within  ten  days  of  graduation  some  were  officers  of  steam- 
ships. 

Cruising  in  inland  waters  favored  the  piloting  and  chart  work  of  nav- 
igation, whUe  the  frequency  of  anchoring  and  getting  underway  was 
advantageous  to  instruction  in  seamanship  and  engineering.  Special 
attention  was  given,  with  excellent  results,  to  signalling.  A  radio  detail 
assisted  with  the  installation  of  a  new  one-half  kilowatt  radio  set.  The 
radio  watch  kept  a  record  of  all  calls  and  communications  heard.  The 
unusual  things  in  engineering  were  the  fine  way  in  which  the  senior  en- 
gineering class  took  charge  of  the  fireroom  dining  the  weeks  there  were  no 
paid  firemen,  and  the  opportunity  the  engineer  cadets  had  of  seeing  the 
engineering  laboratory  at  the  Naval  Academy. 

The  cadets,  although  of  course  civilians  and  serving  without  pay, 
performed  military  duties  with  interest  and  good  will.  When  outside  the 
3-mile  limit  or  in  lonely  anchorages,  extra  watches  were  kept,  with 
ammunition  on  deck  and  crews  ready  at  loaded  guns.  Target  practice  was 
held  with  rifles  and  revolvers,  and  the  cadets  were  drilled  as  infantry. 
They  also  cared  for  the  engines,  the  boilers  and  the  battery;  cleaned  and 
painted  ship;  manned  the  running  boats;  and  in  all  things  showed  their 
pride  in  the  appearance  and  efficiency  of  the  vessel  which  was  their  home. 

Medical  DsPARniENT. 

Up  to  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  cruise  only  eight  cadets  had  been  on 
the  sick  list.  One  of  these  had  to  be  sent  to  the  Brooklyn  Hospital  ¥rith 
appendicitis  and  was  away  from  the  ship  four  weeks;  but  the  other  cases 
were  not  serious. 

On  September  27  two  cases  of  influenza  developed.  The  next  day  there 
were  six  more.  Other  cases  followed  rapidly  and  it  became  necessary  to 
establish  a  temporary  hospital  on  the  gun  deck.  In  all  there  were  thirty- 
one,  including  officers  and  crew,  on  the  sick  list  with  the  disease.    Owing 
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to  the  epidemic,  which  affected  many  besides  those  placed  on  the  sick 
list,  the  gains  in  weight  and  height  during  the  cruise  were  less  than  usual. 
The  average  gain  in  weight  was  1.3  pounds,  and  that  in  height  .1  of  an 
inch.

Action. 

Owing  to  war  conditions,  and  the  diflSculty  and  expense  of 
getting  fireproof  materials,  the  Commissioner  during  the 
year  recommended  strict  economy  and  the  utilizing  of  every- 
thing that  was  available,  so  that  only  such  measures  were 
taken  as  were  absolutely  necessary;  but  he  passed  upon 
several  plans  for  the  construction  of  fireproof  quarters,  and 
approved  a  number  of  safes  that  were  purchased,  for  the 
protection  of  records. 

Repairing  and  Binding. 

Records  have  been  repaired,  renovated,  restored,  or  bound 
during  the  year  by  the  Emery  Record  Preserving  Company, 
in  nearly  every  instance  by  order  of  the  Commissioner,  for 
the  following  places:  Carver,  Duxbury,  Granby,  Groveland, 
Haverhill,  Merrimac,  Pembroke,  Plymouth,  Somerset,  Swan- 
sea, Tewksbury,  and  Topsfield;  also  for  the  counties  of 
Bristol,  Hampden,  Hampshire,  Middlesex,  Plymouth,  and 
Worcester. 

Fires. 

About  2.30  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  Dec.  24,  1917,  a  fire 
destroyed  the  town  hall  at  West  Boylston,  but  the  town 
records  w'ere  in  a  fireproof  steel-fitted  vault,  and  were 
preserved. 
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At  3.15  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  Feb.  3,  1918,  a  fire  de- 
stroyed the  town  building  at  West  Medway,  in  which  the 
town  records  were  kept  in  a  fireproof  steel-fitted  vault  con- 
structed by  order  of  the  Commissioner,  and  in  two  fireproof 
safes,  so  that  nothing  was  lost. 

At  3.30  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  Oct.  13,  1918,  a  fire 
destroyed  the  town  hall  at  Tew-ksbury,  but  a  vault  which  had 
been  made  fireproof  and  steel-fitted  by  order  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, and  a  fireproof  safe,  saved  the  town  records. 

Printing. 

During  the  year  the  vital  records  to  1850  of  the  following 
towns  have  been  printed  and  distributed  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  470  of  the  Acts  of  1902:  Carlisle,  Charlemont, 
Cohasset,  Hardwick,  Harvard,  Milford,  Northbridge,  Salem 
(Vol.  II.),  Shirley,  Stoneham,  West  Newbury,  Westport,  and 
Windsor. 

As  that  act  was  repealed  by  chapter  16  of  the  General  Acts 
of  1918,  to  take  effect  on  December  1,  no  further  records 
will  be  issued. 

Typewriter  Ribbons  and  Stamping  Pads. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  chapter 
35  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  of  chapter  57  of  the  Acts  of 
1908,  the.  following  ribbons,  pads,  and  pad  inks,  used  for 
printing  by  typewriter  machines  and  hand  stamps,  made  by 
any  of  the  manufacturers  named  below,  are  approved  for  use 
upon  the  public  records  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  of  the 
several  counties,  cities,  and  towns  therein.  The  use  of  any 
other  is  a  violation  of  law.

To  His  Excellency  Samuel  W.  McCall,  Gavemar. 

Sir:  —  The  Board  of  Registration  in  Optometry  has  the 
honor  to  submit  to  Your  Excellency  its  seventh  annual  report 
as  required  by  chapter  700,  Acts  of  1912. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  war  called  most  young  men  into 
the  service  there  have  been  comparatively  few  applications  for 
examination  this  year.  Only  one  examination  was  held  and 
that  in  June.  Eighteen  men  took  the  required  examination, 
including  1  who  had  taken  a  previous  examination.  Of  this 
number  11  men  passed  and  7  failed.  Of  the  7  men  who  failed 
to  qualify  4  passed  in  all  subjects  but  one.  These  4  were  later 
given  a  special  examination  before  entering  the  military  service 
and  passed,  making  the  total  of  men  passed  by  the  Board  and 
registered  to  practice  optometry  during  the  year  15.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  practical  work,  the  following  written  examination 
was  given  June  11,  12,  and  13:  —

Several  cases  of  violations  of  the  law  have  been  reported  to 
the  Board  and  these  have  been  investigated  by  the  Board  and 
by  the  State  Police.  In  each  case  the  irregularity  has  been 
stopped  by  proper  admonitions  from  the  Board.  We  are  very 
glad  to  report  this  as  it  shows  that  the  men  in  our  profession 
are  guarding  the  interests  of  the  public  by  reporting  these  men 
who  are  not  legally  qualified  to  practise.    No  licenses  have  been 
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revoked  during  the  year,  and  general  conditions  throughout  the 
State  are  good.  The  high  standard  of  optometry  is  being  main- 
tained. The  Board  considered  raising  the  preliminary  educa- 
tional standards,  but  owing  to  the  war  did  not  feel  justified  in 
doing  so  but  will  as  soon  as  conditions  warrant. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  examination  numerous  executive 
sessions  have  been  held  by  the  Board,  and  over  2,000  letters 
have  been  sent  from  its  office. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Bernard  Hutchins  Whitney  the  Board 
lost  a  most  valuable  member.  Appointed  by  His  Excellency 
Eugene  N.  Foss  in  1913,  he  served  as  secretary  of  the  Board 
four  years,  and  in  1917  was  elected  chairman,  serving  until 
his  death.  Mr.  Whitney's  life  was  devoted  to  optometry,  his 
chosen  profession.  His  sterling  qualities,  exceptional  ability 
and  unfailing  adherence  to  high  ideals  won  for  him  a  national 
reputation.  His  untiring  efforts  in  the  cause  of  optometry  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  enactment  of  the  optometry  Law  in  * 
this  Commonwealth,  and  aside  from  his  part  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  law  during  his  term  of  office,  he  was  instrumental 
in  placing  and  maintaining  optometry  on  a  high  plane  among 
the  professions.  The  Commonwealth  has  lost  an  efficient  ser- 
vant, and  optometry  a  recognized  leader. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  October  8,  as 
prescribed  by  statute.  Matthew  J.  Fowler  of  Haverhill  was 
elected  chairman,  and  Howard  C.  Doane  of  Boston  was  re- 
elected secretary.  On  October  9  Your  Excellency  appointed 
Samuel  W.  Baker  of  Rockland  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  and 
he  was  confirmed  by  the  Council  and  qualified. 

Many  young  men  returning  to  civil  life  the  coming  year  will 
undoubtedly  necessitate  the  usual  number  of  examinations. 
The  Board  anticipates  an  active  year. 

During  the  year  4  optometrists  have  died,  and  15  new  men 
have  qualified,  making  a  total  of  886  optometrists  authorized 
to  practise  in  the  Commonwealth. 

We  respectfully  call  Your  Excellency's  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing financial  report  which  shows  a  substantial  unexpended 
balance.  The  Board  has  carefully  considered  all  expenditures 
endeavoring  to  conserve  the  funds  in  every  way  possible  with- 
out crippling  the  proper  administration  of  the  optometry  law.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

The  Board  of  Retirement  presents  for  your  consideration  its 
seventh  annual  report. 

The  term  of  Mr.  Carl  A.  Raymond,  second  member  of  the 
Board,  expired  on  Feb.  16,  1918.  An  election  held  under  the 
direction  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  resulted  in  Mr.  Ray- 
mond's being  re-elected  for  a  three-year  term. 

On  Dec.  1,  1917,  there  were  5,573  members  of  the  Retire- 
ment Association.  On  Dec.  1,  1918,  there  were  5,365.  During 
the  year  1,360  have  joined  the  association,  and  1,544  have  for- 
feited membership  therein  by  reason  of  death  or  resignation 
before  becoming  eligible  to  a  retirement  allowance.  In  addi- 
tion, 24  have  been  retired,  6  by  reason  of  reaching  seventy 
years  of  age,  2  for  permanent  disability,  15  upon  their  own 
request  at  the  age  of  sixty  or  over,  and  1  as  being  the  wife  of 
a  retired  member. 

By  deducting  from  the  whole  number  enrolled  those  who  have 
died,  who  have  resigned,  and  who  have  been  retired  we  find 
a  net  loss  in  membership  of  208.  This  was,  no  doubt,  in  a 
large  measure  due  to  unusual  opportunities  offered  by  employ- 
ment conditions  due  to  the  war. 

Since  the  law  became  operative  on  June  1,  1912,  221  em- 
ployees have  been  retired,  and  44  annuitants  and  3  non-mem- 
bers have  died  since  retirement,  so  that  retirement  allowances 
are  now  being  paid  to  174  former  employees.  Of  this  number, 
61  were  retired  at  the  age  of  seventy  or  over,  7  for  permanent 
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disability,  1  non-member  for  the  good  of  the  service,  upon 
request  of  the  department  in  which  he  was  employed,  and  105 
retired  of  their  own  volition. 

The  total  amount  paid  to  these  retired  employees  during  the 
year  ending  Dec.  1,  1918,  as  pensions  was  $49,890.50,  as  com- 
pared with  $43,944.47  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  1,  1917. 
The  largest  amount  payable  to  any  individual  was  $1,158.88. 
The  number  of  those  who  received  the  maximum  retirement 
allowance,  one-half  the  average  cash  salary  for  the  ten  years 
preceding  retirement,  was  72.  The  average  retirement  allow- 
ance paid  to  the  whole  number  who  benefited  by  the  system 
during  the  year  was  $315.12. 

During  the  year  an  examination  of  the  annuity  fund  was 
made  by  the  Massachusetts  Insurance  Department  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law,  and  a  distribution  of  the  surplus  to  the  in- 
dividual accounts  of  members  authorized.  The  total  credited 
amounted  to  $7,927.49,  and  was  equal  to  $1.40  on  each  $100 
of  each  account  as  it  stood  on  Sept.  30,  1917. 

The  accumulated  savings  refunded  to  members  who  left  the 
service  were  $83,400.69,  and  the  amount  refunded  to  the  heirs 
or  estates  of  deceased  members  was  $5,689.65. 

The  retirement  system  has  279  members  who  may  volun- 
tarily retire  at  the  age  of  sixty  or  over  during  the  next  fiscal 
year,  5  under  sixty  years  of  age  who  have  completed  thirty- 
five  years  of  service,  and  11  who  must  retire  at  the  age  of  70, 
the  compulsory  retirement  age.  The  number  who  will  volun- 
tarily retire  is  uncertain.  The  Board  has  submitted  its  esti- 
mates for  appropriation  upon  experience  that  it  has  gained 
that  7  per  cent,  of  the  voluntary  eligibles  will  retire.  This  will 
require  about  $6,100  in  addition  to  $52,408.51,  the  amount  of 
pensions  in  force  on  Nov.  30,  1918. 

The  expenses  of  the  administration  of  the  system  for  the 
year  were:  salaries,  $6,107.02;  contingent  expenses,  $736.31; 
reimbursement  to  institutions  for  making  deductions  from  mem- 
bers' salaries,  etc.,  $2,230.88.  The  reimbursement  to  State  in- 
stitutions is  purely  a  bookkeeping  transaction  to  show  the  prob- 
able cost  of  operating  the  system. 

The  Board  begs  to  suggest  the  following  two  amendments 
to  the  State  Retirement  Act  (chapter  532,  Acts  of  1911,  and 
amendments  and  additions  thereto) :  — 
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In  section  1  amend  definition  of  "continuous  service,"  in 
paragraph  (/),  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following:  — 
provided,  however,  such  reinstatement  may  occur  after  the  ex- 
piration of  two  years  in  the  case  of  employees  in  the  military 
or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  (or  her  allies)  who  are 
engaged  in  war  or  detained  thereafter,  awaiting  demobilization 
or  release,  so  that  said  paragraph  shall  read  as  follows:  — 

(J)  The  words  "contiguous  service"  mean  uninterrupted  employment, 
with  these  exceptions:  a  lay-off  on  account  of  illness  or  reduction  of  force, 
and  a  leave  of  absence,  suspension  or  dismissal  followed  by  reinstatement 
within  two  years:  provided,  however ^  such  reinstatement  may  occur  after 
the  expiration  of  two  years  in  the  case  of  employees  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  (or  her  allies)  who  are  engaged  in  war 
or  detained  thereafter,  awaiting  demobilization  or  release. 

The  present  definition  of  "continuous  service"  would  make 
necessary  a  refund  of  accounts  of  those  members,  who,  owing 
to  enrollment  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  in  the  present  war,  may  be  separated  from  the  service 
of  the  Commonwealth,  on  leave  of  absence  or  otherwise,  for  a 
period  extending  over  two  years.  This  further  entails  loss  of 
credit  for  service  rendered  prior  to  their  subsequent  reinstate- 
ment, and  materially  impairs  their  probable  retirement  allow- 
ances. In  order  that  these  members  may  not  be  deprived  of 
credit  for  prior  service  owing  to  absence  extending  over  two 
years  on  account  of  the  war,  we  submit  herewith  draft  of  a 
bill  to  secure  for  them  such  continuous  service  credit. 

Amend  section  4  by  striking  out  paragraph  (6),  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F  and  G,  and  substituting  the  following:  — 

(6)  The  treasurer  and  receiver  general  and  the  board  of  retirement 
shall  each  file  in  the  office  of  the  insurance  commissioner  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  February  in  each  year,  unless  for  cause  the  insurance 
commissioner  shall  have  granted  an  extension  of  time,  a  sworn  statement 
which  shall  be  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  insurance  commissioner  and 
which  shall  exhibit  the  financial  condition  of  the  retirement  system  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  the  preceding  December.  The  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  shall  idso  file  each  year  a  copy  of  said  statement  with  the  board  of 
retirement. 

The  present  law  does  not  require  the  Board  of  Retirement 
to  file  a  report  of  its  financial  condition  with  the  Insurance

Commissioner.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  data  for 
the  report,  such  as  returns  from  institutions>  are  not  received 
until  late  in  January,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  prepare 
a  report  for  filing  in  January.  Under  ordinary  circumstances 
February  15  would  allow  sufficient  time.  These  recommenda- 
tions have  been  embodied  in  the  draft  of  a  bill  submitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOMESTEAD  COMMISSION. 


During  the  year  1918  the  Commission  has  been  somewhat 
handicapped  by  the  fact  that  many  of  its  members  have  been 
doing  war  work  in  other  fields. 

Kenyon  L.  Butterfield,  who  gave  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  year  much  of  his  time  to  work  in  Washington,  in  November 
was  called  to  the  educational  work  approved  by  the  war  depart- 
ment and  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
in  France.  Warren  Dunham  Foster,  through  the  Community 
Motion  Picture  Bureau,  took  charge  of  all  the  motion  pictiu^e 
work  done  under  the  auspices  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  abroad  and 
in  America.  This  has  necessitated  frequent  absences  from  this 
country,  and  has  made  it  possible  for  him  to  spend  very  little 
time  in  Boston.  Mrs.  Eva  W.  White  early  in  the  year  en- 
gaged in  work  of  the  Community  Camp  Service  in  Washington. 
Mr.  Arthur  C.  Comey  was  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Housing  Corporation  in  Washington  during  the  year.  The 
secretary  of  the  Commission,  who  has  been  connected  with  the 
work  since  its  inception,  resigned  in  September  to  take  up 
other  work  in  Washington.  No  one  who  has  not  been  actually 
identified  with  the  work  of  the  Homestead  Commission  can 
appreciate  the  earnest  and  eflBcient  service  which  Mr.  Sterling 
has  given  to  the  cause  of  better  housing.  The  members  of  the 
Commission  can  realize  better  than  any  one  else  what  a  real 
loss  his  departiu^e  has  been.  Prof.  George  C.  Whipple  was  a 
member  of  the  United  States  commission  to  Russia,  and  was 
absent  for  a  portion  of  the  year. 

LoweU  Houring  Project. 

A  Continuation  op  1917  Report. 

This  report,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  building  of  homesteads, 
is  but  a  continuation  of  the  report  of  1917, 

In  submitting  the  same,  it  seems  wise  to  call  attention  to 
certain  facts  which  may  have  escaped  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  and  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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First,  the  building  project  turned  over  to  the  Commission 
by  the  Legislature  was  and  is  an  experiment.  In  carrying 
out  this  experiment  it  was  necessary  — 

1.  To  select  some  locality  where  there  was  an  evident  need 
of  more  and  better  houses. 

2.  To  develop  a  tract  of  land  as  a  unit.  In  other  words, 
the  tract  chosen  must  be  of  sufficient  size  so  that  it  would 
have  character  of  its  own,  where  each  house  and  lot  would  not 
be  subject  to  iSuctuations  in  value  because  of  inability  to 
control  building  on  surrounding  lands.  Further,  it  was  desired 
to  form  a  community  of  the  owners,  that  a  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion might  be  developed  for  mutual  benefit. 

3.  That  such  a  project  should  include  different  types  of 
houses  adapted  to  accommodate  different-sized  families. 

4.  That  construction  be  good.  "Jerry"  building  must  not 
be  used,  and  material  and  work  must  be  such  that  twenty 
years  hence  the  buildings  would  not  be  a  group  of  shacks. 

5.  That  the  central  idea  of  the  whole  experiment  be  the 
development  of  a  house  with  a  garden  plot.  This  was  deemed 
essential  for  several  reasons:  first,  that  the  produce  might 
furnish  a  partial  offset  to  rental  value  or  cost  of  interest  and 
maintenance;  second,  that  the  owner  might,  in  normal  out- 
door exercise,  have  some  offset  to  his  day's  confinement  in  the 
mill  or  factory;  third,  that  the  children  might  be  educated  to 
work  in  the  garden  with  their  parents,  thus  offsetting  the 
influence  of  the  street  corner;  fourth,  to  point  the  way  to 
development  of  agricultural  resources  in  suburban  districts. 

The  method  by  which  the  Commission  was  to  carry  out  its 
plans  was  clearly  defined  by  statute.  The  Homestead  experi- 
ment was  in  no  sense  a  charity  project.  The  constitutional 
amendment  and  the  statute  under  which  the  appropriation 
was  made  provided  that  the  house  and  lot  must  be  sold  for 
not  less  than  cost.  There  was  no  expectation  of  any  magic 
process  by  which  a  house  that  cost  $3,000  should  sell  at  $2,000, 
nor  was  there  any  plan  suggested  by  the  Commission  for  radi- 
cally cutting  the  cost  of  building.  The  reasons  urged  for  the 
experiment  were  (1)  to  determine  what  could  be  supplied 
within  the  workman's  income;  (2)  to  reduce  the  burden  by 
giving  a  longer  time  for  payment  than  is  the  practice  of  the 
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bank  or  individual;  (3)  to  effect  the  economies  of  group  build- 
ing. While  it  is  true  that  co-operative  banks  take  care  of  50 
to  80  per  cent  of  the  full  value  of  the  property  in  fairly  long- 
term  payments,  a  considerable  balance  must  be  paid,  and  if 
the  owner  desires  to  borrow  any  portion  thereof  he  has  to  pay 
enormous  rates  of  interest. 

It  was  hoped,  also,  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  the  cottage 
house  as  compared  with  the  tenement  house  as  a  place  for 
living  and  bringing  up  a  family,  the  advantage  consisting  not 
only  in  increased  light  and  air,  but  in  the  higher  standard  of 
citizenship  which  comes  with  the  possession  of  a  home. 

Further,  by  making  the  building  a  part  of  a  unit  develop- 
ment, the  values  for  which  the  purchaser  pays  will  be  pro- 
tected from  neighboring  cheap  tenement  structiu'es,  which 
seriously  affect  those  values  and  from  which  the  average 
holder  of  small  property  has  no  way  to  protect  himself. 

The  fact  is  clearly  recognized  by  the  Commission  that  there 
is  a  certain  percentage  of  men  who,  under  ordinary  conditions, 
are  incapable  of  earning  a  sufficient  amount  to  make  possible 
the  buying  or  renting,  even,  of  a  decent  tenement.  The  dif- 
ficulty is  one  of  physical  or  mental  inefficiency  or  of  an 
uneconomic  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  labor.  The  only 
help  which  a  State  housing  activity  could  give  to  these  persons 
would  be  indirect.  It  is  true,  generally  speaking,  that  whenever 
good  houses  for  occupancy  of  people  of  limited  means  and 
income  are  built,  whether  at  a  very  low  cost  or  at  a  higher 
cost,  the  supply  provided  relieves  the  demand,  causing  the 
vacating  of  poor  houses  and  thus,  indirectly,  conditions  are 
improved  all  along  the  line. 

It  may  be  proper  to  say  here  that  there  has  been  no  pre- 
conceived opinion  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  Commission 
as  to  the  desirability  of  the  State  building  houses  for  large 
numbers  of  workmen,  in  other  words,  going  into  the  housing 
business.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  Commission,  the  housing 
appropriation  was  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  an  experi- 
ment. It  was  believed  that  the  State  might  point  the  way  for 
others.  It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Commission  in  carrying 
out  its  plans  to  have  a  considerable  number  of  different. types 
of  houses,  as  to  size  and  material  of  construction,  in  order  to 
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demonstrate  the  desirability  of  different  types  of  construction 
as  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  New  England  manufacturing 
city.  Should  the  work  be  continued,  the  building  of  six-room 
houses  is  contemplated  as  the  next  stage  in  the  experiment. 

Summary  of  Step's  Taken. 

Briefly,  the  steps  taken  by  the  Homestead  Commission 
were  as  follows:  After  the  passage  of  the  constitutional  amend- 
ment the  Commission  asked  the  Legislature  of  1916  for  an 
appropriation  of  $50,000,  which  at  that  time  seemed  a  possible 
amount  on  which  to  conduct  a  small  experiment.  The  Legis- 
lature postponed  action  until  the  following  year,  in  order  that 
plans  might  be  drawn  and  presented  to  the  Legislature;  and 
the  Commission,  after  making  a  considerable  study,  decided 
that  the  sum  of  $100,000  was  required  to  make  a  minimum- 
sized  experiment  at  the  current  market  prices  for  labor  and 
material.  The  Legislature  appropriated  $50,000,  and  it  is 
fair  to  say  that  the  opinion  expressed  by  various  members  of 
the  committee  and  of  the  Legislatuie  was  that  this  amount 
would  furnish  the  initial  appropriation,  and  that  further  ap- 
propriations would  be  made  for  completion  of  the  work  later. 
With  this  small  appropriation,  made  at  a  time  of  rapidly 
rising  costs,  the  Commission  undertook  this  work.  After  a 
careful  examination  of  needs  and  conditions  in  the  cities  of 
the  Commonwealth,  Lowell  was  selected  as  a  typical  mill  city. 
It  is  a  city  in  which  there  are  the  average  number  of  poor 
tenements,  and  one  where  the  nationality  of  the  population 
promised  well  in  the  interests  of  gardening  plans.  The  city 
had  a  congestion  of  population  and  shortage  of  houses.  While 
this  was  partly  due  to  war  conditions,  it  is  true  that  conges- 
tion is  a  usual  condition  in  Lowell.  Further,  the  land  values 
were  not  prohibitive. 

Next,  it  was  necessary  to  choose  one  of  three  types  of 
plots,  —  a  parcel  a  long  distance  from  the  city,  depending  on 
trains  and  trolleys,  a  suburban  parcel  within  a  single  car  fare, 
or  one  within  walking  distance  of  the  factories.  It  was  finally 
decided  to  buy  within  walking  distance,  for  the  first  experi- 
ment. Then  a  careful  study  was  made  to  determine  what 
land  was  available.    In  this  study  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
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various  people  having  a  knowledge  of  local  real  estate  con- 
ditions were  consulted.  The  decision  was  arrived  at  on  the 
basis  of  availability  by  reason  of  fulfilling  the  conditions  above 
set  forth.  The  tract  most  nearly  fulfilling  those  conditions 
was  one  of  approximately  7  acres  on  Hildreth  Street.  It  was 
within  walking  distance  of  the  large  mills,  adjacent  to  the 
Frederick  T.  Greenhalge  School,  and  the  surface  of  the  land 
was  nearly  level  except  for  one  little  depression  running  across 
the  property,  which  fitted  well  into  a  plan  giving  a  little  park 
space.  Further,  the  soil  was  tested  by  the  Massachusetts 
Agricultural  College  and  was  found  satisfactory  for  gardening 
purposes.  In  this  respect  the  judgment  of  the  Commission 
was  amply  justified,  as  appears  later  in  this  report.  The 
members  of  the  Commission  were  ignorant  of  the  owner's 
name  until  by  Inquiry  it  was  ascertained  that  it  was  the  prop- 
erty of  Princeton  University,  being  a  part  of  a  considerable 
devise  made  by  Isaac  Wyman  to  the  university.  The  land 
was  taxed  at  $16,500  and  was  purchased  by  the  Commission 
for  $12,500,  a  fair  price,  probably,  for  both  purchaser  and 
seller. 

An  attractive  plan  for  developing  the  plot  was  made  by  Mr. 
Comey  of  the  Commission,  who  also  assisted  in  the  designing 
of  the  cottages.  The  Commission,  believing  that,  while  for 
some  reasons  it  might  be  desirable  to  give  the  work  to  local 
architects,  it  was  wiser  to  select  architects  who  had  specialized 
in  the  making  of  plans  for  workingmen's  homes,  employed  a 
firm  of  Boston  architects,  who  among  other  projects  had  fur- 
nished plans  for  the  Salem  Rebuilding  Commission.  While  a 
number  of  different  plans  were  worked  out  at  the  request  of 
the  Commission,  particular  attention  was  given  to  plans  for 
small  houses  with  foiu*  and  five  rooms,  because  it  was  desired 
to  reach  workers  with  as  low  wages  as  possible.  While  other 
plans  were  to  be  worked  out  later,  it  was  deemed  desirable 
that  the  first  effort  be  to  reach  this  class.  These  houses  were 
not  built  primarily  to  compete  with  large  roomy  houses  but 
with  the  tenement  houses  as  the  tenement-house  dweller  was 
deemed  in  greatest  need  of  assistance. 

The  Commission  advertised  for  bids  on  the  types  selected 
in  local  papers  and  the  papers  having  a  State  circulation.    Com- 
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panies  specializing  in  standardized  "building  were  also  notified. 
The  lowest  bid,  that  of  a  Lowell  contractor,  was  accepted. 

The  plans  of  the  houses  built,  with  prices,  are  also  included 
in  the  report  of  1917.  The  terms  of  payment  are  based  on  the 
amortization  tables  on  page  10  of  the  report  of  1917  and  are 
as  follows:  a  payment  of  $50  or  $100 "down  and  monthly 
payments  as  below,  including  interest  at  5  per  cent  and  pay- 
ment on  principal.  The  period  of  amortization  is  sixteen 
years  and  four  months.

The  1917  report  contains  on  page  14  a  plan  of  the  Home- 
stead tract  as  laid  out,  and  pages  16  and  17  and  20  to  23, 
inclusive,  show  plans  of  the  houses  erected,  while  page  15 
contains  the  cost  analyzed.  Reference  is  made  to  this  because 
the  lots  have  been  laid  out  and  the  houses  constructed  and 
sold  on  the  basis  and  in  the  manner  described  in  that  report. 
A  change  was  necessitated  in  the  width  of  sidewalks  and  grass 
spaces  in  order  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  street  department 
of  the  city  of  Lowell.  The  requirements  for  curbing,  instead 
of  graded  grass  spaces  to  the  gutters,  also  made  the  public 
work  more  expensive  and  detracted  from  the  beauty  of  the 
plan.  However,  these  were  not  large  matters.  The  houses 
when  completed  were  attractive,  and  the  lots  and  streets 
will  be  attractive  when  the  street  department  completes  the 
work  upon  the  streets.    Because  of  shortage  of  labor  thb  has 
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not  been  done,  and  the  seeding  and  planting  of  trees  await 
the  construction  work  of  the  city. 

At  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  houses  there  was  a 
good  demand  for  dwellings,  and  it  may  have  been  due  to  that 
as  well  as  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  houses  and  the  com- 
paratively easy  payment  system  that  the  houses  with  two 
exceptions  were  all  taken  before  the  contractor  had  turned 
them  over  to  the  State.  These  two  were  taken  immediately 
afterward.  The  last  two  to  be  sold  were  semi-detached  houses, 
the  preference  being  for  the  single  house  at  a  higher  cost. 

Purchasers  of  Houses.

children. 

about  thirty  years  old,  machinist;  wife  and  two  small  children. 

about  thirty-three  years  old,  worker  in  engine  room,  cotton 

mill;  wife  and  three  children. 

about  forty-five  years  old,  sister  keeps  house;  machinist  United 

States  Cartridge  Company;   had  been  a  member  of  the  American 
Legion  in  Canadian  regiment  in  France;  no  family. 

about  thirty-one  years  old,  paper  box  maker;  wife,  no  children. 

about  twenty-«even  years  old,  mill  operative  in  yam  mills. 

He  was  the  first  purchaser,  buying  the  house  about  three  weeks 
before  he  was  married.

The  Commission  believes  that  these  families  are  fairly  rep- 
resentative '  of  the  class  which  should  be  reached  by  Home- 
stead work.  It  is  truQ  that  a  four  or  five  room  house  is  not 
adapted  to  properly  housing  a  large  family  of  children,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  very  large  numbers  of  children  are 
housed  in  tenements  with  much  smaller  numbering  of  rooms,

and  much  smaller  floor  space,  without  the  advantages  of 
ample  light  and  air  and  proper  sanitary  conveniences.  It 
may  be  said  that  houses  costing  as  much  as  these  are  not 
within  the  reach  of  the  man  or  woman  receiving  the  lowest 
wages.  From  present  indications,  it  is  probable  that  in  the 
future  there  will  be  a  comparatively  small  number  of  men  in 
regular  employment  who  are  not  able  to  meet  the  payments 
on  these  places.  It  is  true  that  in  the  future  as  in  the  past, 
there  will  be  for  a  great  many  years  a  considerable  number  of 
people  incapable  of  securing  the  wages  to  be  self-supporting. 
The  diflBculty  here  is,  as  above  suggested,  either  physical  or 
mental  ineflBciency  or  an  unfair  division  of  the  proceeds  of 
labor,  which  is  something  no  effort  of  the  Homestead  Com- 
mission can  hope  to  remedy. 

The  State  has  expressly,  in  the  terms  of  its  constitutional 
amendment  and  statute,  discarded  any  theory  of  charity  or 
even  of  absorption  of  excessive  land  values  in  home  building. 
The  cost  during  the  war  was  necessarily  high,  but  comparing 
the  same  with  that  of  privately  built  houses  and  houses  built 
by  the  United  States,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  their  costs 
are  not  only  reasonable,  but  perhaps  among  the  lowest  for  good 
construction  of  any  built  during  that  period.  It  is  unfortunate 
that,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  labor  employed  in  Lowell 
upon  war  munitions,  the  close  of  the  war  forced  many  people 
out  of  employment,  one  corporation  alone  discharging  about 
10,000  men.  For  this  reason,  before  the  printing  of  this  report 
and  during  the  year  1919,  several  of  the  contracts  for  the 
houses  were  canceled.  It  is  also  true  that  the  building  of  the 
Commission  has  met  with  some  hostility  from  local  interests, 
and  comparisons  have  been  made  of  the  Homestead  Commis- 
sion buildings  with  those  built  by  private  capital  in  the  near 
vicinity,  the  claim  being  made  that  the  houses  were  larger 
and  were  sold  at  less  cost.  The  answer  is  found  in  the  com- 
parison of  the  material  and  method  of  construction  of  the 
houses,  which  will  be  found  to  be  well  built  in  the  case  of  the 
Homestead  Commission,  and  in  the  fact  that  the  others  were 
built  by  non-union  labor  during  the  winter  season,  at  a  labor 
cost  of  approximately  one-half  of  union  prices.  Certainly  the 
State  could  not  afford  to  meet  this  particular  kind  of  com- 
petition. 
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Success  of  Garden  Plots. 

Tn  order  to  realize  the  idea  which  had  been  emphasized 
from  the  beginning  of  making  the  home  garden  a  part  of  the 
development,  the  Commission  out  of  its  general  funds  em- 
ployed an  expert  garden  supervisor  who  gave  part  time  to  the 
Homestead  work.  The  vacant  portion  of  lots  sold,  including 
about  one-half  to  two-thirds  of  the  area  of  each,  was  planted 
with  garden  sauce  of  all  kinds.  ,  In  addition,  the  Commission 
opened  the  vacant  land  for  war  gardens,  in  plots  of  about 
4,000  feet  each,  and  furnished  fertilizer  and  labor  for  ploughing 
the  same  at  cost,  which  was  $5  per  lot.  There  were  28  of 
these  garden  lots  taken  by  near-by  residents.  The  soil  justi- 
fied the  tests  made  previous  to  purchase,  and  under  the  sui>er- 
vision  of  the  instructor,  in  addition  to  providing  ample  garden 
sauce  for  the  summer  and  considerable  quantities  of  tomatoes, 
the  whole  tract  averaged  28  bushels  of  potatoes  to  each  lot, 
thus  giving  a  net  return  of  $56  per  lot  on  an  average  from  the 
potato  crop  alone.  It  will  be  seen  that  if  such  results  can 
ordinarily  be  obtained  on  a  lot  of  4,000  feet,  the  use  of  one- 
half  of  each  lot  built  upon  should  net  to  each  owner  the  equiva- 
lent of  at  least  $3  per  month  for  a  yearly  outlay  of  $5  plus  the 
labor,  which  in  most  cases  is  a  corrective  of  the  fatigue  of  the 
mill  rather  than  an  added  burden.  Further,  it  has  furnished 
a  place  where  the  children  may  learn  habits  of  industry  and 
helpfulness,  giving  them  an  opportunity  to  share  in  the  family 
problems,  and  also  to  work  hand  in  hand  with  nature,  thus 
making  them  co-partners  with  its  processes. 

Present  Status  of  Project. 

There  has  been  repaid  to  the  Commonwealth  up  to  Dec.  31, 
1918,  the  sum  of  $243.95  in  monthly  installments.  No  appro- 
priation was  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1918  for  the  purpose 
of  continuing  the  development. 

Regarding  the  success  of  the  Homestead  Commission  work,, 
it  is  not  possible  for  the  Commission  or  any  person  to  hazard 
any  opinion  worth  while  at  this  time.  The  only  value  of  a 
small  project  of  thirty  or  forty  houses  would  be  as  a  demon- 
stration of  the  ability  of  the  State  to  finance  and  sell  houses 
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meeting  the  demand  of  the  workingman,  giving  him  decent 
living  accommodations  in  a  house,  with  land  adjacent  for  a 
home  garden,  for  which  he  shall  pay  the  cost  without  profit 
to  builder  and  on  terms  that  make  it  possible  for  him  to 
purchase  the  same  even  though  his  capital  and  wages  are 
small.  In  a  strict  sense  the  particular  tract  of  this  type 
cannot  relieve  congestion  because  it  is  too  small  to  justify 
such  large  claims,  but  it  may  be  most  valuable  in  pointing  the 
way  to  relief  of  congestion  and  the  substitution  of  a  better 
type  of  house  than  the  tenement  house  or  multiple  dwelling 
which  private  capital  has  up  to  this  date  supplied  for  urban 
population.  Certainly  the  building  of  twelve  small  houses  on 
a  tract  which  requires  about  fifty  for  a  unit  development  can 
prove  little  either  way.  There  must  be  a  completion  of  the 
building  up  of  the  tract. 

Housing  Problem  of  To-day  not  being  solved. 

A  study  of  congested  districts  in  our  large  cities  and  of  the 
type  of  dwellings  being  constructed  by  builders  throughout 
sections  now  suburban  but  rapidly  becoming  central  clearly 
demonstrates  the  failure  of  capital  to  realize  and  provide 
for  the  real  need  of  the  inhabitants. 

Land  is  purchased  by  the  tract.  It  is  covered  with  multiple 
dwellings  housing  families  on  three  or  more  levels,  and  the 
dwellers  are  told  that  these  furnish  cheap  workingmen's  homes 
because  the  same  amount  of  land  houses  three  families  or 
more  instead  of  one.  From  observation,  however,  it  would 
seem  that  the  builder  capitalizes  his  land  on  the  basis  of  the 
proposed  intensive  use,  and  an  inflated  value  is  included  in 
the  selling  price  or  into  the  valuation  on  which  the  rental  is 
based.  Too  frequently  the  buildings  are  constructed  with 
the  sole  purpose  of  placing  the  largest  mortgage  possible  and 
selling  the  house  at  a  price  and  on  terms  which  shall  net  the 
builder  a  good  profit,  allow  him  to  collect  the  same,  and  leave 
the  purchaser  to  take  the  depreciation  which  is  sure  to  come 
within  ten  or  fifteen  years.  This  system  frequently  produces 
a  district  which  is  developed  on  the  three,  four  and  five  tier 
basis  with  less  than  half  the  available  lots  being  built  upon, 
each  lot  being  held  until  the  demand  comes  for  a  similar 
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intensive  use  thereof.  The  evils  of  this  system  are  that  the 
purchaser,  who  invests  a  small  amount  and  pays  thereon,  is 
paying  not  alone  for  the  physical  value  of  the  house  and  land 
but  usually  for  an  additional  inflation  charged  by  the  builder; 
that  depreciation  follows  and  he  often  loses  his  investment; 
that  with  this  type  of  building  near-by  cottage,  single  or  two- 
family  houses  are  at  once  depreciated,  the  city  as  well  as  the 
owner  suffering  loss  in  taxable  values;  that  with  a  considerable 
number  of  these  there  arises  what  is  known  as  a  blighted 
district  where  depreciation  sets  in.  Frequently  these  houses 
are  a  great  fire  menace  because  of  internal  structure,  and  in 
large  districts  the  outside  construction  and  proximity  to  each 
other  of  large  numbers  of  the  same  type  of  multiple  dwelling 
cause  a  serious  general  conflagration  hazard. 

Importance  of  Proper  Housixig. 

These  objections  are,  however,  largely  economic,  and  the 
larger  side  of  the  problem,  the  social  side,  is  yet  more  im- 
portant. With  the  fontrol  of  a  whole  house,  from  the  land 
upward,  comes  an  increased  interest  in  keeping  in  good  repair, 
and  in  keeping  the  district  clean  and  in  good  condition.  With 
a  garden  space  available  and  used,  comes  the  pride  of  pro- 
duction. If  the  tenant  can  own  his  own  home,  to  these  is 
added  pride  of  ownership.  All  these  are  no  small  factors  in  the 
making  of  good  citizens.  This  is  not  theory.  It  is  a  result 
actually  shown  not  only  in  the  garden  suburb  of  England 
but  wherever  the  citizenship  of  the  cottage  dweller  and  home 
owner  is  placed  in  evidence  alongside  of  the  tenement-house 
dweller. 

In  addition  to  this  is  the  health  factor,  cFearly  shown  in  the 
mortality  and  health  statistics  of  congested  districts.  There 
are  further  the  education  and  influence  on  the  growing  child. 
The  question  is  not,  "  Do  you  find  some .  healthy  children, 
some  children  growing  up  to  be  good  citizens  in  the  congested 
districts?"  The  question  is,  "As  a  whole,  is  the  tenement- 
house  district  producing  the  type  of  men  and  women  who 
will  make  the  best  citizens?" 

Americanization  is  the  great  problem  of  to-day.  No  private 
interest  must  stand  in  the  way,  and  the  two  fundamentals 
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that  are  recognized  in  the  task  of  making  true  Americans  are 
the  knowledge  of  the  English  language  and  acquaintance 
with  American  standards  of  living.  No  man  who  has  not  at 
least  some  minimum  standard  of  decency  realized  in  his  own 
home  can  make  the  type  of  citizen  we  want  and  need.  Our 
country  is  in  grave  peril,  and  no  stone  must  be  left  unturned 
in  an  attempt  to  find  the  solution. 

The  Homestead  Commission  is  not  as  a  commission  favor- 
able to  government  ownership  of  houses,  whether  State  or 
municipal,  at  this  time.  It  is  in  favor  of  completing  its  first 
experiment,  in  order  to  gain  further  light  on  the  problem  which 
up  to  date  private  capital  has  failed  to  solve. 

City  and  Town  Planning  Board  Reports. 

The  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards  has  been 
inactive  because  of  the  same  conditions  which  face  the  Com- 
mission, —  its  oflScers  having  been  engaged  outside  of  Massa- 
chusetts. For  that  reason  it  is  probable  that  less  local  activity 
has  been  shown.  The  reports  from  the  ^different  boards  are 
summarized,  as  follows:  — 

Amherst,  —  The  series  of  street  maps  exhibited  the  pre\dous 
year  were  the  subject  of  study  and  correction.  The  request 
for  changing  the  name  of  School  Street  to  Hitchcock  Street 
was  renewed,  and  it  was  also  urged  that  the  name  of  Maple 
Avenue  should  be  changed  to  Bolton  Avenue.  The  board 
suggested  that  to  the  plan  of  building  a  sidewalk  on  Lessey 
Street  should  be  added  the  grading  of  the  walk  toward  the 
top  of  the  hill  to  a  grade  more  nearly  on  a  level  with  the 
street;  and  that  a  careful  study  of  the  desired  extension  of 
Beston  Street,  with  a  view  to  safeguarding  the  future,  should 
be  made. 

Arlington,  —  The  board  held  a  conference  with  the  board 
of  survey  concerning  streets.  Building  lines  on  Massachusetts 
Avenue  were  recommended.  Crusher  lot  was  recommended 
for  park  purposes.  Sucker  Brook  improvement  was  suggested, 
and  also  the  development  of  the  cemetery.  The  most  impor- 
tant development  was  the  Summer  Street  State  highway. 

AUlehoro. — Garden  work  was  taken  over  by  the  school  depart- 
ment.   Tl.e  board  urged  a  clean-up  week.    The  plan  of  widening 
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Park  Street  was  accepted.  A  new  street  from  Union  Street  to 
Pine  Street,  the  widening  and  improvement  of  certain  streets, 
and  also  relief  from  congestion  due  to  trolley  switches  at  Mill 
Street  were  recommended. 

Beverly.  —  The  board  recommended  adequate  appropriation 
and  support;  a  uniform  system  of  signs;  extension  and  widen- 
ing of  certain  streets;  and  for  a  war  memorial,  an  auditorium 
with  a  large  memorial  hall,  this  to  be  used  as  a  community 
center. 

Boston.  —  Many  problems  were  considered :  improvement 
of  streets;  development  of  park  spaces  and  playgrounds;  play- 
ground sites;  athletic  fields;  improvement  of  beaches;  sites 
for  municipal  buildings;  and  development  of  civic  centers. 
Much  time  was  spent  in  the  consideration  of  the  housing 
problem.  A  plan  was  submitted  for  a  western  artery,  —  a 
thoroughfare  to  provide  adequate  communications  east  of 
Washington  Street  at  south,  and  west  of  Castle  Square  at 
north.  If  this  plan  were  carried  out  in  its  entirety  it  would 
be  at  no  cost  to  the  city.  A  North  End  survey  was  made  to 
show  present  conditions  and  the  trend  of  development.  The 
North  End  is  an  area  of  about  100  acres,  70  of  which  are 
residential.  It  is  a  congested  tenement  district,  much  in  need 
of  improvement.  Rehousing  and  decentralization  were  con- 
sidered as  a  possible  solution.  A  thoroughfare  is  needed  to 
connect  Charlestown  bridge  with  the  market  district.  Only  one- 
half  of  the  necessary  park  space  is  available.  Any  plan  should 
cover  the  future.  Piecemeal  improvements,  unless  they  follow 
some  definitely  laid  out  plans,  are  very  unwise.  A  plan  is 
needed  to  restrict  the  height  of  buildings,  the  percentage  of  the 
lot  covered,  the  use  of  buildings,  and  classes  of  construction. 
The  city  would  be  justified  in  spending  the  necessary  amount 
for  improving  the  section  because  of  the  returns  in  improved 
living  conditions  and  in  the  health  and  morals  of  the  residents. 

Brockton.  —  The  board  printed  as  its  report  a  program  of 
the  city  planning  procedure  for  Brockton  planned  by  Mr. 
Arthur  C.  Comey.  This  program  is  divided  into  three  heads,  — 
surveys  and  maps,  plans,  and  action.  The  board  reported 
the  acceptance  by  the  city  council  of  the  board  of  survey  act,, 
chapter  190,  General  Acts  of  1916. 
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Brookline.  —  Recommendations  concerning  the  laying  out 
of  certain  streets  were  renewed,  and  the  establishing  of  new 
building  lines  was  recommended.  The  electrifying  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  and  connecting  it  with  the  Boston 
Elevated  system  was  suggested  as  a  possible  solution  of  the 
transportation  problem.  Legislation  was  recommended  to 
provide  that  before  land  is  purchased  or  used  for  public  pur- 
poses the  matter  be  submitted  to  the  planning  board.  The 
question  of  public  garages  and  parking  spaces  was  considered, 
and  a  war  memorial  suggested. 

Cambridge,  —  The  board  is  collecting  a  library  on  city  plan- 
ning. The  principle  of  districting  was  approved  and  a  district- 
ing commission  appointed.  Elimination  of  overhead  wires  was 
recommended,  and  co-operation  with  neighboring  municipalities 
was  suggested.  The  board  considered  the  question  of  street 
playgrounds,  but  a  separate  area  for  play  was  recommended. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  building  of  a  city  factory  on  the 
Charles  River  "front"  was  contemplated,  the  extension  of  the 
present  park  and  the  building  of  an  attractive  "loft"  factory 
in  the  rear  was  suggested.  Other  recommendations  were: 
white  bands  on  pavements  for  cross  walks  at  Central  Square; 
a  listing  of  all  vacant  property;  and  improvement  of  street 
and  traffic  conditions.  For  the  coming  year  the  board  is  to 
concentrate  on  districting. 

Chicopee,  —  The  year  was  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  in- 
dustries and  in  getting  out  a  report  on  that  subject.  The 
board  recommended  that  Front  Street  be  improved;  the  paving 
of  West  Main  Street;  the  macadamizing  of  Fairview  Avenue; 
the  laying  of  double  tracks  from  Fisk  Park  to  the  junction  of 
St.  James  Avenue  and  Broadway  by  the  Springfield  Street 
Railway  Company,  and  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to 
cover  cost  of  building  retaining  walls  opposite  the  almshouse 
and  at  the  electric  light  station's  pond.  The  board  also  recom- 
mended that  the  sewer  committee  and  the  city  engineer,  to- 
gether with  members  of  the  City  Plans  Commission,  be  in- 
structed to  develop  a  new  sewer  system.  An  appropriation  was 
urged  for  the  building  of  a  new  police  station,  the  old  one 
having  been  condemned  by  the  board  of  health,  and  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  building  of  a  fire  station  in  Aldenville, 
An  ordinance  to  establish  building  lines  was  suggested.  • 
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Clinton.  —  The  board  reported  that  the  Lancaster  Mills  had 
erected  seven  double  tenements  for  employees  and  opened  up 
a  new  street,  which  adds  greatly  to  the  general  appearance 
of  the  neighborhood,  and  that  the  general  housing  conditions 
show  some  improvement.  The  board  spent  some  time  in 
efforts  to  obtain  lower  rates  of  insurance  on  property  owned 
by  the  town.  The  extension  of  the  limits  of  the  fire  district 
is  desired.  A  report  was  submitted  on  the  question  of  a 
snow  screen  for  Boylston  Street.  A  memorial  park  at  Depot 
Square  was  suggested,  also  the  planting  of  individual  trees  as 
a  memorial  to  those  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  war.  An 
appropriatioii  for  that  purpose  was  asked  for,  and  also  an 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  placing  guideboards  through- 
out the  town. 

Dedham.  —  This  planning  board  has  the  powers  of  the  Park 
Commission.  It  recommended  the  change  of  street  names  to 
prevent  duplicate,  the  improvement  of  the  swamp  district, 
and  the  acceptance  of  Riverside  Drive.  The  bathhouses  were 
kept  open  from  May  30  to  September  15.  The  board  em- 
ployed Arthur  A.  Shurtleff  to  make  a  study  of  the  town  and 
to  suggest  improvements.  ,  Following  is  *a  summary  of  his 
recommendation:  improvement  of  the  swamp  district;  com- 
munication with  isolated  districts;  street  improvement;  en- 
largement of  Town  Square  and  Boyden  Square;  zoning;  exten- 
sion of  park  areas;  improvement  of  grounds  at  Oakdale 
Library  Branch;  purchase  of  land  at  bathhouse;  and  a  foot- 
bridge and  playground  at  Stone  Park.  He  suggests  for  im- 
mediate study  the  highway  system,  set-back  lines,  and  the 
problems  of  marshes  and  streams. 

Everett.  —  The  1916-17  report  is  the  last  one  that  has  been 
submitted.  The  introduction  of  House  Bill  No.  1408,  provid- 
ing for  the  taking  of  land  by  the  Commonwealth  at  Broadway 
and  Main  Street  for  park  purposes,  was  the  result  of  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  board;  also  the  improvement  of  the  square 
at  the  junction  of  Shute  and  Sea  streets.  Miss  Ruth  Sher- 
burne and  Miss  Mary  Stuart  Fellows  have  given  lectures  on 
playground  and  recreation  work.  The  board  recommended 
a  street  from  Calhoun  Avenue  to  Clifton  Avenue;  development 
of  the  water  front;  shade  trees;  widening  of  certain  streets; 
elimination  of  overhead  wires;    building  lines;   care  and  selec- 
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tion  of  dumping  areas;  the  taking  of  area  at  junction  of 
Broadway  and  Main  Street  for  park  purposes;  a  beauty  space 
at  Parlin  Library;  the  location  of  a  street  through  land  of  the 
Woodlawn  Cemetery  Corporation;  and  the  prevention  of  du- 
plicating street  names.  In  1917  there  were  only  two  members 
and  no  new  appointments. 

Fitchburg,  —  The  term  of  office  of  the  Municipal  Develop- 
ment Commission  expired  legally  in  1918,  but  the  city  passed 
an  ordinance  for  a  new  commission  of  the  same  name  to 
continue  the  work.  The  Commission  reviewed  the  work  of 
the  past  five  years  and  suggested  that  a  definite  program  of 
improvement  be  planned  for  the  futiu'e. 

Framingham.  —  The  board  has  given  all  the  aid  possible 
to  the  relocation  and  contemplated  changes  at  Framingham 
Junction,  Buckminster  Square,  Pleasant  Street,  Framingham 
Center  and  Winthrop  Street.  Drainage  near  Cedar  Swamp 
was  referred  to  the  planning  board  and  the  board  of  public 
works  for  a  report.  Plans  were  considered  for  a  drinking 
fountain  at  Nobscot  village. 

Gardner.  —  The  board  held  one  meeting,  electing  a  chairman 
and  a  secretary. 

Haverhill,  —  The  board  recommended  that  inspectors  be  ap- 
pointed to  study  housing  conditions,  and  that  they  be  given 
authority  to  remedy  bad  conditions.  The  report  of  1917  was 
again  recommended.  The  development  of  the  area  bounding 
City  Hall  Park  as  a  civic  center  was  urged.  Plans  for  Fore- 
fathers' Day,  1920,  should  be  started.  The  board  submitted 
these  suggestions  for  a  soldier  memorial:  first,  take  lake 
Salstonstall  from  the  water  board,  put  it  into  the  park  de- 
partment, and  then  construct  an  Army  and  Navy  boulevard 
around  the  lake;  second,  take  the  land  on  the  delta  and 
utilize  it  as  a  place  for  band  concerts,  bathhouses,  etc.,  to  be 
known  as  the  Army  and  Navy  Park;  third,  construct  a  park 
and  boulevard  along  the  banks  of  Little  River  with  skating 
and  bathing  facilities;  fourth,  construct  a  new  bridge  over 
the  Merrimack  River,  constructing  appropriate  entrance  gates 
for  boulevards  or  bridge.  A  memorial  of  a  more  inclusive 
nature  to  honor  all  soldiers  from  the  days  of  1776  to  the  present 
time  was  also  suggested,  —  a  memorial  building  to  be  used  as 
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a  place  for  war  relics,  a  gathering  place  for  veterans,  and  a 
community  center.  In  this  building  might  be  held  classes  for 
the  study  of  English,  and  lectures  of  an  educational  nature 
might  be  given  here;  also  a  new  home  for  the  public  library 
might  be  provided.  Conservation  of  land  and  water  power 
was  urged,  and  the  problems  of  the  housing  of  returned  soldiers 
and  congestion  were  brought  forward. 

Holyoke,  —  No  formal  report  was  submitted.  The  board 
conferred  with  the  mayor  relative  to  the  annual  highway 
appropriation. 

Leominster,  —  The  board  suggested  street  improvements  and 
the  use  of  waste  land  for  war  gardens. 

Lexington,  —  The  board  reports  co-operation  with  the  ceme- 
tery committee  on  plans  for  a  new  cemetery.  A  map  of  the 
town  was  recommended.  The  large  areas  of  undeveloped  land 
show  the  need  of  town  planning.  New  lines  of  highway  were 
recommended  to  relieve  traffic  congestion. 

Medford,  —  Resignation  of  appointed  members,  suggestions 
disregarded,  no  funds,  no  co-operation,  is  the  word  that  comes 
from  a  former  member  of  this  board. 

Natick,  —  The  petition  relative  to  billboard  advertising  was 
adopted.  When  new  streets  are  to  be  laid  out,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  board  be  consulted,  and  also  that  the  grades 
of  the  streets  be  shown  on  the  plans.  More  co-operation  of 
departments  is  desired.  In  the  development  of  West  Natick, 
building  lines  are  recommended  and  also  the  acceptance  of  the 
State  law  relative  to  the  same.  The  drainage  problem  at 
Felchville  was  considered,  and  a  report  submitted  on  the 
south  arm  of  Pegan  Brook  drainage  problem. 

Newton.  —  Meetings  were  devoted  to  the  study  of  future 
development.  Some  of  the  members  co-operated  with  the 
Charles  River  Valley  Homes  Committee  in  the  study  of  the 
housing  problem.  Attention  was  again  called  to  the  projects 
formerly  recommended.  The  mayor  has  approved  of  the 
employment  by  the  board  of  an  expert  on  town  planning  who 
is  to  outline  a  plan  for  future  work. 

Quincy.  —  Ten  meetings  were  held.  The  housing  project 
received  a  good  start  in  the  development  in  the  Fore  River 
district.     The   suggestion  was  renewed  that  if  possible  the 
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1919  council  accept  the  offer  of  Mr.  Henry  M.  Faxon  of  the 
playground  between  Woodward  Avenue  and  Valley  Street. 
It  was  recommended  that  from  1,200  to  2,000  young  white 
pines  be  bought  and  planted  in  Faxon  Park.  An  order  request- 
ing the  State  Highway  Commission  to  estimate  on  the  plan 
of  the  Pilgrim  highway  was  filed  with  the  Legislature.  In 
connection  with  this  plan  a  contest  was  held  in  the  public 
schools  and  two  cash  prizes  were  awarded.  The  board  recom- 
mended the  acquisition  of  land  from  South  Street  through  to 
Quincy  Avenue  for  the  new  Pilgrim  Parkway.  The  order 
for  the  extension  of  Des  Moines  Road  to  South  Street  was 
again  recommended.  The  report  includes  pictures  of  the  Shedd 
Memorial  and  of  the  Recreation  House  in  connection  with 
the  Fore  River  dormitories,  also  three  views  submitted  by  the 
school  children,  a  map  of  the  Pilgrim  Parkway  and  highway, 
and  a  plan  for  the  Baker  basin.  The  suggestion  of  the  mayor 
was  indorsed  regarding  a  memorial  arch  at  Hancock  Street. 
The  board  renewed  its  approval  of  the  project  for  a  tidegate 
at  Black's  Creek.  In  opposition  to  the  proposed  location  of 
a  telephone  booth  in  the  square,  the  board  suggested  the  con- 
struction of  an  island  platform  for  this  booth  which  would 
also  serve  as  a  safety  island  between  the  tracks.  At  a  hearing 
of  the  special  commission  on  grade  crossings  the  proposed 
public  passageway  was  again  recommended.  A  formal  protest 
was  made  against  the  continuation  of  the  Baxter  delta.  The 
board  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  end  of  the  war  brings 
an  opportunity  for  the  cities  and  towns  to  provide  proper 
housing,  to  maintain  high  standards  of  living  throughout  the 
community,  and  to  provide  means  of  relaxation,  recreation 
and  amusement  for  the  people. 

Reading.  —  The  board  investigated  the  present  cost  of  auto- 
mobiles owned  by  the  town;  submitted  a  municipal  garage 
report;  recommended  the  removal  of  billboards,  the  improve- 
ment of  Reading  Square,  and  the  procuring  of  town  maps. 

Salem,  —  The  report  of  1917  was  again  recommended. 

Sioneham.  —  The  board  listened  to  a  talk  by  Mr.  Flavel 
Shurtleff.  The  board  reconmiended  the  renaming  of  streets,  that 
efforts  be  made  to  secure  land  for  a  rounded  comer  at  Franklin 
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and  Main  streets,  the  improvement  of  Tidd  Street,  and  a 
soldier  memorial. 

Taunton.  —  This  board  initiated  a  prize  competition,  with 
a  cash  prize  of  S150.  Plans  for  attractive  houses  for  working- 
men  were  asked  for,  with  the  purpose  of  selecting  a  design 
in  accordance  with  which  working  drawings  might  be  made 
which  should  become  the  property  of  the  planning  board,  and 
copies  of  which  might  be  sold.  Six  plans  were  submitted,  the 
prize  going  to  George  Wright  Briggs.  Public  improvements 
were  suggested:  building  lines  at  East  Taunton;  the  removal 
of  overhead  wires;  increased  safety  of  traffic  by  means  of 
rounded  comers  for  sidewalks  and  street  intersections;  dis- 
tricting laws;  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Hopewell  School 
yard.  These  ordinances  were  proposed:  the  submission  of 
proposed  layouts  to  the  planning  board,  giving  the  board 
advisory  power,  and  the  pending  ordinance,  which  should  not 
be  delayed  longer,  prohibiting  the  erection  of  wooden  dwelling 
houses  of  three  or  more  stories.  The  board  recommended  that 
plans  be  formed  for  the  erection  of  a  "victory  hall"  as  a 
soldier  memorial.  For  the  future,  the  development  of  the 
park  system  along  Mill  River  should  be  considered  and  the 
city  should  get  control  of  the  land  and  preserve  the  trees. 

Wakefield.  —  The  work  has  been  confined  to  the  study  of 
various  questions  to  be  taken  up  in  detail  the  coming  year. 

Waiertotvn.  —  A  topographical  siu^ey  of  land  west  of  Com- 
mon Street  to  Carroll  Street  was  made,  and  a  layout  of  streets 
continuing  the  plan  of  Meeting  House  Hill  and  adjacent 
territory  presented  in  last  year's  report  was  completed  and 
plans  were  included  in  the  report.  The  Charles  River  Valley 
Homes  Committee  was  formed  to  deal  with  the  problem  of 
housing  for  war  workers  in  the  industrial  plants  in  and  about 
Watertown. 

Westfield.  —  The  board  reconmiended  the  carrying  out  of 
the  plans  made  before  the  war.  Ratification  by  the  town  was 
reported  of  the  constitutional  amendment  permitting  legisla- 
tion to  regulate  the  use  of  billboards,  and  also  the  ratification 
of  the  building  law.  Action  by  the  voters  on  the  building  code 
was  requested.    Improvement  was  accomplished  in  the  removing 
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of  the  rubbish  in  the  neighborhood  of  Main,  Greorge,  Frederick 
and  Farmer  streets.  The  valuable  aid  rendered  by  Mr.  John 
L.  Hyde,  former  town  engineer,  was  recognized  in  the  report. 

WeymotUh.  —  No  formal  report.  The  board  met  regularly  to 
discuss  plans  and  consider  future  recommendations. 

Winchester,  —  The  board  reported  co-operation  with  the 
Park  Commission  in  the  development  of  a  thoroughfare  from 
the  center  of  the  town  to  the  northerly  section,  and  recom- 
mended that  steps  be  taken  to  make  Railroad  Avenue  a  public 
way.  An  appropriation  was  recommended  for  the  building 
of  sidewalks,  and  the  extension  of  building  Unes  was  urged. 
Attention  was  called  to  the  need  of  extending  the  fire  limits. 
Suggestions  from  individuals  in  the  town  were  requested. 

Winthrop.  —  The  need  of  remedying  poor  housing  conditions 
in  poor  sections  was  pointed  out.  There  is  still  need  of  im- 
proving dumps  and  more  frequent  inspection  of  plumbing 
and  drainage  systems.  Town  support  of  the  State  amend- 
ments authorizing  the  regulation  of  advertising  and  of  building 
was  urged.  The  need  of  bathing  facilities  for  the  northwest 
side  of  the  town  was  pointed  out.  Street  improvement  was 
recommended,  and  the  danger  of  backyard  development 
was  emphasized.  An  auditorium  for  a  war  memorial  was 
suggested.

Beoommendations. 

1.  The  Homestead  Commission  recommends  an  appropriation 
sufficient  to  allow  the  completion  of  the  experiment  commenced 
in  the  providing  of  "small  houses  and  plots  of  ground  for 
mechanics,  factory  employees  and  others  in  the  suburbs  of 
cities  and  towns,"  as  authorized  under  chapter  310  of  the 
General  Acts  of  1917,  and  accompanies  the  bill  with  detailed 
plans. 

The  consfderations  urged  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
Commission  to  the  Legislature  in  1917  stiil  apply.  They 
were  stated  as  follows:  — 

There  are  not  enough  wholesome  low-cost  dwellings. 

There  is  no  prospect  that  present  methods  will  ever  supply 
enough  unless  the  State  encourages  their  construction. 

Therefore  the  State  should  experiment  to  learn  whether  it 
is  possible  to  build  wholesome  homes  within  the  means  of 
low-paid  workers. 

The  force  of  these  arguments  has  been  greatly  strengthened 
by  the  need  and  success  of  the  war-garden  movement  in  the 
past  two  years.  The  further  reasons  for  asking  an  appropria- 
tion this  year  are  as  follows:  — 

The  Commission  in  its  purchase  of  a  building  site  was 
governed  by  the  evident  fact  that  no  fair  demonstration  could 
be  made  by  purchasing  a  lot  here  and  another  there  and 
building  separate  buildings.  It  was  necessary  to  find  a  location 
which  would  be  capable  of  development  as  a  unit,  and  which 
would  have  the  protection  of  State  restrictions  within  reason- 
able limits.  The  smallest  available  parcel  in  a  good  location 
contained  about  7  acres,  and  on  being  laid  out  contained  forty- 

1  A  nam  board. 
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seven  lots.  The  first  appropriation  ($50,000)  has  purchased 
the  land  and  built  twelve  houses.  Two  more  are  to  be  im- 
mediately completed.  This  will  exhaust  the  appropriation, 
and  in  order  to  complete  the  experiment  it  is  needful  that  a 
sufficient  amount  be  appropriated  to  build  thirty-three  houses. 

The  fact  that,  with  two  exceptions,  the  houses  built  were 
all  sold  before  the  contractor  had  turned  them  over  to  the 
Commission,  and  the  two  remaining  were  sold  very  shortly 
after,  is  perhaps  fair  evidence  of  the  need  of  such  building. 

The  Commission  therefore  asks  S100,000  to  complete  the 
experiment. 

2.  The  Commission  after  careful  consideration  and  full  dis- 
cussion is  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  time  has  come 
when  it  should  be  empowered  to  employ  a  permanent  secretary 
on  salary.  In  the  past  the  executive  work  of  the  Commission 
has  been  performed  by  the  secretary,  chosen  from  its  own 
membership,  who  gave  such  portion  of  his  time  as  he  could  at 
a  compensation  based  on  the  amount  of  time  lost  from  his 
regular  occupation  at  the  rate  received  per  hour  in  that  em- 
ployment. If  the  Homestead  project  as  begun  is  to  be  com- 
pleted this  year,  there  should  be  a  secretary  able,  if  necessary, 
to  devote  his  full  time  to  the  work;  furthermore,  if  the  work 
of  the  Commission  is  to  justify  itself  in  the  future,  there  should 
be  an  executive  whose  main  thought  should  be  directed  to  the 
same,  and  who  would  devote  the  whole  or  a  larger  portion 
of  his  time  to  these  official  duties.  The  Commission  accordingly 
submits  bills  herewith  authorizing  the  employment  of  such 
person. 

An  Act  to  provide  Fubther  for  Homesteads  for  CrnzENB. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc,,  as  foUaws: 

Section  1.  The  homestead  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  ex- 
pend a  further  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  relieving  congestion  of  population,  and  providing  homesteads 
for  mechanics,  laborers  and  others,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  three  himdred  and  ten,  General  Acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventeen,  and  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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An  Act  to  authorize  the  Homestead  Commission  to  employ  a 

Secbbtary. 

Be  it  enactedf  etc.,  as  foUawa: 

Section  1.  The  homestead  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council,  a  paid  secretary  who  may  be  a  member  of  the 
commission. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Applications  for  employment  will  be  carefully  considered  and  every  effort 
made  to  secure  suitable  work  for  the  applicant.  In  the  first  case, 
personal  effort  of  one  of  the  Commission's  representatives  will  be 
made  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.  In  the  second,  a  position  will  be 
secured  when  possible  in  some  workshop  for  the  blind.  In  the  third, 
suitable  training  may  be  provided  by  the  Commission,  at  its  discre- 
tion and  under  such  conditions  as  it  shall  determine.  (See  ''Shop 
Schools  and  Industrial  Classes.") 

III.    Salesroom  for  Home  and  Shop  Products  of  Blind  Labor,

All  articles  made  in  the  home  must  be  submitted  for  inspection  and  must 
come  up  to  reasonable  standards  as  regards  style  and  workmanship.

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REPORT. 


To  His  ExceUency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  the  Members  qf  the  CounciL 

Gentlemen  :  —  The  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind 
begs  leave  to  submit  the  foUowing  report  covering  the  fiscal 
year  ended  Nov.  30,  1918,  under  the  act  creating  it  (chapter 
385,  Acts  of  1906)  and  the  act  reorganizing  it  (chapter  266, 
General  Acts  of  1918).  The  Commission  is  charged  with  the 
duty  of  seeking  out  and  registering  new  cases  of  blindness;  of 
following  up  cases  already  known;  of  furthering  measures  to 
prevent  blindness;  of  giving  specialized  education  and  promot* 
ing  the  efficiency  and  happiness  of  blind  men  and  women. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  for  the  Blind  during  the  past 
year  has  shared  the  difficulties  which  the  war  has  laid  upon  all 
fields  of  public  endeavor.  Part  of  the  sympathies  and  the  fi- 
nancial support  of  the  public  have  been  very  properly  diverted 
into  other  channels.  The  purses  of  the  American  people  have 
been  drained  to  meet  the  extraordinary  demands  of  war  relief 
organizations,  and  it  was  to  be  expected  that  the  interest  and 
support  that  was  usually  granted  would  sink  to  a  minimum. 
There  was  one  thing,  however,  which,  though  a  disadvantage 
in  prosecuting  our  work,  nevertheless  has  been  of  assistance  in 
focussing  the  attention  of  the  average  man  on  the  work  that  is 
being  done  among  the  blind  of  this  State.  We  refer  to  the  prob- 
lem of  the  blinded  soldier.  The  return  of  about  35  American 
soldiers  from  the  front  has  caused  many  to  reflect  on  the  general 
question  of  the  education  of  the  blind. 

The  public  has  begun  to  realize  that  there  is  a  problem,  and 
that  is  a  great  gain.  But  the  immediate  practical  result  of  the 
return  of  the  blinded  soldier  has  been  the  loss  of  many  of  our 
helpers.  All  of  the  blinded  soldiers  and  sailors  go  to  Ever- 
green, United  States  Army  General  Hospital  No.  7,  in  Balti- 
more, where  they  are  trained.  After  they  are  discharged  their 
training  is  continued  at  the  Red  Cross  Institute  for  the  Blind 
in  Baltimore,  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Federal  Board  for 
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Vocational  Education.  There  has  been  a  great  demand  for  ex- 
perienced workers  for  the  blind  at  that  center,  with  the  result 
that  a  proportion  of  our  volunteer  help  has  been  drawn  off 
during  the  last  few  months  of  the  year. 

Here  in  Massachusetts  we  have  tried  to  make  the  blind  feel 
that  they  are,  so  to  speak,  organic  with  the  Commission;  that 
the  Commission  is  working  for  them;  and  that  they  should  be 
interested  in  the  Commission.  To  this  end  the  Commission  has 
endeavored  to  speak  the  same  social  language  and  to  think  the 
same  thoughts  as  the  blind,  and  to  see  things  from  the  blind 
man's  point  of  view. 

Our  position  this  year  has  been  complicated  by  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Commission.  In  accordance  with  a  prevailing 
tendency  in  public  administration,  the  former  Commission  has 
been  superseded  by  a  new  commission,  of  which  the  executive 
head,  Mr.  Charles  B.  Hayes,  is  now  a  member.  Three  mem- 
bers of  the  former  Commission,  Mrs.  Agnes  C.  Taff^  Mr. 
Edward  E.  AUen  and  Mr.  Walter  B.  Snow,  were  appointed  as 
associate  members  of  the  present  Commission,  to  serve  for  the 
remainder  of  their  respective  terms,  and  in  addition,  Mr.  John 
P.  Reynolds  was  appointed  for  the  four-year  term,  and  Mr. 
John  D.  W.  Bodfish  was  appointed  for  the  one-year  term. 

A  supplemental  report  by  the  members  of  the  former  Com- 
mission is  issued  as  a  special  report,  and  the  act  creating  the 
present  Commission  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

CHANGE  OF  LOCATION. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  change  the  location  of  the  sales- 
room and  executive  offices.  The  fact  that  both  salesroom  and 
offices  had  to  be  provided  for  made  the  task  of  housing  the 
Commission  somewhat  difficult.  We  were,  fortunately,  able  to 
secure,  adequate  quarters  next  door. 

CHANGE  OF  STAFF. 

The  Commission  reports  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Charles  W. 
Holmes,  superintendent  of  employment  for  men.  Since  his 
resignation  Mr.  Holmes'  duties  have  been  combined  with  those 
of  the  director  and  superintendent  of  industries  for  men. 
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At  the  time  of  the  Halifax  disaster  Massachusetts  felt  that  it 
must  do  something  to  meet  the  emergency,  and  the  Commission 
lent' Miss  Lotta  S.  Rand  for  three  months  to  a  committee  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  in  o^der  to  organize  relief  for  those  newly- 
blinded  by  the  explosion  and  to  make  a  study  of  their  further 
needs.  Upon  her  return  a  year's  leave  of  absence  was  granted 
her  to  serve  overseas. 

The  Commission  this  year  appointed  to  its  staff  five  totally 
blind  workers.  The  policy  was  put  into  execution  on  a  trial 
basis,  to  determine  whether  the  blind  social  worker  could  pro- 
duce equal  results  with  the  seeing.  The  experiment  has  been 
so  successful  that  we  may  call  attention  to  the  principle  in- 
volved. 

There  exists  among  the  blind  a  bond  of  sympathy  which 
others  sometimes  fail  to  realize;  therefore  there  are  reasons  why 
blind  persons  with  innate  qualities  for  social  work  should  be 
able  to  carry  on  some  parts  of  our  program  even  more  satis- 
factorUy  than  seeing  workers.  Since  the  Commission  for  the 
Blind  exists  for  the  sake  of  the  blind  it  is  its  policiy  to  em- 
ploy the  blind  as  its  workers  whenever  it  can  effectively  do 
so. 

This  policy  has  been  executed  in  the  typewriting  department, 
where  a  dictaphone  has  made  possible  the  employment  of  a 
blind  typist.  The  bulk  of  the  correspondence  has  been  written 
by  a  blind  operator,  and  each  communication  reads,  ''This 
letter  was  transcribed  from  the  dictaphone  by  a  blind  stenog- 
rapher," —  a  medium  of  advertising  which  has  brought  about 
a  healthy  interest  in  the  work,  and  which  has  served  as  a  splen- 
did instrument  for  the  education  of  the  seeing  public. 

Owing  to  the  service  of  our  volunteer  staff,  the  cost  of  guid- 
ing these  blind  workers  has  been  small.  The  time  will  prob- 
ably come  when  these  workers  will  need  permanent  guides, 
since  it  would  seem  that  supplying  eyes  for  those  who  cannot 
see  is  a  legitimate  expense  for  the  State  to  bear. 

We  have  undertaken  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  foreign 
blind  by  dealing  with  them  through  those  who  speak  their  own 
language.  One  of  our  partially  blind  workers  reports  a  case 
in  point,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 
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THE  SURVEY  OF  THE  BLIND  IN  THREE  COUNTIES. 

It  has  been  a  function  of  the  Commission  from  its  inception 
to  maintain  a  register  of  the  blind  in  the  State,  and  such  a  reg- 
ister is  undeniably  essential  for  the  purposes  of  the  work.  In 
order  to  have  an  intelligent  and  comprehensive  grasp  of  our 
problem  it  is  imperative  that  we  know  the  needs  and  number 
of  the  blind  as  they  exist  to-day. 

The  method  adopted  is  as  follows:  letters  are  sent  to  the 
chairman  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  assessors,  to  all  the  oculists  and  the  local  charity  or- 
ganizations, asking  them  to  forward  to  the  Commission  the 
names  and  addresses  of  any  blind  or  partially  blind  recorded 
with  them.  Names  received  by  this  means,  with  those  already 
in  the  register,  and  those  entered  in  the  State  census  of  1915, 
are  submitted  to  a  careful  scrutiny  and  investigation.  The  ulti- 
mate object  of  the  work  is  to  determine  the  educational,  indus- 
trial, financial  and  social  status  of  the  individual,  and  to  give 
to  that  individual  a  knowledge  of  the  Commission's  purpose. 

The  entire  survey  was  made  by  three  blind  workers,  and  the 
result  is  proof  of  their  peculiar  adaptation  for  this  phase  of  the 
Commission's  work,  of  which  we  have  spoken  above. 

A  striking  fact  revealed  by  the  survey  is  that  persons  have 
been  blind  for  years  without  having  known  of  the  existence  of 
the  Commission.  In  one  case  a  woman  said,  ''How  is  it  I  have 
been  blind  for  nineteen  years  and  have  never  known  of  home 
teaching?

The  following  cases  were  referred  to  us  by  the  survey:  — 

A  yoimg  man  of  twenty-four  years  became  blind  in  December,  1917. 
After  being  discharged  from  the  City  Hospital  he  was  sent  to  the  city 
almshouse,  and  there  our  agent  foimd  him.  At  first  he  appeared  unin- 
terested in  all  that  was  said  to  him,  but  when  he  learned  that  the  agent 
was  himself  blind,  he  became  thoroughly  awakened,  and  before  the  inter- 
view ended  he  wanted  a  chance  to  become  an  apprentice  in  the  Cambridge 
shop.  This  opportunity  was  afforded,  and  at  the  end  of  two  weeks  he 
was  on  the  pay  roll  and  has  now  started  a  bank  account. 

A  lad  of  nineteen  was  referred  to  the  Commission  by  the  1915  census. 
He  had  never  been  visited  before,  and  our  agent  discovered  the  following 
facts  concerning  him:  he  came  to  this  country  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  but 
had  never  been  afforded  the  opportunity  of  an  education.  The  agent 
aroused  the  interest  of  the  young  man's  parents,  and  applied  for  his 
admittance  at  Perkins  Institution,  to  which  he  was  readily  admitted,  and 
is  now  enjoying  the  privilege  of  a  belated  education.  Instead  of  his 
becoming  a  possible  public  charge,  he  is  offered  the  chance  to  fit  himself 
for  his  part  in  the  work  of  the  world,  and  to  become  a  useftd  citizen. 

The  survey  revealed  the  pitiable  plight  of  a  boy  of  twelve,  who,  since 
the  age  of  three  months,  had  been  totally  blind  in  the  right  eye,  and  had 
had  very  little  vision  in  the  left.  Stitiggling  along  as  a  listener  at  a 
private  school,  he  was  only  in  the  second  grade,  and  gave  every  appear- 
ance of  permanent  backwardness.  Investigation  showed  that  his  mother, 
a  well-meaning  woman,  had  purposely  kept  him  from  school  until  such 
time  as  the  yoimger  boy  could  accompany  him.  To-day  he  is  in  the 
Perkins  Kindergarten,  and  is  reported  to  be  a  bright  pupil.  There  are 
opportunities  ahead  for  him  to  learn  an  industry  that  wiU  materially 
assist  in  making  him  self-supporting.

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PROPOSED  LEGISKATION. 
Relief. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  many  a  blind  man  is  poor  be- 
cause of  his  infirmity  and  of  some  other  disability^  such  as  old 
age  or  disease.  He  earns  all  that  he  can  with  his  hands,  which 
must  also*  serve  as  eyes.  Clearly  there  must  be  many  cases 
where  additional  disabilities  would  place  the  blind  just  over  the 
border  line  separating  economic  dependence  from  independence^ 
and  in  these  cases  there  is  but  one  thing  that  will  help,  —  finan- 
cial assistance,  and  here  comes  the  incompleteness  in  the  pres* 
ent  system.  As  things  stand,  the  Commission  has  at  its  dis- 
posal no  funds  which  can  be  used  for  purposes  of  relief,  and  so 
where  the  need  is  greatest  it  is  powerless  to  help.  There  are 
approximately  3,456  cases  of  blindness,  and  of  these  1,773  are 
in  need  of  relief.  There  is  no  home  in  the  State  for  disabled 
blind,  and  the  homes  that  exist  for  the  seeing  will  rarely  admit 
such  people,  so  those  who  are  without  means  and  cannot  earn 
their  living  have  before  them  the  terrible  alternative  of  begging 
in  the  streets  or  going  into  the  almshouse.  It  is  time  that  this 
was  remedied.  We  must  not  bear  the  reproach  that  these 
unfortunates  among  us,  who  by  no  fault  of  their  own  are  un- 
able to  earn  their  bread,  are  faced  with  the  choice  to  beg  or 
starve. 

This  is  not  charity,  it  is  elementary  justice^  and  the  State 
owes  it  to  the  citizens  at  large  to  remove  a  blot  which  is  none 
the  less  dark  because  few  know  of  it.  The  Commission  has  rec- 
ommended legislation  to  meet  this  condition. 

Home  Teaching. 

The  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  instruction  of  the  adult 
blind  in  their  homes  is  asked  that  the  salaries  of  five  teachers 
may  be  increased  to  J900  per  year  each,  on  June  1,  1919.  The 
Commission  has  recommended  legislation  to  meet  this. 

Sight-saving  Classes  fob  Children. 

There  is  a  group  of  about  500  children  in  Massachusetts  who 
are  in  danger  of  becoming  a  burden  to  the  community  when 
they  reach  industrial  age  because  proper  and  adequate  methods 
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of  education  are  not  provided.  Our  government  deals  with  the 
serious  economic  impediment  of  illiteracy  through  compulsory 
education.  The  normal  child  is  adequately  cared  for  in  our 
public  day  schools,  and  certain  provision  is  made  for  those  of 
subnormal  mentality,  for  the  deaf  and  for  the  blind.  There 
are  children  not  blitid  enough  to  require  training  by  the  touch 
method  in  a  school  for  the  blind,  whose  amount  of  eyesight  is 
so  limited  that  any  education  they  now  gain  is  at  the  expense 
of  their  eyesight,  their  nervous  system  and  their  general  health. 
We  refer  particularly  to  those  children  born  with  malformation 
.of  the  eye,  those  with  scars  over  the  pupillary  area  resulting 
from  inflammatory  disorders,  which  are  aggravated  by  eye- 
strain, and  those  with  progressive  near-sight,  —  a  condition 
which  indicates  the  minimum  amount  of  close  work  in  order  to 
prevent  further  decrease  of  vision  or  even  ultimate  blindness. 

A  special  class  for  this  type  of  child  was  opened  in  April, 
1913,  under  the  Boston  school  board,  with  the  coK>peration  of 
Perkins  Institution  on  recommendation  of  the  Commission  for 
the  Blind.  There  are  now  10  such  classes  in  the  State^  with  an 
enrollment  of  113  children  in  cities  which  represent  an  elemen- 
tary school  membership  of  148,386  pupils. 

The  cost  of  education  in  these  classes  is  increased  by  reason 
of  the  need  for  special  equipment  representing:-^ 

1.  Adjustable  desks  which  save  the  children  from  the  beAding-over  posi- 

tion, and  enable  them  to  catch  the  light  at  the  most  advantageous 
angle. 

2.  Specially  prepisued  textbooks  with  large  type  (24-point  type  in  favor). 

3.  Large  soft  lead  pencils  and  dull-finished  paper  employed  in  place  of 

pen  and  ink  work.    Adequate  blackboard  facilities. 

4.  Handwork  to  train  the  fingers  to  help  relieve  eyestrain. 

5.  Typewriting  facilities  for  the  older  pupils. 

These  classes  are  ungraded,  and  one  teacher  can  manage  from 
10  to  15  children,  according  to  the  scope  of  grades  represented. 
The  instruction  is  necessarily  individual. 

Three  of  the  existing  classes  are  not  adequately  equipped 
with  suitable  working  material.  One  class'  is  on  the  verge  of 
disbanding  because  the  city  cannot  afford  the  salary  to  a 
teacher  caring  for  so  small  a  group.  The  lieed  in  this  city  is 
particularly  great. 
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We  suggest  that  the  $10,000  asked  for  be  used  as  follows:  — 

To  help  towards  the  increased  expense  of  conducting  the  10 

existing  sight-saving  classes,  $500  each, S5,000  00 

To  establish  6  new  sight-saving  classes,  S750  each  ($250  for 

equipment), 4,500  00 

To  complete  equipment  in  existing  classes,       ....  500  00 


$10,000  00 

The  proposed  new  classes  are  in  Revere,  SomervUle,  Wal- 
tham,  Watertown,  Chelsea  and  Newton.  Ther^  are  57  candi- 
dates. 

A  fairly  conservative  estimate  is  that  about  1  child  in  every 
1,000  requires  the  methods  of  the  sight-saving  class.

Ohio  makes  a  yearly  allowance  of  $200  per  capita  for  the 
education  of  this  group,  but  this  amount  also  supplies  certain 
vocational  training  which  we  are  not  planning  for  at  present* 
Without  doubt  a  number  of  children  could  be  cared  for  in  sight- 
saving  classes  who  otherwise  would  be  obliged  to  receive  their 
education  at  a  school  for  the  blind,  and  many  now  struggling 
along  with  sighted  children  could  be  saved  from  detrimental 
results  to  sight  and  health. 

Should  not  the  State,  which  makes  education  compulsory, 
share  in  the  responsibility  of  making  its  advantages  accessible 
for  all? 

The  Commission  has  recommended  legislation  to  meet  this 
situation.

The  law  requires  the  reporting  "in  writing  over  the  doctor's 
own  signature''  of  all  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  (babies' 
sore  eyes)  to  the  local  health  authorities,  who  are  directed  to 
"  take  such  immediate  action  as  it  may  deem  necessary  in  order 
that  Windness  may  be  prevented."  This  reporting  should  be 
more  carefully  carried  out,  as  verbal  statements  lead  to  careless

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methods  too  often  paid  for  by  damaged  eyesight  or  even  blind- 
ness. Greater  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  the  responsi- 
bility of  local  health  authorities  in  promptly  securing  the  expert 
services  of  ophthalmologist  and  nurse  as  a  reasonable  precau- 
tion against  loss  of  eyesight.  Cleanliness,  the  greatest  factor  in 
checking  the  rapid,  destructive  progress  of  this  infection,  is 
obtained  through  proper  irrigation  of  the  conjunctival  sac, 
and  requires  the  services  of  the  nurse  with  experience  in  eye 
work  to  efficiently  manipulate  the  stiff,  swollen  lids  and  avoid 
injury  to  the  delicate  cornea.  Our  public  health  nurses  should 
be  trained  in  the  care  and  experienced  in  the  handling  of  the 
eye,  or,  better  still,  specially  trained  eye  nurses  to  care  for  all 
cases  (infants  and  adults)  of  suppurative  conjunctivitis  in  the 
larger  centers  would  undoubtedly  prove  of  humane  and  economic 
value  in  the  work  of  eliminating  blindness  from  this  cause. 

Reports  from  the  State  census  are  bringing  to  light  many  im- 
portant cases  of  blind  and  low-visioned  children  not  formerly 
registered,  where  real  service  has  been  rendered.  An  illustrative 
case  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Schools. 

The  compulsory  eye  test  brings  within  our  reach,  at  one  of 
the  most  important  periods  in  their  careers,  all  children  with 
low  vision  in  our  public  schools,  and  many  such  are  referred  to 
the  Commission  (1)  after  failure  of  teacher  and  school  nurse  to 
get  parents  to  secure  eye  examination,  and  (2)  as  candidates  for 
conservation  of  vision  classes. 

During  the  past  year  special  effort  has  been  made  to  have 
for  our  work  with  children  only  those  agents  suflBciently 
equipped  with  eye  knowledge  to  simply  and  impressively  ex- 
plain the  significance  of  near-sight,  far-sight,  astigmatism,  con- 
genital cataracts,  corneal  scars,  active  corneal  conditions,  con- 
genital malformations,  etc.  Lack  of  co-operation  usually  means 
lack  of  understanding. 

Myopia,  or  Near-Sigkt,  if  Neglected  can  cause  Partial  Blindness, 

The  school  eye  test  discovers  the  child,  and  carefully  fitted 
concave  lenses  direct  the  rays  of  light  to  a  focus  on  the  retina, 
relieving  the  eye-strain  which  otherwise  might  cause  serious  in- 
flammation and  lead  to  trouble  for  which  there  is  no  remedy. 
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Classes  for  Conservation  of  Vision  in  Our  Public 

Schools. 

There  have  been  four  new  classes  opened  during  the  past 
year.  At  present  Massachusetts  has  classes  in  the  following

Care  has  been  tiaken  to  have  those  children  whose  visual 
need  is  greatest  receive  the  advantages  offered  by  these  classes. 
Local  school  boards  have  shown  wisdom  in  the  appointment  of 
teachers  with  unbounded  resourcefulness,  enthusiasm  and  real 
human  kindness.  Every  teacher  is  working  out  her  own  par- 
ticular problem  of  instructing  her  children  in  the  most  impres- 
sive way  without  taxing  their  eyesight.  The  laws  which  es- 
tablish compulsory  schooling  testify  to  the  fact  that  our  State 
recognizes  iUiteraq/  as  a  serious  social  menace.    Provision  has 

• 

been  made  for  the  education  of  the  seeing  and  of  the  blind 
child,  but  there  are  those  —  probably  1  in  every  1,000  —  who 
are  struggling  along  with  normally  sighted  children  to  the  det- 
riment of  their  eyesight  and  their  general  health.  Only  five 
cities  in  Massachusetts  are  providing  for  these  children. 


Massachusetts  Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary. 

Through  this  institution  medical  and  surgical  care  has  been 
provided  for  about  500  of  our  children.  The  thoughtful  co- 
operation aiid  courtesy  of  the  executives,  medical  staff,  social 
service  department  and  employees  has  largely  contributed  to- 
ward the  success  of  our  endeavors  in  the  field  of  saving  eye- 
sight. An  agent  has  been  at  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  on  two 
mornings  weekly  throughout  the  year. 
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Some  Results.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

As  part  of  its  work  on  the  prevention  of  blindness  the  Com- 
mission has  this  year  placed  before  the  public  facts  covering  the 
common  causes  of  needless  blindness;  preventive  and  remedial 
measures;  resources  of  the  Commonwealth  for  helping  the 
blind;  and  essential  matters  that  teachers  should  know  regard- 
ing the  education  and  work  of  the  blind. 

For  this  important  and  significant  endeavor  the  Commission 
needed  a  speaker  of  superior  education  and  intellectual  attain- 
ment, one  who,  having  had  sight  and  lost  it,  had  learned  how 
to  be  blind.  Miss  Rose  E.  Trainor  of  Worcester  was  found  to 
be  the  most  suitable  person  for  this  work. 

Miss  Trainor  was  seventeen  years  old  and  a  student  in 
Worcester  when  she  lost  her  sight.  In  1909  she  graduated  from 
Perkins  Institution  for  the  Blind,  and  two  years  later,  from  the 
North  Adams  State  Normal  School;  in  addition  to  this,  she 
was  a  special  student  for  one  year  at  Clark  University.  Thus 
she  has  worked  with  both  blind  and  seeing  children,  and  is  pro- 
foundly interested  in  the  welfare  of  her  fellow  blind.  Miss 
Trainor  prepared  a  series  of  lectures  on  five  different  subjects, 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  cover  the  main  con- 
ditions, facts  and  circumstances  it  desired  to  have  emphasized 
before  the  public.  These  lectures  were  given  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Commission  42  times,  and  in  16  cities,  before  schools, 
patriotic  organizations,  teachers'  associations  and  women's  clubs. 
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Approximately  4,500  people  were  reached,  and  much  publicity 
and  press  comment  resulted.  In  addition,  the  Commission  held 
two  exhibits  in  connection  with  child  welfare  week  in  Lynn  and 
Waltham. 

HOME  TEACHING. 

The  grant  of  an  increased  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  the 
work  of  State  home  teaching  for  the  adult  blind  of  Massa- 
chusetts has  been  amply  justified  by  the  concrete  results  of  the 
past  year.  An  invaluable  acquisition  has  been  afforded  thereby, 
namely,  the  addition  of  two  of  our  former  part-time  teachers  to 
our  regular  full-time  staff. 

It  may  be  well  to  portray  the  vital  character  of  this  phase  of 
our  work  by  the  citation  of  some  interesting  cases  which  have 
come  under  recent  observation  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix.

SALESMANSHIP  COURSE. 

In  January  of  this  year  a  plan  was  formulated  for  the  open- 
ing of  a  class  in  advertising  and  salesmanship  at  the  Thomas 
Park  House.  Prof.  Harold  Whitehead  of  Boston  University 
was  found  to  be  a  most  able  instructor.    He  gave  gratuitously 
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to  a  class  of  fifteen  a  most  enlightening  and  inspiring  course  of 
lectures  on  "Advertising  and  Salesmanship."  Special  stress 
was  laid  on  the  possibilities  that  these  fields  hold  for  blind 
people^  and  Professor  Whitehead  encouraged  the  idea  of  a  cor- 
respondence course  for  their  special  Use.  The  results  were  so 
excellent  that  it  is  planned  to  have  the  class  continue  at  Boston 
University  this  year.  Professor  Whitehead  is  now  giving  a 
similar  course  to  our  American  blind  soldiers  who  are  being  re- 
educated at  the  Red  Cross  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  Balti- 
more, Md. 

EMPLOYMENT  IN  SUBSIDIZED  SHOPS. 
Cambridge  Industries. 

Broom  Department. 

•  Mr.  Curado  having  resigned  his  position  as  manager  of  the 
broom  department,  we  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Frank 
Piper,  a  citizen  of  Massachusetts  who  has  had  thirty  years'  ex- 
perience in  the  broom  industry.  Effort  is  being  made  to  elimi- 
nate poor  construction  and  arrangement  of  machinery,  and  to 
adjust  the  different  processes  of  industry  so  as  to  add  to  the 
efiBciency  of  the  blind  workman.  For  the  first  six  months  of  the 
year  the  broom  industry  met  with  unusually  good  business. 
In  September  about  one-half  the  force  was  taken  ill  with  in- 
fluenza, and  for  two  weeks  the  work  was  crippled. 

Rv^  Departmsnt. 

The  rug  business  has  largely  reverted  to  the  hall  and  bed- 
room type  in  which  we  carry  the  same  artistic  colorings  that 
we  did  in  the  Cambridge  rugs.  We  have  secured  from  several 
large  shirt  factories^  the  output  of  their  waste  strippings,  which 
come  about  one  inch  wide  and  in  long  lengths.  These  are  balled 
up  by  our  operatives,  skeined  and  dyed  attractive  shades.  The 
demand  for  these  rugs  has  been  good,  although  conditions 
brought  on  by  the  war  have  retarded  the  development  in  this 
department. 

Wundermx)p  Shop. 

The  Wundermop  shop  has  been  rushed  all  through  the  year, 
and  at  all  times  we  have  been  several  hundred  mops  behind  in  our 
orders,  as  a  large  part  of  the  output  has  gone  to  the  government.

Dowel  Shop, 

A  new  development  this  year  has  been  the  dowel  shop. 
Boards  are  sawed  into  squares  and  run  through  a  dowel  ma- 
chine^ and  from  there  they  go  through  the  finishing  process  of 
sandpapering  and  polishing.  Dowels  of  a  high  polish  are  made 
by  applying  wax  to  the  dowel  on  high-speed  lathes.  There  has 
been  a  good  demand  for  our  product^  from  the  government. 
We  also  supply  our  own  mop  shop  with  the  required  handles 
for  the  Wundermops. 

Basket  Shop, 

The  greater  part  of  the  year  we  have  been  filling  an  order  for 
several  hundred  pork  baskets  for  a  local  wholesale  house. 
Another  order  was  executed  for  wool  skips^  and  kept  one  opera- 
tive busy  several  months  at  good  wages.  We  have  four  acres 
of  fine  willow  under  cultivation  which  have  helped  greatly  dur- 
ing the  scarcity  of  raw  material.  When  harvesting  the  willow 
we  were  able  to  employ  outside  blind  men  for  stripping  the 
bark.  The  cultivating  of  the  willow  has  been  done  by  partially 
blind  men. 

Rattan  Department. 

The  rattan  department  is  an  exceptionally  good  industry  for 
men  who  are  beyond  the  age  of  learning  the  more  skilled 
trades.  The  process  includes  cutting  long  strips  of  rattan  and 
sorting  into  required  lengths  for  the  broom  trade. 

Rise  of  Wages, 

The  custom  of  putting  the  blind  man  on  a  footing  of  absolute 
equality^  and  of  giving  the  blind  manufacturer  a  maximum  of 
compensation,  has  received  considerable  thought.  Every  blind 
man  in  the  shops  has  had  his  wages  raised  as  a  direct  con- 
sequence. 

Until  the  Commission  secures  its  own  building,  we  can  never 
have  model  workshops;  nor  can  we  expect  the  highest  effi- 
ciency from  each  blind  man,  decrease  appreciably  the  overhead 
charges  and  expand  the  industries.  At  the  present  time  the 
Cambridge  industries  are  in  four  diflFerent  localities.  To  suc- 
cessfully head  up  the  work,  therefore,  one  central  building  is 
essential. 
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Local  Shops. 

It  has  been  the  belief  of  the  Commission  this  year  that  the 
same  individual  who  purchases  materials  for  the  Cambridge 
shops  should  also  purchase  for  the  four  local  shops.  It  was 
also  thought  best  to  have  one  man  in  charge  of  all  industries 
throughout  the  State;  therefore  Mr.  James  T.  Cole,  who  is 
superintendent  of  the  Cambridge  industries  for  men,  was  given 
the  superintendency  of  the  shops  in  Fall  River,  Worcester, 
Lowell  and  Pittsfield.  The  general  tendency  of  all  these 
changes  has  been  toward  concentration  of  administration,  —  a 
policy  which  we  believe  will  combine  a  maximum  of  efficiency 
with  a  minimum  of  expense. 

Worcester  Shop, 

It  was  found  necessary  this  year  to  find  better  and  more  ade- 
quate quarters  for  the  workshop  for  the  blind  in  Worcester. 
Through  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  Mr.  Henry  G.  Whit- 
comb  and  the  trustees  of  the  Memorial  Home  for  Blind 
Women,  the  garage  connected  with  the  Whitcomb  estate,  on 
Harvard  and  Highland  streets,  was  converted  into  a  workshop. 
The  chief  industry  is  chair  caning.  Since  this  move  was  made 
the  work  has  grown  appreciably.  The  general  health  of  the 
men  has  been  improved.  This  shop  affords  abundant  light  and 
fresh  air,  and  the  men  are  showing  a  much  finer  application  to 
their  work.  At  the  expiration  of  the  survey  of  Worcester 
County  only  three  men  were  found  eligible  for  this  shop. 

Fall  River  Shop. 

The  Fall  River  shop  has  moved  from  Borden  Street,  which 
was  much  too  crowded,  to  better  quarters  on  Stafford  Road, 
one  of  the  finest  parts  of  the  city.  The  shop  can  now  expand, 
and  we  believe  there  should  be  an  increase  in  business. 

Lowell  Shop. 

Th^  Lowell  shop  has  remained  in  the  same  quarters  at  159 
Moody  Street,  and  has  had  plenty  of  work  throughout  the 
year.  Chair  caning  has  constituted  a  large  part  of  the  work, 
but  broom  making  is  now  being  installed,  and  the  product 
should  supply  the  Lowell  trade. 
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Pittsfield  Shop. 

We  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  train  our  own  broom  makers 
in  Pittsfield  rather  than  to  send  them  outside  the  State  for 
training  which  we  can  give  at  less  expense;  therefore  the  Pitts- 
field shop  has  been  enlarged  to  meet  this  need. 

WooLsoN  House  Industries. 

Work  has  been  plentiful  in  the  caning  department  of  the 
Woolson  House  industries,  in  spite  of  generally  unsettled  con- 
ditions and  increased  cost  of  materials.  These  same  conditions, 
however,  have  rather  seriously  affected  art  fabric  sales.  This 
autumn  art  fabrics  were  placed  on  exhibition  at  the  Chicago 
Exhibition  of  Applied  Arts.  The  worker  on  braided  rugs  is 
busy  on  two  rather  remarkable  ones  (9  by  16),  which  are  for  the 
Bridgewater  Normal  School,  and  there  are  orders  ahead  that 
will  keep  her  busy  for  some  months.  The  wages  of  all  workers 
have  been  increased.  Rates  for  regular  shop  work  range  from 
$5  to  $10,  and  on  occasion  have  risen  to  $12  per  week.  During 
the  past  year  five  apprentices  have  been  placed  for  training  at 
the  shop.  One  of  these  —  a  young  woman  thirty-five  years  of 
age,  blind  from  early  girlhood,  uneducated  and  unskilled  — 
never  believed  that  a  sightless  person  could  be  trained,  but 
when  she  realized  what  she  herself  had  accomplished  at  the 
Woolson  House  she  exclaimed,  "It  is  like  Fairyland!" 

Recreation  is  provided  in  various  ways.  Last  summer  the 
shop  workers  were  taken  on  an  automobile  picnic,  and  a  merrier 
crowd  of  young  women  could  hardly  be  seen  anywhere.  When 
the  peace  celebrations  were  held,  our  girls  had  their  share  in 
the  fun.  A  car  was  loaned,  and  they  went  to  Boston  where 
they  joined  in  the  festivities. 

Truly,  as  Sir  Frederick  Fraser  said,  "It  is  only  the  unedu- 
cated blind  who  are  really  blind." 

The  report  on  the  Woolson  House  by  Miss  Sarah  A.  Drew, 
acting  chairman  of  the  house  committee,  will  be  found  in  the 

Appendix. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

The  big  aim  of  the  Commission  is  to  establish  in  the  mind  of 
every  blind  person  in  the  State  the  idea  that  the  name  "Massa- 
chusetts Commission  for  the  Blind"  stands  for  "Opportunity!" 
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It  typifies,  so  to  speak,  a  "recall  to  life/'  and  stands  ready  not 
only  to  point  but  provide  "the  means,"  by  instruction  and 
placement  in  remedial  and  remunerative  occupation.  There  is, 
however,  a  parallel  point  that  must  be  forcibly  driven  home; 
coincident  with  the  Commission's  desire  to  fulfill  its  obligations 
there  must  exist  on  the  part  of  the  blind  person  a  determined 
ambition  to  "make  good,"  otherwise  it  is  impossible  for  the 
Commission  to  make  a  person  succeed.  There  are  a  number  of 
men  now  in  our  shops  who,  by  reason  of  age  or  other  infirmi- 
ties, receive  proportionately  more  than  they  produce.  This  is 
always  undesirable  unless  there  exists  the  possibility  that  such 
disproportionate  earning  will  be  of  short  duration.  This  phase 
of  the  industrial  situation  naturally  reverts  to  the  aforemen- 
tioned "relief  measure,"  and  the  conclusion  is  that  with  relief 
provided  for  the  handicapped,  there  will  be  greater  scope  for 
the  satisfactory  placement  of  industrious  and  competent 
workers. 

SALESROOM. 

The  report  from  our  salesroom  has  been  gratifying  in  spite 
of  adverse  conditions  induced  by  war  interests,  the  influenza 
epidemic,  and  change  of  Commission  headquarters.  Lecture 
work,  combined  with  outside  exhibitions  held  under  the  auspices 
of  women's  clubs,  and  sales  given  at  hotels  and  summer  resorts 
have  been  successful  channels  for  the  advertisement  and  dis- 
position of  our  handwork. 

EMPLOYMENT   IN   COMPETITION   WITH   THE  SEEING. 

A  cardinal  point  in  the  effort  of  the  Commission  has  been  to 
make  the  blind  man  feel  that  he  may  become  financially  inde- 
pendent, if  he  is  willing  to  go  through  the  training  necessary  for 
the  requisite  technical  dexterity.  The  superintendent  of  em- 
ployment in  competition  with  the  seeing,  during  the  past  year, 
visited  100  factories,  and  personally  asked  the  managers  for 
their  unbiased  opinions.  The  concerns  visited  included,  among 
others,  leather,  paper,  envelope,  corset,  drug,  glue,  ammuni- 
tion, shoe,  candy  and  various  sorts  of  machine  shops,  and  at 
every  pne  of  these  inquiries  were  made  as  to  whether  processes 
were  employed  which  a  blind  person  might  perform  with  a  rea- 
sonable chance  for  success.    As  a  direct  result  53  blind  workers 
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were  placed  in  office  or  other  positions^  and  49  made  good^  — 
a  percentage  of  over  "90.  This  proportion  is  greater  than  would 
be  expected  of  ordinary  seeing  workers,  and  is  all  the  more 
striking  when  it  is  known  that  of  the  four  who  did  not  make 
good,  two  were  obliged  to  resign  because  of  ill  health,  one  left 
because  he  was  constitutionally  unable  to  stick  to  any  job,  and 
the  other  decided  that  this  particular  occupation  was  too 
hazardous  for  a  blind  man.  There  is  no  doubt  that  for  this 
last  man  can  be  found  work  of  another  and  more  favorable 
sort,  so  we  have  the  remarkable  record  that  in  all  these  cases 
not  one  individual  failed  because  of  his  handicap.  Moreover, 
each  of  these  blind  persons  received  money  for  actual  services 
rendered.  The  employers  were  more' than  satisfied  with  the 
quality  of  their  output,  and  their  influence  in  the  shops  was 
regarded  as  most  wholesome.  -  The  time  is  perhaps  coming 
when  the  employer  will  ask  for  blind  workmen,  because  of  the 
educational  value  that  their  quiet  industry  and  calm  patience 
creates  in  a  shop.  Of  course,  on  account  of  the  labor  shortage, 
the  past  year  was  an  exceptionally  favorable  one  for  the  experi- 
ment, but  this  consideration  is  not  enough  to  explain  the  ex- 
ceptional success  of  the  project,  for  this  was  due  to  .the  inherent 
qualities  of  the  blind  employees,  who  gain  in  other  ways  what 
they  lose  in  sight,  and  more  especially  was  it  due  to  the  unfail- 
ing work  of  the  superintendent.  Miss  Florence  W.  Birchard. 

Some  details  of\  the  kind  of  work  provided  will  perhaps  be  of 
interest  at  this  point. 

Seven  sightless  girls  were  placed  in  office  positions  as  dicta- 
phone operators,  and  are  successfully  holding  their  places. 
Four  positions  were  found  in  housework,  tuning  secured  for  four 
piano  tuners,  outside  work  secured  for  two  men  with  partial 
sight,  and  guide  work  given  three.  Positions  were  found  and 
offered  to  13  people  who  had  asked  for  help  in  finding  employ- 
ment, but  who  refused  to  work  for  various  reasons,  —  illness, 
unwillingness  to  go  into  factory  work,  uncleanliness  or  better 
positions  elsewhere.  Help  along  industrial  lines,  training,  in- 
troductions to  business  men,  music  reading  to  blind  teachers, 
typewriting  and  dictaphone  lessons,  guides  furnished  for  secur- 
ing trade,  or  equipment  for  canvassing  were  given  to  24  people. 

The  superintendent  of  employment  was  in  touch  during  the 
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year  with  175  people  for  various  sorts  of  help  in  her  depart- 
ment. 

The  actual  expense  for  training  and  guides  for  the  33  place- 
ments has  been  $593.32.  Of  this,  $430.32  was  spent  for  inten- 
sive training  of  two  dictaphone  operators,  and  included  all. ex- 
penses for  several  months.  This  made  the  actual  expense  for 
51  people  $163  for  the  entire  year.  These  people  have  earned 
$9,050  in  actual  wages,  and  a  greater  number  have  worked  only 
for  the  summer  or  since  October.  Only  seven  have  been  em- 
ployed for  the  whole  twelve  months,  as  the  others  worked  for 
three  months  of  summer  vacation,  or  started  to  work  in  the 
fall. 

INDUSTRIAL  SUMMARY. 

The  following  industrial  summary  gives  a  relative  idea  of  the 
growth  of  the  work  and  the  cash  returns  to  the  blind:  —

Reorganization. 

General  Acts  of  1918,  Chapter  266. 

An  Act  to  reorganize  the  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the 

Blind. 
Be  it  enacted  J  etc,,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Massachusetts  commission  for  the  blind,  established 
by  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  six,  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  is  hereby 
abolished.  All  the  rights,  powers  and  duties  of  said  commission  are  hereby 
transferred  to  and  shall  hereafter  be  exercised  by  the  commission  for  the 
blind  hereby  established,  which  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  lawful  successor 
of  the  present  commission.  Immediately  upon  the  appointment  and 
qualification  of  said  new  commission  and  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  all 
books,  papers,  maps,  plans,  charts,  records,  and  all  other  documents, 
property  or  equipment  in  the  possession  of  the  present  commission  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  commission  hereby  established.  All  the  present  em- 
ployees of  the  Massachusetts  commission  for  the  blind,  shall,  as  temporary 
employees,  continue  to  perform  their  usual  duties  upon  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  as  heretofore,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  permanent  appoint- 
ment, without  civil  service  examination. 

Section  2.  The  commission  for  the  blind  shall  consist  of  a  director, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  five  associate  members  to  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  present  commission  for  the  blind  for  the  remainder  of  the 
terms  for  which  they  were  respectively  appointed,  and  the  other  members 
to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  coun- 
cil, for  terms  of  one  and  four  years,  respectively.  Thereafter,  as  the  terms 
expire,  the  governor  shall  annually  appoint  in  like  manner  an  associate 
member  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  every  fifth  year  a  director;  shall 
fill  all  vacancies  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  may,  for  cause,  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  council,  remove  the  director  or  any  member.  The  director 
shall  receive  such  annual  salary,  not  exceeding  three  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  as  the  governor  and  council  shall  determine.  The  associate 
members  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  they  and  the  director  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  exx)enses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  pe)*formance  of 
their  duties. 
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Section  3.  The  director  shall  be  the  administrative  and  executive 
'  head  of  the  commission.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  four  of 
this  act,  he  shall  administer  the  laws  relative  to  the  blind,  shall  prepare 
rules  and  regulations  for  consideration  and  adoption  by  the  commission, 
shall  with  its  approval  appoint  such  agents,  teachers  and  subordinate 
officers  as  the  conmiission  may  deem  necessary,  and,  subject  to  the  ap- 
,  proval  of  the  governor  and  council,  shall  fix  their  compensation,  and  he 
may  for  cause  and  with  the  approval  of  the  commission  remove  such 
agents,  teachers  and  subordinate  officers.  He  shall  approve  all  bills,  shall 
exercise  the  powers  of  the  chairman  of  the  former  commission  with  respect 
to  the  advance  authorized  by  section  nine  of  said  chapter  three  hundred 
and  eighty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  himdred  and  six,  as  amended  by 
chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  seven,  and  shall  keep  the  accounts  required  by  section  ten  of  said 
chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-five,  as  amended  by  said  chapter  one 
hundred  and  seventy-three.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  act  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  blind  in  all  proceeding?  before  any  department,  board  or  com- 
mission of  the  conmionwealth,  or  of  any  county,  city  or  town  therein. 

Section  4.  The  commission  shall  adopt  all  necessary  rules  and  regu- 
lations, shall  authorize  the  establishment  of,  and  may  discontinue,  schools 
and  workshops  under  section  four  of  said  chapter  three  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  and  shall  fix  the  fees  and  pass  upon  all  requests  for  contribu- 
tion toward  the  support  of  pupUs  from  this  commonwealth  in  institutionB 
outside  thereof,  as  provided  in  section  five  of  said  chapter  three  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  and  upon  all  requests  for  provision  of  or  pay  for  temporary 
lodging?  and  temporary  support  imder  section  six  of  said  chapter.  It 
shaU  detenhine  what  offices  and  positions  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
work  relative  to  the  blind,  shall  make  the  annual  report  required  by  sec- 
tion seven  of  said  chapter,  shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  with  respect 
to  the  execution  and  administration  of  the  laws  by  the  director,  and  shall 
from  time  to  time  visit  all  schools  and  workshops  established  by  authority 
of  the  commission. 

Section  5.  So  much  of  this  act  as  authorizes  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  for  the  blind  shall  take  effect  upon  its  x^assage.  The  re- 
mainder shall  take  effect  upon  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  the 
members  thereof,  but  not  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  the  current 
year.    [Approved  May  SI,  1918, 

Foreign  Bund. 

An  Italian  girl  in  the  North  End  had  been  discharged  from 
the  infirmary.  She  was  nearly  blind  from  trachoma,  and  the 
doctor  told  her  to  be  careful  to  keep  her  things  separate  from 
those  of  the  other  three  members  of  the  family,  because  of  the 
tendency  this  disease  has  of  spreading.  H^r- parents  were  not 
educated,  and  thought  the  doctor  was  carrying  things  too  far. 
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The  worker  explained  to  them  in  Italian  the  danger  of  blindness, 
and  they  were  grateful  to  our  office  for  sending  them  a  person 
who  could  speak  their  language  and  make  them  understand  as 
even  a  doctor  could  not.  Lectures  on  the  "  Prevention  of  Blind- 
ness" are  constantly  being  given,  but  these  people  never  attend 
them,  and  were  it  not  for  this  special  feature  of  the  .work  they 
would  probably  sooner  or  later  become  totally  blind  from  trachoma. 

An  Illustration  op  a  Child  found  through  the  Reports 

OP  THE  State  Census. 

A.  B.,  age  ten  years,  listener  in  a  private  school  for  three 
years,  could  see  to  count  fingers  at  4  feet.  Obviously  there  was  an 
opacity  of  the  lens  of  both  the  eyes  —  surgery  usually  a  remedy. 
Informed  by  a  reputable  oculist  that  "nothing  could  be  done" 
the  family  accepted  this  child's  partial  blindness.  The  doctor's 
story  is  that,  hampered  by  foreign  language  and  knowing  that 
very  limited  finances  prohibited  proper  care  in  the  local  hos- 
pital, lie  had  intended  referring  the  case  to  the  district  nurse, 
who  was  about  to  be  appointed,  as  requiring  operation  at  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary.  In  the 
busy  life  of  to-day  there  are  many  slips  between  good  intentions 
and  fruitful  actions.  However,  thanks  to  the  census  reports, 
little  A.  B.  is  now  a  seeing  child,  and  several  other  neglected 
children  have  received  proper  medical  attention  and  schooling. 
A  simple  printed  form  for  reporting  such  cases  to  the  Commission 
for  the  Blind  is  now  being  circulated,  and  should  bring  to  our 
attention  many  cases  which  formerly  burdened  the  conscientious 
oculist. 

Suggestions  regarding  Conditions  and  Diseases  of  the 
Ete  which  might  be  considered  as  Reportable  to  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  por  the  Blind. 

Group  1,  school  —  16  years  and  under. 
Group  2,  industrial  —  50  years  and  under. 
Group  3,  over  50  years. 

1.  Astigmatism,  with  glasses:  school,  20/70  or  less;  industrial,  20/100 

or  less. 

2.  Hypermetropia,  with  glasses:  school,  20/70  or  less;  industrial,  20/100 

or  less. 

3.  Myopia,  with  glasses:  school,  20/40  or  less  when  correction  is  3.00 

spheres  or  higher,  or  when  myopia  shows  progress,  although 
glasses  may  bring  the  vision  up  to  nearly  normal. 
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4.  Glaucoma:  — 

(1)  The  chronic  type:  for  industry,  20/100  or  less;  over  50  years, 

under  20/200.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  limita- 
tion of  the  field  of  vision. 

(2)  Buphthalmos    or   congenital    hydrophthalmos    or    glaucoma; 

school,  20/70  or  less. 

5.  Pterygium,  if  inoperable  and  obscuring  vision. 

6.  Conical  cornea  (or  keratoconus) :  school  and  industry,  20/70  or  less; 

over  50,  ?0/200  or  less. 

7.  Keratitis  Qeucoma,  macula  or  nebula).    Old  scars  due  to  any  form  of 

inflammation  of  the  cornea.  In  the  interstitial  type  only, 
if  vision  remains  low  after  the  eye  has  bee;i  quiet  for  three 
months.  Possibly  persistently  recurring  cases  might  be  con- 
sidered for  semi-sighted  classes  while  under  treatment. 
School,  20/50  or  under  (without  atropine);  industry,  20/100; 
over  50,  20/200. 

8.  Cataracts  (only  after  final  operation) :  — 

(1)  Senile,  with  glasses:  industry,  20/100;  over  60,  20/200. 

(2)  Juvenile  or  congenital:  school,  20/50  with  glasses;   industry, 

20/100  with  glasses.  * 

(3)  Inoperable  and  stationary  (immature)  cases. 

9.  Uveitis:  — 

(1)  Chronic:  industry,  20/100;  over  50,  20/200. 

(2)  Vitreous  opacities  and  floating  vitreous  opacities,  if  vision  is 

sufficiently  unreliable  to  disqualify  for  ordinary  industry. 

10.  Congenital  malformation  of  the  iris:  — 

(1)  Aniridia:  school,  20/70  or  less;  industry,  20/100  or  less. 

(2)  Coloboma:  school,  20/70  or  less;  industry,  20/100  or  less. 

(3)  Polycoria:  school,  20/70  or  less;  industry,  20/100  or  less. 

(4)  Albinism:  school,  20/40  or  less;  industry,  20/100  or  less. 

11.  Amblyopia  (when  permanent  low  vision  has  been  established) :  school, 

20/70  or  less;  industry,  20/100  or  less. 

12.  Choroiditis  (various  types):  school,  20/40  or  less;  industry,  20/100 

or  less;  over  50,  20/200  or  less. 

13.  Retinitis,  chronic  (probably  not  the  albumenuric  type) :  school,  20/50; 

industry,  20/100;  over  50,  20/200. 

14.  Detachment  of  the  retina:  all  cases. 

15.  Optic  atrophy:   school,  20/70  or  less;   industry,  20/100;    over  50, 

20/200  or  less. 

16.  Nystagmus:  school,  20/40  or  less;  industry,  20/100  or  less;  over  50, 

20/200  or  less. 

17.  Ptosis:  after  operation,  if  field  of  vision  is  so  limited  as  to  incapacitate 

the  person  for  ordinary  school  or  industry. 
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The  following  simple  form  for  referring  cases  is  placed  in  the 
hands  of  all  ophthalmologists  and  eye  clinics,  and  will  be  sent  to

Unusual  Pupils  reported  by  the  Home  Teachers. 

In  one  of  the  Commission's  shops  is  a  man  sixty-one  years  of 
age  whom  Mrs.  Roberts,  home  teacher,  describes  as  an  "unusual 
pupil."  Always  sound  in  body  and  alert  in  mind,  this  man 
was  suddenly  stricken  with  blindness,  and  when  Mrs.  Roberts 
first  visited  him,  in  March,  she  found  the  financial  situation 
such  that  unless  he  could  gain  economic  independence  the  alter- 
native would  be  the  almshouse.  She  seized  the  first  "way  out" 
and  taught  him  to  use  his  fingers  in  reading  Moon  type.  Then 
he  entered  one  of  the  Commission's  shops,  and  after  an  ap- 
prenticeship of  two  months  was  placed  on  the  pay  roll.  From 
his  wage  he  managed  to  save  during  the  next  four  months  the 
sum  of  $30  as  a  start  toward  a  bank  account.  He  is  a  good 
example  of  the  sturdier  type  of  blind  who,  not  wishing  to  lead  an 
idle,  dependent  life,  desire  only  a  protective  dependence. 

Mr.  Vars,  home  teacher,  gives  an  entirely  different  example  in 
that  of  another  middle-aged  man,  whose  diffidence  and  inertia 
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rendered  alleviation  doubly  difficult,  but  sheer  persistence  and 
tact  brought  results,  and  his  earning  capacity  has  been  raised 
to  a  maximum.  He  does  the  finest  reed  work  of  any  of  the 
home  pupils,  seats  chairs  with  'cane,  rush  and  fiber,  and  does 
work  for  the  salesroom.  During  the  past  year  his  chair  work 
alone  has  brought  him  $75,  and  he.  never  solicits,  as  his  work 
is  so  good  that  it  is  regularly  sought. 

Another  pupil  has  raised  in  the  past  year  twenty  canary  birds, 
and  sold  them  for  .between  $100  and  $200.  He  has  received 
nothing  less  than  $6  apiece.  He  was  formerly  a  piano  tuner, 
doing  a  good  business,  and  receiving  a  salary  of  S30  per  week, 
but  was  obliged  to  give  up  the  position  because  of  tuberculosis. 
He  was  for  a  time  in  a  sanatorium,  where  the  Commission  was 
able  to  have  him  cared  for.  He  has  recovered  sufficiently  to 
return  home,  but  is  still  unable  to  tune,  as  the  least  effort 
brings  on  a  fresh  attack  of  the  disease.  He  always  loved  birds 
and  raised  them  in  a  small  way,  but  is  now  making  a  business 
of  it  and  hopes  to  increase  his  income  this  year.  He  was  able 
to  clothe  himself,  his  wife  and  his  little  girl  last  year  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  birds. 

Another  teacher  cites  fourteen  new  pupils  who  have  had 
marked  success,  whose  activities  range  through  the  industrial 
processes  of  chair  caning,  rug  weaving,  basketry,  handcraft  of 
every  description  and  typewriting.  One  of  them,  a  former 
teacher  of  piano,  has  had  only  one  lesson  in  touch  typewriting, 
yet  shows  progress  that  warrants  belief  in  future  success. 

Another  pupil,  fifty-seven  years  of  age,  a  widower,  is  afflicted 
with  locomotor  ataxia  and  fast-failing  sight,  which  makes  the 
pursuance  of  his  daily  duties  increasingly  hazardous.  He  yet 
manages,  by  means  of  canvassing  and  ''odd  jobs,"  to  support 
himself.  He  learned  to  read  Moon  type  in  one  lesson,  and  the 
home  teacher  reports  that  his  expression  of  appreciation  is  most 
gratifying,  and  his  brave  and  cheerful  spirit  is  an  inspiration. 
Measures  are  being  taken  to  insure  him,  if  possible,  against  total 
loss  of  sight,  and  to  provide  a  trade  that  may  afford  a  ''way 
out"  in  the  event  of  such  a  calamity. 

WooLsoN  House.  ^ 

When  considering  the  opportunities  open  to  our  blind  friends, 
we  hope  the  public  will  not  forget  the  James  A.  Woolson  House 
in  Cambridge,  which  provides  a  home  for  seven  blind  women. 
In  1909  the  house,  which  is  situated  at  the  comer  of  Harvard

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and  Inman  streets,  was  presented  as  a  memorial  gift  from  Mrs. 
Woolson  to  the  Massachusetts  Association  for  Promoting  the 
Interests  of  the  Adult  Blind.  Since  that  time  the  rooms  have  been 
constantly  in  use,  largely  by  blind  wom«n  who  are  employed  at 
weaving  and  caning  in  the  shop.  Besides  these  regular  residents 
the  personnel  of  the  house  changes  from  time  to  time  —  guests  of 
the  Commission  are  sometimes  entertained,  and  latterly,  blind 
:8tudents  studying  in  Boston  have  been  members  of  the  family. 

Miss  Mary  B.  Bradbury  is  matron  and  makes  the  home  life 
so  attractive  that  many  Massachusetts  girls  look  back  with 
pleasure  to  their  days  at  the  Woolson  House. 

For  the  last  three  years  the  house  has  served  as  a  social 
center,  where  blind  women  living  in  neighboring  towns,  may 
meet  once  a  month  for  a  pleasant  and  profitable  afternoon. 

Each  year  60  or  70  blind  persons  and  their  friends  meet  to- 
gether, and  a  Christmas  festival  marks  the  season.  Many 
other  social  gatherings  occur,  and  the  State  home  teacher  makes 
-a  weekly  visit,  helping  any  one  who  may  need  lessons. 

The  donor  of  the  house  and  the  committee  in  charge  have 
wished  that  in  the  month  of  August  the  house  should  be  thrown 
open  to  vacation  guests  from  more  remote  parts  of  the  State. 
The  records  show  that  in  August,  1917,  23  blind  women,  9  of 
whom  came  for  a  first  visit,  enjoyed  such  hospitality.  The 
summer  of  1918  saw  30  visitors,  each  of  whom  spent  a  week  amid 
pleasant  surroundings,  which  afforded  an  opportunity  for  re- 
newing old  friendships  and  forming  new  ones.  Funds  for  auto 
rides  and  trips  down  the  harbor  are  usually  provided  by  friends. 
The  Woolson  House  is  a  well-grounded  plant  in  the  community, 
and  we  hope  to  see  its  work  grow  and  blossom,  for  it  contrib- 
utes to  the  welfare  of  the  blind  women  of  the  State.  It  furthers  in 
all  possible  ways'  the  work  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the 
Blind. 

Obligations  to  Other  Agencies. 

The  Commission  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  following  agencies, 
which  have  contributed  money  in  the  form  of  loans  and  gifts  to 
different  blind  persons:  The  Massachusetts  Association  for  Pro- 
moting the  Interests  of  the  Adult  Blind,  the  Invalid  Aid  Society, 
the  Lend-a-Hand  Society,  the  Morgan  Memorial  Society,  tie 
Provident  Lioan  Association,  the  local  overseers  of  the  poor,  the 
Associated  Charities,  and  Country  Week.  Through  the  interest 
of  .Mrs.  Samuel  Wright  Simpson  of  the  State  Flower  Mission 
200  attractive  baskets  were  distributed  at  Thanksgiving,  and 
the  same  at  Christmas  and  Easter. 
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Volunteer  Service. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  this  Commission,  or  probably 
any  state  commission  fcr  the  blind  in  this  country,  has  there 
been  such  definite  and  organized  co-operation  between  the  seeing 
and  the  blind  as  that  which  obtains  in  such  large  measure  and 
practical  form  through  the  Special  Aid  Blind  Relief  Corps. 
The  following  table,  compiled  from  the  monthly  reports  of  the 
active  workers  in  the  corps,  demonstrates  that  the  main  effort 
on  the  part  of  each  worker  has  been  to  ascertain  what  form  of 
work,  as  well  as  recreation,  was  needed  by  the  blind  person 
visited,  to  supply  as  far  as  possible  both  the  work  and  the 
recreation,  and,  in  some  cases,  the  ways  and  means  of  securing 
them. 

The  number  of  blind  persons  seen  by  the  members  of  the 
Special  Aid  Blind  Relief  Corps,  the  number  of  visits  paid  to 
their  homes,  workshops  and  schools,  and  the  specific  forms  of 
service  rendered  are  as  follows:  — 

1.  Social  calls  and  visits  on  blind  persons  in  their  homes  have  been 

given  180  times  to, 58 

2.  Reading  aloud  has  been  done  417  times  for,        ....  188 

3.  Braille  writing  and  Braille  lessons  have  been  given  125  times  to  41 

4.  Transcribing  music,  letters,  cards,  etc.,  into  BraiQe  done  15 

times  for, 4 

5.  Lessons  in  typewriting  and  the  operation  of  the  dictaphone  have 

been  given  32  times  to, 15 

6.  Service  as  guide,  including  frequent  loan  of  automobile  with 

guide,  given  412  times  to, 231 

7.  Shopping  and  errands  done  8  times  for, 2 

8.  Recreations,  automobile  rides,  luncheons,  concerts,  plays,  club 

meetings,  current  events  courses  at  the  Thomas  Park  House 

have  been  given  58  times  to, 113 

9.  Visiting  boarding  houses,  employment  agencies,  shops  and 

factories  in  behalf  of  blind  persons  47  times. 

10.  Material  and  financial  aid  in  the  way  of  boxes  of  clothing,  hats, 

yam,  loan  of  typewriters  and  occasional  gifts  of  money 
given  30  times  to, 10 

11.  Industrial  aid  in  the  way  of  securing  positions  and  obtaining 

work  has  been  given  in  the  follovmig  lines:  piano  tuning, 
42  times  (including  8  annual  in  schools)  for  4  persons;  chair 
repairing,  27  times  for  6  persons;  positions  secured,  10  times 
for  10  persons;  vending  space,  2  times  for  2  persons;  in- 
dustrial aid  not  itemized,  12  times  for  9  persons;  total,  93 
times  for  31  persons. 


} 
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The  work  of  the  Special  Aid  Blind  Relief  Corps  has  resulted 
in  the  sending  of  one  trained  worker  for  the  blind  to  France, 
and  four  others  (two  volunteer  and  two  paid  workers)  to  fill 
executive  positions  in  the  work  for  the  returned  blinded  soldier 
at  the  Red  Cross  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  Baltimore. 

Another  important  gain  has  been  that  the  members  of  the  corps, 
through  their  activities  and  Interest,  have  helped  to  educate 
public  opinion  so  that  when  our  blind  soldiers  and  civilians  are 
re-educated  and  prepared  to  take  up  the  task  of  earning  a  liveli- 
hood they  will  not  meet  the  skepticism  and  prejudice  which 
have  been  so  disheartening  and  often  disastrous  in  the  case  of 
our  civilian  blind. 

Over  200  Massachusetts  ladies,  who  are  now  trained  to  help 
our  men  in  social  ways,  such  as  guiding,  reading  aloud,  visiting 
and  tactfully  stimulating  the  depressed,  are  also  fully  alive  to 
the  fact  that  the  blind  will  not  be  content  to  accept  charity, 
but  will  demand  a  chance  to  again  earn  their  own  livelihood. 
These  admirable  results  must  be  ascribed  to  Miss  Rose  E. 
Trainor,  teacher  of  the  classes,  director  of  the  corps,  and  member 
of  the  Commission  staff,  herself  blind.  Her  sincere  and  direct 
message,  and  her  power  of  presenting  the  facts  in  a  forceful 
manner,  have  sustained  the  enthusiasm  and  service  of  her 
hearers. 

The  course  is  composed  of  four  lectures:  (1)  "Learning  How 
to  be  Blind;"  (2)  "The  Relation  of  the  Blind  to  the  Seeing;" 
(3)  "Amusement  and  Employment  for  the  Blind;"  (4)  "The 
Resources  Offered  in  the  State  for  Aiding  the  Blind."  It  also 
includes  four  lessons  in  Braille  and  visits  conducted  to  all  the  re- 
sources for  the  blind  in  and  about  Boston. 
.  Furthermore,  the  public  interest  which  war  conditions  have 
created  in  the  problems  likely  to  confront  blind  soldiers  has  had 
much  to  do  with  opening  up  this  way  of  help  for  our  own 
civilian  blind. 

The  large  influential  membership  of  the  Special  Aid  Society 
for  American  Preparedness,  its  carefully  formulated  plans,  and 
the  support  which  it  has  given  throughout  the  whole  field,  have 
contributed  to  the  real  public  spirit  in  the  present  existing 
problems,  and  we  feel  that  the  society  will  prove  a  permanent 
asset  to  the  Commission  and  to  the  State.
